Attached is the result of one year of working with the Heraldry Office in Dublin. And so, if 
anyone ever searches for a Soden Coat of Arms, our lineage now has one in Ireland! 


The meaning of this Coat of Arms is several fold: 

The 3 Saracen heads are from the SODEN embroidery and the SODEN sarcophagus located in 
Ahamplish, Co. Sligo, Ireland. This links James Arthur Soden to the history of Sodens both in Ireland, and 
in England, as the 3 heads form part of the Coat of Arms that is in England. 

DUCIMUS comes from my father’s badge of the 405 Pathfinder’s Squadron in WW2. DUCIMUS 
means “We Lead.” 

We intentionally had the 3 heads looking upwards as leaders look forward and upwards....as did 
the men of the Air in WW2 

The white band across the shield stands for the entrails of the bombers. 

The red is for our dad’s Canadian citizenship. 

The hand and sword above the helmet is from the Soden silver of Ireland, of which only two 
pieces remain in exitance (that | know of) and from a button that must have been on a tunic in war 
times. 

I/we hope you like what we have done, not only in our father’s memory, but for all SODENs to 
be proud of.

Introduction : Sligo 


GRANGE and WARWICKSHIRE 

Grange,Co.Sligo is , of course , the main townland with connections to the Sodens. It appears to 
me that these Sodens had some link , 

yet to be established , with the major families of Warwickshire , though not of that ilk. They took 
posts as soldiers/planters/colonists 

in the Cromwellian forces. Many families from Warwickshire and Oxfordshire have been 
mentioned in connection with Sligo , 

e.g. the Throckmortons ,the Temples ,Fiennes , amongst others. Cromwell had only 
companies of men, that is , groups of men, 

often families like the Cootes, (3 brothers and a cousin) , who formed their own companies with 
the incentive that whatever they gained 

in plunder they kept either for themselves and gave in payment to their men. 

| have found no evidence to support the claim in the UCD folklore archive that Soden? obtained 
his lands other than by official means. 

| believe the answer to this to lie in the distribution of lands outlined by Dunlop in his work on 
‘Ireland under The Commonwealth’ . 

Lord Palmerston , the British Prime Minister , of the 19th century , was of the Temple family and 
there are many references to the name Temple in the Grange/Moneygold area of Sligo, though some 
derive from the Gaelic timpeall/church.Palmerston was by all accounts not the most popular landlord. 
This is evidenced by his treatment of Thomas Soden and other tenants in the 1790s who experienced 
difficulties with rent demands and his handling of the famine situation on his estate. 

PRIVATE SOLDIER 

The origins of the Irish Sodens can be traced back to Warwickshire,England in the small town 
of Bourton-on-Dunsmore and these came to Ireland as part of Cromwell's forces in 1649 or 
thereabouts. 

CHESTER REFUGEES,1689 

Although very little has been written about them , the Chester Refugees were Protestants who 
fled to Chester in 1689 at the time of the Battle of the Boyne to avoid the Catholic forces at the time and 
later returned with the advent of William of Orange. 

As you can see THOMAS SODEN was 94 years of age and had a wife , CATHERINE and a child. 

| do not know who this child could be but it may well have been the child of THOMAS SODEN 
Jnr. recorded in the Hearth Money Rolls of 166(5)5. In the Betham abstracts in the GO,there is mention 
of THOMAS SODDEN and his brother ROBERT , and his wife , KATHARINE. The fact that the 1689 will 
mentions John Pugh as the brother of Katharine in Chester and his business as a shopkeeper. The 
Chester Guild documents have not yet been completely transcribed but may well shed important new 
light on these two families. 

DECREE OF INNOCENTS 

The Index to the Decrees of Innocents is interesting as ROBERT SODDIN appears here and so 
indicating that he and his family were anti-royalist and with the Restoration of Charles Il had to prove 
their loyalty. O'Rorke in his work on Sligo remarks on Soden that he held onto his place at Grange with 
great tenacity and speaks with great bitterness about the Cromwellian settlers. It is interesting to hear 
Established Church of Ireland Protestants speaking with such bitterness against these new 
settlers,although they as colonists had done the same thing prior to the Cromwellians. However , some 
with time felt entitled to rule the country more that these politically different upstarts. 

RELICS 

The reference to Soden in Lewis is valuable .However , Lewis like many foreigners touching on 
Irish history neglects precision for the story. This refers to a plaque still in Drumcliff Protestant church , 
which we encountered first as children on our regular visits to Mullaghmore.The inscription is for a 


THOMAS SODEN!!! , who died in 1700 at 105 years, and not JAMES as stated in Lewis. This plaque is still 
in the foyer of the church,though somewhat frayed. | believe according to James Soden , Toronto that 
this plaque was erected by Major Eccles , who was married to Isabella Letitia Soden. 

She was the daughter of James Nicholson Soden, and she was organist in the Ahamplish church 
for years. She has done an embroidery of the Soden crest , which is now in Toronto , Canada. The 
existence of a cup/chalice from Stuart/Williamite period is also alluded to by the rector?s wife of 
Drumcliff in the 1930s but its whereabouts is unknown. 

Major and Mrs. Eccles also presented James Arthur Soden , Toronto with the diary of Thomas 
Soden , Provost,1787 ? 1818 which he later donated to the Sligo Archives. He possesses a painting done 
by the son of Isabella Letitia Soden , of Grange Castle. 


SLIGO SHERIFFS 

From the year 1706 to the 1730's we see regular mention of the Soden as Sheriffs in Sligo. This 
job was an important office at this time often bringing unpopularity on the bearer because of the nature 
of the duties. 

Three Sodens , Thomas , Edward and James held this office in 1674 ,1730 and 1736. 

CONVERT ROLLS of 1711In the year 1711 we come across HONORIA SODEN,who conformed to 
Protestantism from presumably Catholicism, | gather,to keep ownership of her lands. This is the first 
record of Honora/Honoria/Nora in the family. This means the Soden name is associated with Catholicism 
at an early stage some member having obviously married a local, she being of the Conyngham family 
.Certainly the Sodens of Drumrat and Templevanny have been Catholic since at least the 1820's. 

To us, of course, today the notion of religion means very little, but then it was a license to live in 
peace as the Penal Laws were harsher even than Apartheid for those Catholics convicted under them. 

This fact taken from the Convert Rolls to the Established Protestant Church has always 
interested me .This mixed marriage could entail total loss of property and may well be a reason for the 
conforming of HONORIA SODEN. With this Honora is linked the name Conyngham. The next occasion we 
meet the name Conyngham is with Ensign R. Conyngham Soden, 35th Regiment of Foot in 1798 . 


BUSINESSMEN, FARMERS, MERCHANTS AND FREE MASONS 

Towards the end of the 18th century the Sodens decrease in number in Sligo,| believe, mainly 
because of the prevailing laws on marriage settlement at the time,where large tracts of land were 
forfeited away as dowries,intermarriage with Catholics and ,thus,loss of or decrease in size of property 
meaning movement to other counties such as Leitrim,Longford, Meath, Cavan and Dublin.Due to the 
loss of Parish Records and Census precise information on developments within the families is hard to 
extrapolate. 

The 2 daughters, Elizabeth and Catherine, of James Soden and Jane Wynne eventually ceded 
their lands into the names of their respective husbands Kendrick Manley and Cairncross Cullen. The 
Cullen properties were finally sold under the Encumbered Estate Acts of 1852. Before their father , 
James , died when they were just 3 and 4 years of age , he tried with great determination to hold 
possession of these properties for his two infant daughters. Eventually the prevailing right of husbands 
to control all property interests at this time triumphed. 

These early Sodens particularly in Sligo in collaboration with many other families alternated the 
responsible civic posts till the mid-19th century,and so held such offices as provost of the town and 
sheriff. There is recorded by Wood-Martin of James Soden being a member of the Sligo Free Masons in 
the year 1792 , as shown by the Masonic records in Dublin. 

Indeed a John Henry Soden founded _ the Mohill Lodge of the Free Masons in 1865 , being 
previously associated with the branch in Carrick-on-Shannon. 


The more prominent Soden names in the history of this area up to the middleof the 19th 
century were Thomas Soden(b.1594/d.1700),Edmund Soden (b. 1680/d.1757),Clotworthy Soden (b. 
1745/d.1814),Thomas Soden, Provost,( b. 1745/d. 1818) and Capt. James Soden,(b. 1779 /d. 18??). 
Although there is no corpus of original correspondence extant from the Soden families of this time in 
the form of letters,bibles, it can be well ascertained from deeds ,wills ,marriage settlements and the 
Sligo Provost's notes that the Sodens of this period had extensive contacts and connections with the 

Establishment families ,of course,Protestant ,in the Sligo area and in the Northwest at this time 
in general. The names of Vernon,Wynne,Follyot,Gillmore, Hamilton, Hillas,; McGowan and many others 
occur with great frequency. 


1798 / The Year of the Insurrection 

The Sligo Sodens were staunchly Protestant and British in contrast to the majority of the 
population in the Sligo area .This is evident by the full-hearted participation of Thomas Soden and his 
brother , Clotworthy Soden,Rector of Maghera , in opposition to the 1798 Insurrection in the northwest 
as evidenced by the material in the Rebellion Papers cited for the period . The naming of Thomas Soden 
in the Private Diary at Wexford Museum is in fact incorrect as the Soden involved was Capt. Mossom 
Soden from the Somerset Regiment , who had been in Ireland recruiting since 1794 . It is from these 
Sligo families that we eventually see some members take up residence in the neighbouring counties of 
Donegal and Derry to the north,and Leitim and Longford to the southeast .The towns of Mohill , 
Ballinamore , Ballinalee , Edgeworthstown , Athlone were among the Soden residences from the 
beginning of the 19th century. 

Another member of some interest is CCOTWORTHY SODEN , son of JAMES SODEN and ANNE 
McGOWAN , Trinity scholar and former Archdeacon of Derry. Clotworthy was born in 
Glasslough,Co.Monaghan. | had hoped he or his family would be recorded in the Leslie estate but alas 
not. The Leslie family was associated with Winston Churchill , and where Churchill stayed in his youth . 
Clotworthy is striking by his name , which is of a planter family from Yorkshire , | believe , a name 
associated with the 6 counties today and he has been rather badly bruised by the unkind remarks of 
Edward Torrens regarding his character made many years later. Could this Edward Torrens be a 
descendant of George Torrens recorded as the co-church warden with EDMUND SODEN in 1777? This 
EDMUND SODEN is also mentioned in Cotton's Church of Ireland Fasti. | have often wondered if this 
partnership led to bad blood between the two men at some stage resulting in this dislike. The direct 
descendant of Clotworthy Soden is Terry Soden , now resident in Berkshire , England. His father ,George 
Wensley Clotworthy Soden, was the British officer responsible for the winding - up of the Ashanti 
connection between Britain and France in 1903. 


The Americas 

There are a number of disparate branches in North America coming from Ireland , Britain 
and Germany.We know that the Canadian and some branches in New Jersey, New York , Oregon 
nd Kansas have their origins in Ireland. They come from Carrick-on-Shannon, Cavan, Leitrim 
and Sligo. 

The Thomas Soden of Cambridge , Massachussetts , may well be of English origin , after 
whom a street has been named in that town. Indeed another street in Oregon city, Wisconsin is 
named after William Soden , whose life is recounted in the Times to Remember by Wayne Salisbury .

Local 
legend has it he got the land from an English officer for the sum of £300 pounds sterling , 
because the man _ found the area too wild for his liking, as recorded in the De Valera Folklore 
Collection of UCD but | have found no evidence to support this claim as yet. The likelihood 
is that Thomas Soden and brother Robert Soden got it for their part in the Cromwellian 
campaign started in 1649 under the 1652 settlement of payment to soldiers as mentioned by 
Dunlop .

ROBERT SODEN (1591-1643??) 


Robert Soden (Sodden) was born in Bourton-on-Dunsmore,Warwickshire in 1591,the son of ?

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Chapter 8 
THOMAS SODEN (1594-1700) 


Warwickshire to Grange 

Thomas Soden was born in the year 1594 in the village of Bourton-on- 
Dunsmore,Warwickshire,England,son of Robert Soden ,whose family can trace with certitude their 
origins back to Swalcliffe,Oxfordshire. Thomas and his brother ,Robert,are seen first in Sligo ,the part of 
Ireland which served as residence for the Sodens to the present day. 

Robert arrrived during the Cromwellian period of 1649, and is first mentioned in Youghal as a 
member of Lt.Colonel Henry Smythicke 's company. 


The first official record of Thomas Soden is as 'titulado' in Sligo in 1659. There he is in charge of 
the town of Grange on the Sligo/Ballyshannon road having been granted this land, formerly the land of 
Andrew Crean, as payment for services in the Cromwellian campaign in Ireland. These Sodens 
were Protestants in belief and Parliamentarians. 


He is seen again in the 1661/2 Act of Settlement and in the Hearth Money Rolls of 1665 he and 
possibly his son ,Thomas, are recorded as owning three hearths. Under the Act of Grace of 1668 they 


get more land in Lislahely, Sligo. Records show that a Thomas Soden had houses along with a John 
Sodon also in Sligo town as part of the Strafford Rentals in 1682. 


In the Chester list his companion is named Catherine and they have a child,whose name is not 
given. This child could easily be the 1 year old daughter , Jane, of Thomas Soden Junior taken to safety in 
Chester by her grandparents with Thomas Jnr. remaining in Grange,to defend the garrison against the 
forces of the Catholic King James II. 


Thomas the Boyo 

Thomas may have been the first Soden in Sligo but he certainly left behind him lasting memories 
of a truculent, belligerent character. Joe McGowan credits him in his work ‘Under The Shadow of Ben 
Bulben’ with the story of how he acquired his lands at Lislahely by tricking the initial recipient of the land 
with a cock-and-bull story about its quality and usefulness. 

On the other hand, Stella Durand recounts in her work,’ Drumcliffe’ the local belief that Thomas 
Soden used the wooden statue of St. Molaise of Inish Murray island as shooting practice. After enquiries 
about this to the National Mauseum Director in Collins Barracks, and having inspected the statue myself 
, there is no evidence of such behaviour. 


This Thomas Senior is remarkable as one of the main records of him is a stone plaque in the 
foyer of the Protestant church of Drumcliffe,Sligo stating that he died at 105 years of age in 1700. He is 
found again in a will abstract of 1689 ,;wherein is mentioned his brother,Robert,as well as in the List of 
Chester Refugees of 1689 just mentioned and most importantly in the Betham Pedigree Table of Ms. 
469 in the National Library ,Dublin. Betham is the most faithful source of corroboration ,having access 
to all the relevant documentation of the time,these being lost in the fire of 1922. All corroborate his 
advanced age. Thomas Soden is buried in Sligo,probably in the cemetery of Moneygold,north of Grange 
where many other members of his family lie. 


According to records his wife is Anne Pretty or Ann Ellis,they had 2 children,Joane 

and Margery/Margaret but it is from the Robert Soden, his brother that the whole Soden line in Ireland 
descends. However, in the Hearth Money Rolls of 1665, one finds mention to two Thomas Sodens, Snr.

CHESTER REFUGEES,1689 

Although very little has been written about them , the Chester Refugees were protestants who 
fled to Chester in 1689 at the time of the Battle of the Boyne to avoid the Catholic forces at the time and 
later returned with the advent of William of Orange. As you can see THOMAS SODEN was 94 years 
of age and had a wife , CATHERINE and a child . 

| do not know who this child could be but it may well have been the child of THOMAS 
SODEN Jnr. recorded in the Hearth Money Rolls of 166(5)5. In the Betham abstracts in the GO,there is 
mention of THOMAS SODDEN and his brother ROBERT , and his wife, KATHARINE. The fact that 
the 1689 will mentions John Pugh as the brother of Katharine in Chester and his business as a 
shopkeeper. The Chester Guild documents have not yet been completely transcribed but may well shed 
important new light on these two families. 

DECREE OF INNOCENTS 

The Index to the Decrees of Innocents is interesting as ROBERT SODDIN appears here and so 
indicating that he and his family were anti-royalist and with the Restoration of Charles II had to prove 
their loyalty. O'Rorke in his work on Sligo remarks on Soden that he held onto his place at Grange with 
great tenacity and speaks with great bitterness about the Cromwellian settlers. It is interesting to hear 
Established Church of Ireland Protestants speaking with such bitterness against these new 
settlers,although they as colonists had done the same thing prior to the Cromwellians. However , some 
with time felt entitled to rule the country more that these politically different upstarts. 

RELICS 

The reference to Soden in Lewis is valuable .However , Lewis like many foreigners touching on 
Irish history neglects precision for the story. This refers to a plaque still in Drumcliff Protestant church, 
which we encountered first as children on our regular visits to Mullaghmore.The inscription is for a 
THOMAS SODEN!!! , who died in 1700 at 105 years , and not JAMES as stated in Lewis. This plaque 
is still in the foyer of the church,though somewhat frayed. | believe according to James Soden, Toronto 
that this plaque was erected by Major Eccles , who was married to Isabella Letitia Soden. She was the 


daughter of James Nicholson Soden, and she was organist in the Ahamplish church for years. She has 
done an embroidery of the Soden crest , which is now in Toronto , Canada. The existence of a 
cup/chalice from Stuart/Williamite period is also alluded to by the rector?s wife of Drumcliff in the 
1930s but its whereabouts is unknown. Major and Mrs. Eccles also presented James Arthur Soden , 
Toronto with the diary of Thomas Soden , Provost, 1787 ? 1818 which he later donated to the Sligo 
Archives. He possesses a painting done by the son of Isabella Letitia Soden , of Grange Castle. 

SLIGO SHERIFFS 

From the year 1706 to the 1730's we see regular mention of the Soden as Sheriffs in Sligo. This 
job was an important office at this time often bringing unpopularity on the bearer because of the nature 
of the duties. 

Three Sodens , Thomas , Edward and James held this office in 1674 ,1730 and 1736. 

CONVERT ROLLS of 1711 

In the year 1711 we come across HONORIA SODEN,who conformed to Protestantism from 
presumably Catholicism,| gather,to keep ownership of her lands. This is the first record of 
Honora/Honoria/Nora in the family. This means the Soden name is associated with Catholicism at an 
early stage some member having obviously married a local , she being of the Conyngham family 
.Certainly the Sodens of Drumrat and Templevanny have been Catholic since at least the 1820's. 

To us, of course, today the notion of religion means very little, but then it was a license to live in 
peace as the Penal Laws were harsher even than Apartheid for those Catholics convicted under them. 

This fact taken from the Convert Rolls to the Established Protestant Church has always 
interested me .This mixed marriage could entail total loss of property and may well be a reason for the 
conforming of HONORIA SODEN. With this Honora is linked the name Conyngham. The next occasion 
we meet the name Conyngham is with Ensign R. Conyngham Soden, 35th Regiment of Foot in 1798 . 

BUSINESSMEN, FARMERS, MERCHANTS AND FREE MASONS 

Towards the end of the 18th century the Sodens decrease in number in Sligo,! believe, mainly 
because of the prevailing laws on marriage settlement at the time,where large tracts of land were 
forfeited away as dowries,intermarriage with Catholics and ,thus,loss of or decrease in size of property 
meaning movement to other counties such as Leitrim,Longford, Meath, Cavan and Dublin.Due to the loss 
of Parish Records and Census precise information on developments within the families is hard to 
extrapolate. 

The 2 daughters, Elizabeth and Catherine, of James Soden and Jane Wynne eventually ceded 
their lands into the names of their respective husbands Kendrick Manley and Cairncross Cullen. The 
Cullen properties were finally sold under the Encumbered Estate Acts of 1852. Before their father , 
James , died when they were just 3 and 4 years of age, he tried with great determination to hold 
possession of these properties for his two infant daughters. Eventually the prevailing right of husbands 
to control all property interests at this time triumphed. 

These early Sodens particularly in Sligo in collaboration with many other families alternated the 
responsible civic posts till the mid-19th century,and so held such offices as provost of the town and 
sheriff. There is recorded by Wood-Martin of James Soden being a member of the Sligo Free Masons in 
the year 1792 , as shown by the Masonic records in Dublin. Indeed a John Henry Soden founded the 
Mohill Lodge of the Free Masons in 1865 , being previously associated with the branch in Carrick-on- 
Shannon. 

The more prominent Soden names in the history of this area up to the middleof the 19th 
century were Thomas Soden(b.1594/d.1700),Edmund Soden (b. 1680/d.1757),Clotworthy Soden (b. 
1745/d.1814), Thomas Soden,Provost,( b. 1745/d. 1818) and Capt. James Soden,(b. 1779 /d. 18??). 
Although there is no corpus of original correspondence extant from the Soden families of this time in 
the form of letters,bibles, it can be well ascertained from deeds ,wills , marriage settlements and the 
Sligo Provost's notes that the Sodens of this period had extensive contacts and connections with the 


Establishment families ,of course,Protestant ,in the Sligo area and in the Northwest at this time in 
general. The names of Vernon,Wynne,Follyot,Gillmore, Hamilton, Hillas,; McGowan and many others 
occur with great frequency. 

1798 / The Year of the Insurrection 

The Sligo Sodens were staunchly Protestant and British in contrast to the majority of the 
population in the Sligo area .This is evident by the full-hearted participation of Thomas Soden and his 
brother , Clotworthy Soden,Rector of Maghera , in opposition to the 1798 Insurrection in the northwest 
as evidenced by the material in the Rebellion Papers cited for the period . The naming of Thomas Soden 
in the Private Diary at Wexford Museum is in fact incorrect as the Soden involved was Capt. Mossom 
Soden from the Somerset Regiment , who had been in Ireland recruiting since 1794. It is from these 
Sligo families that we eventually see some members take up residence in the neighbouring counties of 
Donegal and Derry to the north,and Leitim and Longford to the southeast .The towns of Mohill , 
Ballinamore , Ballinalee , Edgeworthstown , Athlone were among the Soden residences from the 
beginning of the 19th century. 

Another member of some interest is CLOTWORTHY SODEN , son of JAMES SODEN and 
ANNE McGOWAN , Trinity scholar and former Archdeacon of Derry. Clotworthy was born in 
Glasslough,Co.Monaghan. | had hoped he or his family would be recorded in the Leslie estate but alas 
not. The Leslie family was associated with Winston Churchill , and where Churchill stayed in his youth . 
Clotworthy is striking by his name , which is of a planter family from Yorkshire , | believe , aname 
associated with the 6 counties today and he has been rather badly bruised by the unkind remarks of 
Edward Torrens regarding his character made many years later. Could this Edward Torrens be a 
descendant of George Torrens recorded as the co-church warden with EDMUND SODEN in 1777? This 
EDMUND SODEN is also mentioned in Cotton's Church of Ireland Fasti. | have often wondered if this 
partnership led to bad blood between the two men at some stage resulting in this dislike. The direct 
descendant of Clotworthy Soden is Terry Soden , now resident in Berkshire , England. His father ,George 
Wensley Clotworthy Soden , was the British officer responsible for the winding - up of the Ashanti 
connection between Britain and France in 1903. 

EMIGRATION AND THE USA 

The record of 1846 listing Martin Soden as emigrating to America is the first Irish Soden | 
believe to go there followed in the 1850s by Patrick Soden of Lavey and Katharine Reilly nee Soden 
of Knocknanoark,Cavan . Although the record of Martin Soden is in Begley's Shipping lists the official 
American records show no such Martin Soden in their records. The American records will show that 
English and German Sodens and von Sodens travelled far earlier to America, the earliest were Joseph 
Soden , founder of Guilford , Connecticut ; Thomas Soden of Cambridge,Massachussetts ; a 
Newgate prisoner John Soden,in 1720 from England; and the families , of course , William and 
Elijah Soden of Pennsylvania. 

THE TITHE APPLOTMENT BOOKS & GRIFFITH'S VALUATION 

These two works are the first really extensive surveys of the name in Ireland for the nineteenth 
centuries.They show how the name has drifted from Sligo through Leitrim , Longford , mainly to Cavan 
and thereafter to Dublin. 

The families would be of both religions and were not very extensive property owners , mainly 
business people , professionals and farmers. There is even here the first record of the townland 
"Pottlesoden’'. Pottle is not only the name of a townland but is also a measure of land like pole,or 
betagh,.... It seems to me that some Sodens became Catholic and moved to neighbouring townlands 
like Lattaghlohan , Pottle , Beaghey and may well have been given this townland Pottlesoden south of 
Cavan town and north of Pottle where PETER & MARY SODEN and GERARD , their son, live and 
EUGENE SODEN and his family in Knockanoark now live. Descendants of all branches now live in 


Dublin . PETER SODEN , your greatgrandfather , came from Beaghey and eventually moved to Cavan 
where he owned the drapery shop now the site of Tesco , Main Street ,Cavan Town.

Michael was from the diocese of Achonry. He served in Stillorgan, South County Dublin from 


1863 - 66.he was then transferred to St. Mary's in Leeds, England from 1865 - 71. He then served in 
Daingean, Co. Offaly from 1892 and died on 24th May, 1915 in Belcamp, Swords, North County Dublin. 
There is , however, no registered death in the GRO for this date, but rather a later one in 1919 fora 
Michael Soden. This may well be the same person as it often happened registration was not done 
immediately in those days.

FRANCIS SODEN ,(2nd January, 1802 - 1867) 

Templevanny , Co. Sligo 

Son of Francis and Amy Soden, Rowington, Warwickshire 

Francis Soden was the first recorded member of the Soden family to be a teacher. 

He was recommended by Fr. Richard Fitzmaurice , the priest of Keash for training in 1824. He 
had at this time the appointment for the school in Templevanny from Earl Kingston. 

He is mentioned 2 years later as being in charge of the pay school in Templevanny ,in the parish 
of Drumrat with scholars paying 1/3d to 2/9d per quarter . The school itself was a house built 
from lime and stone for between £80-£90.

Francis Soden, the teacher mentioned above, was the great-great-grandfather of Mary Soden 
McNerney, now a resident in Leixlip, Co.Kildare on the banks of the River Liffey near Dublin and he 
belonged to the Soden branch of Templevanny, Co. Sligo , some of whom attended the Soden Reunion in 
2000. 


Francis Soden was born in Reading, England and employed as a teacher in the schoolhouse at 
Templevanny, now a ruin. He died Mary believes in 1867. This means the Sodens of Templevanny would 
have experienced the full blow of the Great Famine [1845-48] and the 1867 Fenian Insurrection. Francis 
had at least one child, a son, Francis Joseph Soden, [1842-1906], who became a Roman Catholic priest 
and worked in England. The family in Keash, Co. Sligo had a framed picture of him when Mary was a 
young girl. One of the parishes he served in was St. Mary’s, Euxton, England from which source his 
biography has been acquired. 


Fr. Francis Joseph Soden , descended in a direct line from Francis and Amy Soden of Rowington, 
Warwickshire, the same line as that of Kenneth Gould, whose grandmother was Alice Soden, the subject 
of Ken’s novel, ‘ Time and Time Again’ published in 2009. 


Francis Soden, the teacher in Templevanny, Co. Sligo was born in Rowington, Warwickshire, in 
1802, the son of Francis and Amy Soden. Fr. Francis Joseph Soden, was born in Templevanny, Co. Sligo 
, the son of Francis Soden, national school teacher in the parish of Toomour. He was born in 1842 and 
died in England in 1906. 

He was educated in his parish and then entered All Hallows Seminary in Drumcondra, Dublin 
where he was ordained a Roman Catholic priest for the English mission on 24th June, 1865. 


He served in the 1860s in the Preston area, by 1870 he was serving at St. Patrick’s Liverpool and 
had moved to Wigan by 1875. In 1878 he became the priest-in-charge at Sacred Heart, Chorley and 
remained there till 1893 when he moved to Euxton. In 1896 moved to Mawdesley, Wigan and Southport 
till he was appointed priest-in-charge of St. Joseph’s Mission, Withnell in September, 1904. His health 
had greatly deteriorated and he died on 24th June, 1906 at the age of 64, the 41st anniversary of his 
ordination. He is buried in the graveyard at St. Chad’s Whittle on 27th June, 1906.

George Soden, 1915 - 1980 

With the mention of the name' Soden' often the reaction is a question, 'Are you related to 
Thomas Soden of Grange? Or Peter Soden of Cavan or Dr. Michael Soden of Tullamore? to Gerard 
Soden of the Cavan GAA? or to the Sodens of Dunlaoire? or George Soden of Sligo and Dublin? 


The last mentioned George Soden by all accounts of friend and family seems to have been an 
extraordinary person. It can safely be said that you'll not hear a bad word uttered about him. In fact, 
quite the opposite. For in all he did as soon as he arrived in Sligo Town in 1944 he was praised. George 
gave total commitment to obviously his main priorities in life, family, friends, his work and the 
community. 


George was as the phrase goes, a ‘blow in’, not a native of Sligo but rather of Dublin. He was 
born in 1915 in Dublin. He worked for one of the major timber firms in the country, T.C.Martin Timber 
Merchants Dublin and then in 1944 moved to Sligo to join the large timber firm of Hanley Providers , 
later to become known as Hanley Brooks Watson . He would become Managing Director of the company 
in the long run. 


He married in Sligo to Phil Maguire and they had a family of 5 boys,[ Philip, Michael, Solomon, 
Charles and Joseph J] and 4 girls [Gretta, Therese, Ann and Mary] 


The extent of his community engagement is attested to by the numerous activities which he 
became involved in. The list is impressive. 


Golf was a passion in his beloved Club at Rosses Point, he later became Chairman and President 
Elect of the Connacht branch of the Golf Union of Ireland. 


He was a founder member of the Co. Sligo Gun Club and Game Preservation Society; Chairman 
of Sligo's Harbour Board , vice chairman in 1977, chairman in 1978;a member of the Sligo Chamber of 
Commerce for 34 years and its President from 1974-77.

CAVAN / PART 1/ 1766 - 1793 
INTRODUCTION :CAVAN 


Killinkere & Lurgan 


Members of different Soden families have been in County Cavan since 1766 

when the name first appears in the parish of Killinkere ,near Virginia town 

of the marriage of David Soden with Mary Kellett. This was the first of several 
marriages between these 2 families in the 18th and 19th centuries ,both 

residing in the townlands of Adanagh and Envigaroge. The Envigaroge 

Soden family include names like David, Charles,James, Thomas ,all of the Protestant 
persuasion and either farmers or business people with substantial property 
interests in Killinkere and Cootehill..Here we see that CHARLES SODEN married 
Mary Kellett,both of Envigaroge (Envigary). This CHARLES is the direct ancestor of 
Terence Soden,Hampshire. 


It is difficult to say with certainty whether Edmond Soden,drapier of Cootehill 
is related to the Envigary Sodens or to the Leitrim/Sligo branch. As can be seen 
from the Grove notes,he imported brandy from L'Orient,France via Hull, Yorkshire 


and Mullaghmore, Sligo to Cootehill ,while Edmond Sodens can be found in both 

Sligo and Mohill,Leitrim around this period too. Indeed the landlord ,Hugh Crofton, 

had also interests in Yorkshire as well as in Sligo. 

In the records for this period, it is hard to establish from which line the Cavan Sodens 

of Beaghey and Killinkere derived.As far as | can see at this point in my researches, 

the Cavan branches could well have 2 sources, 

(1) the descendants of James Honoria and brother,Charles leading directly to Sligo. 
The Killinkere Protestant branch deriving from Charles to James of 1800 Envigary 
retaining the first names where possible of Charles Henry and 

(2) the Beaghey Catholic branch deriving from James/Honoria and linked to the Drung 
branch of Patrick giving rise to the families of Patrick, Thomas, Bartle, John/Eoin and James 
Sodens in the 1821 Cavan Census. The first Bartholomew is in the Athlone 

branch of 1802, which later emigrated to New South Wales,Australia. A number of their 
descendants are drawn out at the end of this work. 


Spinning Wheel Lists 

The Spinning Wheel Lists of 1792 show the presence of another Soden family in neighbouring 
Drung,PATRICK,and indeed his son and daughter,PAT and HONORA,may well be recorded in the 1821 
Census for Drung & Larah. However, the most exciting find was the existence of the 1821 Census for 
Beaghey and that area. Here we see the direct ancestor of our branch with JAMES SHODEN and his 
family of 6 and his son, PETER SODEN, and his family of 4. There are also 6 other Soden families in 
Pottlesoden, 1 in Drung and another in Lattaghlohan. By 1901 more families appear in different 
townlands like Knocknanoark, Aghadreenagh, Stradone, etc,.. but they seem to be less numerous. We 
see our family again in 1901, where the mother, CATHERINE, is still alive with 4 boys and 3 girls. The 
fourth boy, PETER, my grandfather, is working at this time in Fay's Drapery in Cavan town, and listed as 
PETER SODDEN. PETER SODDEN'S father was dead by 1901 and his mother and some of his family are 
recorded still in Beaghey in 1911, she under the name of KATE and 73 years of age. The 1901 and 1911 
censuses give us very good indications to the presence of Sodens in these areas. 
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Pottlesoden Co. Cavan today 


Pottlesoden 

An interesting development in Denn Parish is the formation of a whole townlan 

with the name Pottlesoden. This comprised (6?)(4)9 acres and in the 1821 census 
consisted of 5 Soden families. A pottle is an ancient Irish land measurement 

of about 69 acres. It is here that | as a boy spent so many wonderful Summers 

with my Soden cousins Peter,his wife ;Mary, and their son Gerard,who still 

reside in this area. This is north of Knockanoark,Stradone where Eugene Soden 

and his family live and south of Cavan and Killygarry,where my grandparents,Peter and 
Christina , and my aunts ,Josie,Ina and Mary are buried.

The other branches of the family lived south of Cavan town in the parishes 

of Denn, Crosserlough and Lavey ,where many still live today, principally 

engaged in tillage farming and business. The oldest recorded members of 

these Sodens are my gt-gt-gt-gt- grandfather James Shoden of Behy ,Lavey 

b. c. 1761 and his brother, Eoin Soden,in the neighbouring townland of 
Lattaghlohan, Lavey. It is from James's son ,Peter,that our branch and the present 
branches in Knockanoark ,Pottle and some parts of Dublin descend 

and it is from Pat Soden ,his brother,that the Kansas City Sodens in Missourri 
descend , indeed, also the Jack Soden associated with legal cases of Priscilla Presley. 


The Lavey Sodens have played a prominent part in Cavan social and political life 

this century with fine participation in both areas by many Sodens amongst whom would be my 
grandfather,Peter, and his brother, Patrick of Knockanoark , the recently deceased Peter Soden 
of Pottle , Gerard , his son and Eugene Soden of Knockanoark. The sources attest well to this 
fact. 


The precise connection between the Sligo/Leitrim/Cavan branches has still to be 

confirmed though the links by name and landlord point strongly to interchurch marriages with 
the resultant change of religion ,often as not to Roman Catholicism, and thus the drastic 
diminution in wealth , a fact well proven by the census of 1821 . The Catholic branch can be 
seen to have only the minimal acreage to survive on, 

reflecting the harsh religious, political division in Ireland at this time. 

Yet from this humble background came my grandfather, Peter, 

born of poor tenant farmer parents,he served his time to the drapery business in Fays 

of Cavan,then Schneiders/Snyders of London,returning to Arnotts of Dublin and 

finally taking over Fays shop in Cavan town until 1946, where he developed a thriving 
drapery business. This success must be judged by the political,religious and social 
background in Ireland in the first half of this century and only then will it be realised 

what a great achievement this was. 

There are today Soden families in the same parishes of Lavey and Denn in the 

townlands of Pottle and Knockanoark with many of their grandchildren like myself 

now living and working in Dublin,Britain and many other parts of the world.

Some of these children stayed on the land ,others ,particularly the girls went abroad to America. 
Both Peter and Patrick remained in Cavan ,though Peter travelled to London and Dublin serving his time 
to the drapery business before returning to Cavan town to set up his own drapery business . 

He served his time to Fays Drapery in Pearse Street,Cavan ,going to Arnotts in Dublin and finally 
to Snyders of London. After a number of years with these two prestigious companies he returned to 
Cavan to take over Fays in 1930. 


During this time he became deeply involved in the local social, political and ecclesiastical life of 
the area. He with Patrick was an Urban councillor for a number of years, on the Cavan and Monaghan 
Hospital Boards.a member of the Ancient Order of Hibernians and the Stradone Gaelic Athletic 
Association. 

He was a passionate supporter of Clann na Gaedhal and James Dillon. 

He married Christina Coyle of Abbeyleix,the daughter of a farmer,in the Pro-Cathedral ,Dublin in 
1915. 


(Cavan Cathedral,on which building committee Peter Soden was a member) 

Both Peggy and Josie became nursing sisters in Dublin, Mary was mentally handicapped but 
received a full secondary education from her parents,Christina (Ina) married and lived in England and 
both Seamus and Peter worked as commerical representatives in the Wine/Spirit trade.

JOHN SODEN -MARCH 2, 1896 John Soden, who was born at Knockanork, Parish of Lavey, 
County Cavan, Ireland about 34 years ago, died March 2 at his residence, 1038 Atlantic Avenue, 
Brooklyn, New York. His father was Bartle Soden, who died "a few years ago in his 90th year." John 
Soden came to the United States at the age of 19 and became a licensed engineer. He was a member 
of the Clan-na-Gael, the Ancient Order of Hibernians, the Central Labor Union, and the Association of 
Eccentric Engineers No. 3 of Brooklyn, for which he was master workman for several terms. 

He married Alice Tierney, also of Lavey, "about six years ago" but she died "two years ago." 
John Soden was "an American citizen by adoption" and became interested in politics. In 1892, the 
Brooklyn reform leaders selected him to organize the voters of the Fourteenth Ward. That year, he 
was a delegate to the Syracuse convention. 

John Soden was buried in Calvary Cemetery. "To his sorrow-stricken mother, his brother 
Bartle and sister, Mrs. Reilly of Philadelphia, we tender our sincere condolences." 

Additional Comments: John's 'sorrow-stricken mother' was Ellen Smith, wife of Bartle Soden 
of Knockanork, Co. Cavan, Ireland. They are buried in the St Dympna Lower Lavey churchyard in 
County Cavan, Ireland. Their headstone says that Bartle died March 1893 aged 83 years and that 
Ellen died Sept 1918 aged 86 years. John Soden's brother, Bartle, immigrated in 1888/1889, 
naturalized 23 May 1894. He and wife Mary ___s married abt 1897. They had children Helen, 
Catherine, and Bartholomew, all surnamed Soden. John Soden's sister, "Mrs. Reilly of Philadelphia" 
was Katharine [aka "Kate"] Soden, born Knockanork, Co Cavan, Ireland, in 1867. She was the wife of 
Thomas F. Reilly, a Philadelphia contractor, who was born in Stragelliffe, Co Cavan, Ireland, in 1862. 
They are buried in Holy Cross Cemetery in Yeadon, Pennsylvania. Their headstone indicates that T.F. 
Reilly died 1951 and his wife Katharine died 1954. They had children James Bartholomew, Thomas 
Fintan, Helen M., Catherine, Frances Monica, Rita, Charles Edward, Paul James, and Agnes Elizabeth, 
all surnamed Reilly.

Tina Beck lives in California today with her family and both she and her sister 
recently visited Cavan in 2022 during the Covid pandemic. This story was told to her by her 
grandmother. 


James Soden from Lavey to Los Angeles 

The beginning of the 19th century in Ireland was a tough time to be alive. To be not 
of the state religion was the arch cross to bear. The Sodens of Pottlesoden, Lavey, Co. Cavan 
met this opposition with direct threat. 

James, son of Matthew Soden of Pottlesoden, paid that price. When it was reported he 
was teaching the Catechism to his family, he was threatened with arrest. This would mean 
prison or even transportation to Australia. So that very night , he and his family, left their 
farm and emigrated to the USA eventually settling in Rockaway, New Jersey. Their 
descendants today are Tina Beck of Los Angeles, California and her family. 

Matthew was born in 1810 and is recorded with his family in the extant 1821 Census 
for Pottlesoden, Cavan [Cavan 3/1821, p77]. Matthew’s father was Bartle, born in 1785. 
Matthew married Mary Fitzgerald and emigrated in the late 1850s arriving in New Jersey in 
1860. 


Tina Beck is the great great great granddaughter of Matthew Soden born 1810 in 
Pottlesoden, Cavan as registered in the 1821 National Census for Cavan County. 

There were five Soden families in the townland of Pottlesoden [see attached photo]. 
As the 1821 census indicates there were Soden families in no less than 10 townlands. My 
direct ancestor is James Shoden of the Beaghey, Co. Cavan and I am confident there can be 
established a link between these two families and the ones in Sligo and Longford. 

Tina’s grandmother told her that Matthew trained racehorses for the English nobility, 
which may well have been Lord Farnham or Rev. Moore.

James Soden discusses his family. 

James had 1 brother and 3 sisters who went to America. He was 1 year old when Rose and 
Tom went in 1883. Tom was 20 and Rose 19. Rose returned and went back and married a German 
American, Theodore Fund and they had a family. Tom married a girl called Doherty. 

Susan was 20 in 1898,she married a Larancan from West of Ireland. They had 2 children and 
she was still alive in 1942. 

Mary emigrated at 21 and married but had no family.She went at 15 years of age to America 
according to Larry Pidgeon,a local,in 1882 or 1883 and married John Smith.Henry 
St.,Bailieboro,Cavan.Annie went in 1892 at 20/21 and married Pat Smith, Bailieboro, there. They died 
there. Brigid went in 1905 at 20 and married twice. The second husband was called Greene. James 
did not recall the first husband. All the family went to Chicago. 

Terence was first to go at 20 in 1889 or 1890. Tom,the brother,went in 1898/1899 at 30 
years but came back to a friend's place at Mullinacross,Kingscourt. He sold it after a while and 
returned to America but was killed in the 1914-1918 war. 

James Soden had an uncle,Pat Clarke of Ballynamona,who went to America in 1865 and was 
a sergeant in Pinkerton's Protection Association. He never married .His brother,Tom was in the 
PPA.Terry was foreman in a car - wheel foundry. The eldest sister stayed with her uncle and she got 
his place. The other 2 sisters were engaged in housework.

It is only when one comes to research the occurrence of the Soden name 

in the midland counties of Ireland that we come across the more unusual 

and less common variations of the name. This may be because this chapter 

contains all counties where the name is infrequent ,scattered geographically 

and so | have included every possible variation met as some of these are 

taken from old manuscripts which were not distinctly legible and may well 

at a later date be dismissed as misnomers by someone else with a better knowledge 

of these several branches. 

Clearly Robert Soden of Derry in 1691 may well be related to the Sligo branch 

because of his christian name and the later strong ties of the family with Derry 

Protestant Cathedral (Clotworthy )and the Irish Society (Edmond) there. 

The name Robert is found later in Enniskillen in 1732 and in land deeds from 1811 onwards. 
However it is in the counties of Leitrim , Longford, Roscommon,Westmeath, 

Meath and Dublin that the majority of families seem to have settled. From the 

Leitrim branch of Henry Soden,Mohill descend many of the Canadian Sodens of 

Simcoe county,Ontario when Henry Morris Soden and his brother ,William, 

emigrated there in the 1850's to the town fo Wyebridge. 

Related to these is Caleb Soden the medical doctor of Mohill and his brother, 

John, the pharmacist in the town,also with businesses in Ballinamore,Longford. 

The descendants of Caleb are outlined in the work "Ancestors and Descendants 

of Caleb Soden" compiled by John Voorhis Soden of New York,1914 whose 

descendants are as far afield as Oregon, California and Alabama. 

A collateral branch is found residing in Athlone,Westmeath ,the beautiful boating town 

on the Shannon river in the centre of ireland. This was and ,indeed,still is a military town 

and it is here we find John and Thomas Soden. We know more about Thomas and his family 
as thanks to the wonderfully industrious Mr. Grove the parish registers of St.Peter's ,Athlone 
have been transcribed by him . Thomas married Margaret (probably Purdue) and they had 

4 children, William,Margaret,George, Thomas between the years 1807 and 1814. These grew 
up in the Athlone area and we know that this family emigrated to Australia in 1841 on the 
‘Adam Lodge'where a strong line of his descendants exist to this day. By the most extraordinary 
coincidence it was on the 'Adam Lodge’ that the Martin Soden,of Sligo emigrated to New York 
in 1846 in the second year of the Great Famine. | have never succeeded in tracing the outcome 
of this Martin Soden.

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Chapter 29 


CLOTWORTHY SODEN (1736 -1814) 


This man strikes one as being indeed a controversial character. The name Clotworthy came 
from his maternal grandfather, Clotworthy Gowan, and appears periodically in the family till the 
1900's. He became a protestant clergyman ,the only one as far as | know among the Irish Sodens and 
an avid government supporter in his parishes as detailed by the Rebellion Papers. He had one 
son,Clotworthy ,who died young at 22. 


The unkind remarks of the Duke of Bristol about Clotworthy give some indication of his 
standing among his contemporaries though the Torrens/Soden friction may go back to an earlier 
association between the two families in 1777 as church wardens in St.John's Abbey,Sligo. Clotworthy 
Snr. is buried at Kilcronaghan cemetery in accordance with the demands of his will. Major George 
Wensley Clotworthy Soden is the last person to bear the name

Major G.W.C.Soden was seconded from the 3rd Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers for 
Colonial Employment in July 1899 for a period of 5 years,and was again seconded in July,1904 for a 
further period of five years. He was transferred to the Special Reserve of Officers in September 1908 
and was promoted to the rank of Major in March,1909. 


He died 1929/10/4 and is buried in Deansgrange Cemetery,Dublin, plot F92.

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Obituary 
Dr. Michael Soden, M.A.O., 1915 - 80, Cavan and Tullamore, Co. Offaly 


Dr. Michael Soden, M.A.O. of Tullamore, who has died , was born in Virginia, Co. Cavan, in 
1915. He studied Medicine at University College, Dublin and Qualified M.B.,B.Ch. in 1942. He was 
house physician in the Mater Hospital to Professor Henry Moore , M.D. After his early hospital 
appointments in Dublin, he decided to specialise in Obstetrics and Gynaecology. He was appointed 
Assistant Master at the National Maternity Hospital, Holles Street, Dublin, and worked there from 
1945 to 1948. he then took the M.A.O. degree in University College, Dublin. Subsequently he 
followed his chosen speciality in hospital in England, in Northampton and the South London Hospital 
for Women. 

He returned to Ireland to become the first consultant in Obstetrics and Gynaecology to 
Portiuncula Hospital when it opened in 1950. there he spent eight very happy, satisfying years, 
during which he built up an obstetrics practice which brought patients from all over the Wet of 
Ireland and elsewhere, from all walks of life, to his care. It was at this hospital that he met Peggy, his 
wife, who nursed there. 

Subsequently, he practised for over twenty years as a family doctor in Tullamore. This surely 
was a major change for him in professional commitment to patients and he met the challenge with 
indomitable courage and élan, tinged at times for sure , with deep melancholy. 

METICULOUS 

If ever there evolved then a wise, skilled, shrewd practitioner of the art of General Practice, 
it was Michael Soden. He did , of course, for a while, to some extent, continue at Tullamore his 
practice in obstetrics and gynaecology. He kept meticulous records; he got to know and remember 
his patients in his own indescribable and inimitable way; he got through his work quickly and yet 
found the time to be very kind to the very old and the very sick. 

He was coroner for the Offaly area and for many years a staunch member of the Irish 
Medical Association, being quick with the repartee, a demolisher of the pompous and a staunch 
defender of professional rights. 

Coming, in his own words, from the haunts of Coot and Heron, the pursuit of the pheasant, 
woodcock, the humble pigeon and the deer brought him many hours of happiness and consolation 
and friends all over the country; not to mention the pleasures his boat on the lake gave him. He 
reared his six children, the apples of his eye, in their lovely home where he was always a generous 
host. 


A sweet striker of the golf ball; he contested the Captains Prize finals three times at 
Tullamore golf club. Shortly before his death he sang Kevin Barry at the Tullamore Nurses Hospital 
Dance from the ballroom stage. One readily remembers his singing or whistling to a mixed gathering 
on the stage at Puerto de la Cruz and with grace joining in a Flamenco dance. 

Although outwardly a colourful character, he was a sensitive soul and behind it all was a man 
of sorrow and acquainted with grief. Despite a busy days work he attended daily Mass. 

They sang Danny Boy after the funeral mass, a lament which went hard to many of the large 
congregation. 

The old order has changed. A large character has passed away from among us. One could 
speculate forever as to the many facets of his complex character. There was a little of the Chaucer 
about him, a little of the Falstaff, something of the Hemingway, much of Luke the Physician, and 
more than a dash of Orion the Great Hunter. But what a Virginian this was, who supped so full of life 
even during infirmity! 

He lies in peace near a little river and a wood not a mile from home at the old church in 
Muclagh. 

A child friend sent his family a Mass card adding : He shall not hear the Bittern Cry. As the 
Eriskay love lilt went - Bheir Mi O, Sad am | without thee!

ARMORIAL BEARINGS 

According to Burke's Armory, the Soden families of England and Ireland, bore arms: 

"Gules, aman's head, couped at the neck, argent; 

Crest: a stag, lodged, at gaze, between two laurel branches, proper." 

In the College of Arms, Queen Victoria Street, London, the following armorial bearings are 
recorded as having been granted by letters patent dated October 19, 1865, to Robert Soden, of 
Fowyn, County Merioneth, Wales: 


"Vert, a lion rampant ermine, between, in chief, two plates, and in base, a fleur de lys, 
argent. 

Crest: On a wreath of the colors, two brances of oak, salterwise, proper, in front of a demi- 
tower, also proper, there from issuant a lion, argent, holding a pomeis charged with a fleur de lys, 
argent." 

In Siebmacher's Wappenbuch, the armorial bearings of the Soden family of Bavaria and the 
Upper Palatinate, are described as follows: 

"SODEN - Bav. Han. Wurt. (Taf 16) II-l, Bayrischer Adel: 

"Wappen: Von r. und s. getheilt mit zwei Rosen in verwechselten. 

Farben: Zwei Helme: |, zwei r. und s. getheilte Panier, Il, ein wachsender gekr. # Doppeladler. 

Decken: r. und s. 

Motto: "Nec Temere; Nec Timide". (Neither rashly nor timidly). 

"SODEN - Bayerisches und Pfalzisches. (Taf 432) III-2, Preussicher Adel. 

Schild: Von r. und w. quertheilt mit je eiver Rose in verwockselten Tinkturne. 

Helm: Gekr. 2 unten Spitz zusammengesetzte Fahnlein von r. und w. quergetheilt an g. 
Stangen. 

Decken r. und w." 

ORIGIN OF THE NAME SODEN 

According to the "Patronymica Britannica", by Mark Anthony Lower, the name Soden is 
derived from Sudden, Soudean, Southdean, meaning "Southern Valley". 

In his "Monograph of the Soden Family", Frhr. Julius von Soden, of Stuttgart, Germany, 
writes of the origin and first appearance of the name Soden, as follows: 

"In Germany family names developed gradually in the Middle Ages after the introduction of 
Christianity in Lower Saxony, after the subjugation and conversion of the Saxons through Charles the 
Great and his successors, and were, without doubt, developed first in the cities founded by him and 
his bishops, such as Hildesheim, Luneburg, Goslar, etc. 

"In the early Middle Ages there were in Germany only Christian names, and family names or 
surnames became more common only in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. The manner of 
spelling these names was very arbitrary, and therefore very different. Our name appears in 
numerous parts of Germany, but mostly in Latin documents, especially in the cities of Luneburg, 
Salzwadel, Hildersheim and Hanover during the thirteenth and fourteenth and the following 
centuries, as follows: von Zoide, Zode, Sode, Vamme byme Sode, and occasionally in the manner "de 
Salina", "de Puteo", "Prope", or "Apud Fontem"; also the simple christian name "Johannes", with the 
appendix "Von dem Sode", or "dictus", "prope", "fontem", etc. Sode is Lower Saxon and means 
"well" (puteus fons), which means especially a drawing well, and then again, a salt well (salina). The 
appendage "Von", or as is occasionally used "bei", or the latin "de", "a", or "apud" and "prope", 
proves that it is an indication of origin, or of location rather than nobility. 

"It might be added that the remaining Hanovarian and other families, with when the Soden's 
have been closely related, such as the families of Anderten, Limborg, Bodenwald, Windheim, Bartel, 
von der Hoya, bore no predicate of nobility, although they might have, in the course of time, 
acquired one. 

"Vamme, byme Sode, therefore, means nothing more than a man who possessed a "sod", or 
a "well"; or, in fact, that merely such a well was in front of his house, or on his property, by virtue of 
which, in an age where the mere christian name did not suffice to keep stem with the advance of 
culture, it became necessary to specify one's neighbor more particularly. 

"Such a name was originally, in all probability, only an individual one, but gradually here and 
there it was handed from father to son, and finally became a permanent family name, a process 
which is yet to be found among all primitive people on their way from their natural state to 
civilization." 

The Sowdan's, Sodon's and Soden's of England and Ireland, are doubtless descendants of 
those of the name in Germany, who seem to have originated in and near the town of Mersburg, 


Prussian Saxony, on the left bank of the river Saale, 56 miles SSE of Magdeburg, and it is quite 
probably that the first of the family to settle in England was a soldier in the Army of William |, of 
Normandy, who conquered Harold II at the Battle of Hastings, October, 1066. Owing, however, to 
the absence of any reliable records, as very few were kept at that time, it is difficult to prove this to a 
certainty. 

The writer has searched in every quarter for records of interest to the family, and the first 
positive record found of the name in England, appears in the Deering Roll of Arms, containing a list 
of the Knights who accompanied King Richard I, of England at the Siege of Acre, in 1191. In this list is 
found the name of Stephen Sowdan, who bore arms: "Azure, 3 bendlets, argent". (Ref. "Some Feudal 
Arms", by Joseph Foster). 

The next appearance of the name is in the Rouen Roll of Arms, which contains the names 
and coat armour of the most distinguished persons in the English Army present at the Siege of 
Rouen, with King Henry V, Anno Regni 6, 1418, and in which is found the name of Percyvall Sowdan 
(No. 63), and on folio 43, space 7, his arms are given as follows: 

"Quar. 1 and 4, gules, a man's head couped at the neck and wreathed, argent; 2 and 3, sable, 
three cinquefoils, argent." (Ref. "Notes and Queries, 6th Series, Vol. Il, page 462, and Vol. Ill, page 62 
(1880-1881), by James Greenstreet.) 

In the records of the Parish of St. James, Clerkenwell, London, from 1550 to 1800, many 
references are made to various members of the Soden family. In the record of St. Michaels 
Protestant Episcopal Parish Church, Cornhill, London, the marriage of Edward Soden and Cycle 
Ashtonne is recorded as having taken place on May 25, 1589. It is quite possible that they were the 
parents of Thomas Soden, the founder of the Irish branch of the family, who was born in 1591 and 
was a soldier in the Army of Oliver Cromwell, who landed in Ireland, August 15, 1649 on the sail boat 
"John" from Milford Haven, Wales, August 13, 1649. 

Col. W. Wood-Martin, the Irish historian, writes that Thomas Soden was probably an officer 
in Col. Richard Coote's Regiment of Horse, one of the Cromwellian regiments disbanded in the 
County of Sligo, and that he received for arrears of pay, a grant of the town, townland and castle of 
Grange, County Sligo, (nine miles North of the City of Sligo on the road to Bundoran) April 13, 1668, 
under the "Act of Settlement". (Ref. "Book of Survey and Distribution for Leitrim, Sligo and Tyrawley, 
marked I.C. 1-20) (See, also, "The Irish and Anglo-lrish Landed Gentry", by John O'Hart, published by 
M. H. Gill & Son, 50 Upper Sackville St., Dublin, 1884; also pages 106 and 280 of Vol. Il of the "History 
of Sligo, 1601-1688", by Col. W. Wood-Martin".) 

Col. Wood-Martin also states that the family own an armchair from Auburn. (Immortalized 
by Goldsmith in his "Deserted Village", and supposed to have been the village of Lissoy, in County 
Westmeath, near Lough Rea, six miles North of Athlone, Ireland.) 

In his "History of Sligo Town and County", Vol, |, pages 336 and 337; Vol. Il, page 51, 
Archdeacon O'Rorke, writes: 

"The O'Connor's owned all Ahamplish, including Inismurry (the Island) down to 1641. In 
1663, the whole Parish, except three quarters and three cartrons belonging to Mr. Ridge, son-in-law 
of Sir Roger Jones, and Grange, which had passed some years before into the hands of Andrew 
French, was the inheritance of O'Connor Sligo, though every foot of it was either mortgaged or 
encumbered, the mortgages being the French's the Creans, and the representatives of Sir Francis 
Blundel, and the encumbrances, the Countess of Desmond's, as widow of Sir Donough O'Connor, 
and her daughter, Lady Crass as relict of Sir Donough's brother and heir, Daniel or Donal O'Connor. 
At the Restoration, the whole was granted to the Earl of Strafford, except the town and castle of 
Grange, and about three hundred acres in the neighborhood, which was passed to Thomas Soden. 
Grange was always a place of some importance, as it stood right in the Thoroughfare between 
Donegal and Silso. It was the most populous spot in the district except Bradcullen at the taking of the 
census of 1659. As has been stated, Grange belonged, according to law, to the Abbey of Boyle, down 
to the dissolution of Monasteries, though long before that time the O'Hart's, as assigns of the 
O'Connor's, had got possession of it, and thus obtained for it the name of Grange Muniter Hart. The 


plathrove under the O'Hart's, for we read in the Inquisition of 1604, that a new castle and seven 
cottages were built by Hugh O'Hart in the town of Grange, in O'Connor Sligo country. This was the 
castle referred to in the Survey of 1633, where, in describing Grange, it is said: 'there is an old castle 
built upon it', for there is nothing to show that the place ever had any other castle except that for 
which it was indebted to Hugh O'Hart." 

"The Thomas Soden, who obtained Grange, being a 'persona grata’ to the Usurpers was the 
Titulado of the District under the Commonwealth. Having thus got possession he kept so firm a grip 
of the property that the shock of the Restoration was not able to relax the hold, so that he 
transmitted Grange, as well as the Island of Dernish (dairinis - Oak Island) to his descendants, who as 
thorough-paced Cromwellians, have since occupied a prominent position in the County of Sligo, and 
have had a share of the good things going, some of them being Magistrates, some High Sheriffs, and 
one Thomas Soden, Provost of Sligo for several years. 

"The present representative of the Soden family is Capt. G. M. Eccles, J.P., a young 
gentleman who is favorably spoken of by those who know him best." 

In the Church of Ahamplish Glebe, Moneygold, Sligo, there are several tablets erected to the 
memory of members of the Soden family; and, in writing of these, the wife of the present Rector, 
states: 

"| copied the two old tablets this morning. They were not so difficult as | thought they would 
be. There are funny little squares between each word, which at first makes the thing look difficult to 
read. There is also a queer old silver cup to the good, presented to the Parish by one James Soden. 
There is no date on the cup, but specialists place it about the time of James II, or William III. It is 
thought to have been presented by the James Soden mentioned in the tablet. We have a few church 
records of the Sodens, but not many. The old cup has a very interesting history. It was taken, or 
stolen from the Parish and carried to America, where it was purchased after the great fire in New 
Foundland, by a Major Lloyd, who was a collector of antiques. He saw it in a jeweler's shop. The shop 
was destroyed in the fire, and only a few articles in a safe - the cup was among them - were saved. 
The owner of the cup said he would let the Major have it cheap. In some way the story of the cup 
got into a newspaper which was sent to my husband. After a good deal of trouble he succeeded in 
buying the cup from Major Lloyd, of course, for the Parish." 

The inscriptions on the two tablets set side by side in the wall of the Church of Ahamplish, 
read as follows: 

"Here - lyes - waiting - for - the- Reverrection - of - the Just - the - body - of - Tho. - Soden - of 
- Grange - Esqr. - who - died - third - of - March - 1700 - and - the - 109th - of - his - age." 

"Here - lyes - waiting - for - the Reverrection - of - the - Just - the - body - of - Elezabethe - 
Soden - als. - Steephens - wife - of - James - Soden - of - Grange - Esqr. - who - died - the - sixth - 
March - 1704 - and - the - 58th - of - her- life." 

In addition to those mentioned above, there is also another tablet in the Ahamplish Church, 
reading: 

"Sacred to the memory of James Nicholson Soden, Captain, 24th Regt., born and died in 
Mount Temple in this Parish. He was a brave soldier, a kind husband, an affectionate father, an 
upright Magistrate; also to Alice Henrietta, his babe, and to Mary Rebecca, who died at Bath, in 
perfect peace. Also Thomas Soden, his eldest son, aged 20, lovely and beloved. This monument was 
erected by his widow, Isabella Dodd Lloyd, many years honorary Organist of this church. 

24th Sept., 1867." 

THOMAS SODEN, of Grange, above mentioned, was born in 1591, probably in London, 
England, and died March 3, 1700, at the age of one hundred and nine years. He was appointed High 
Sheriff of Sligo County in 1674; received a grant of the town and castle of Grange, April 13, 1668; his 
will is dated June 22, 1689. There is a tablet erected to his memory in the Church of Ahaplish Glebe, 
Moneygold, Sligo. He married Catherine, and had issue:

As Thomas Soden left no male heirs, and as his daughters married into other families , the 
Soden's of Ireland are really descendants of his brother, Robert Soden, who had a son, James Soden, 
of Derry, County Sligo, who was High Sheriff of the County in 1706. His will is dated January 13, 1720, 
and was proved May 14, 1731. He married Anne Ellis, and had issue:

He married Mary, daughter 
of the Rev. Clohworthy Gowan, and had issue:

CALEB SODEN, son of John Soden, of Mohill, County Leitrim, Ireland, was born at Carrick-on- 
Shannon, County Leitrim, Ireland, a small town on the Shannon River, and the county seat of County 


Leitrim, with a suburb in the County of Roscommon, with which it connects by a bridge, 19 miles 
NNW of Longford. The population in 1906 was about 1,900. He owned and conducted a boot and 
shoe establishment in Carrick-on-Shannon, employing a number of men. He was a staunch 
Orangeman, and harboured in his home the local lodge of "The Loyal Orange Institution", which 
society at the time (1813 to 1828) was suspended in Ireland by Parliament, and the meetings were, 
in consequence, held in secret. This Society was first established in Ulster in 1795, the object of 
which was to oppose Roman Catholicism, and to maintain the union of England and Ireland, and the 
Protestant succession to the Crown. It had a complete organization, and the Grand Lodge held 
meetings twice each year, in May and on November 5. In Ireland, the Society for a long time had no 
influence, but there are numerous Lodges still existing in the United States. July 12, the anniversary 
of the Battle of Boyne, is "Orange Day". 

At the time of the "gold fever" in California, in 1848 and 49, a number of the residents of 
Carrick-on-Shannon, Ireland, decided to embark for the United States to "seek their fortunes in the 
land of plenty". Among these was Mary Jane Soden, third child of Caleb Soden and Rebecca 
Robinson, then a vivacious young lady about twenty years of age, who yearned to see the world and 
investigate to her entire satisfaction and stories of the easily attained wealth in America. She 
persuaded her father to permit her to embark for the United States on a visit to friends who had 
already settled in New Jersey, hence, in the Spring of 1848, she, with her cousins, Nellie Robinson 
and John Weir, embarked at Dublin, on the British sailing vessel "Agnes", Robert Turner Samllman, 
Master, arriving in the port of New York, Wednesday, May 31, 1848, after a perilous journey of 37 
days from Milford, Wales, (a seaport village of Wales, situated on the North side of Milford Haven, 6 
miles ENE of Saint Anne's Head), where the "Agnes" had put in for two weeks for repairs, after 
colliding with a small vessel in St. George's Channel. The "Agnes" carried 250 passengers and freight 
consigned to J. McMurray, New York. On May 3, 1848, off the Western Islands, they spoke the 
British bark, "Brazil", from Cork for Boston, that had lost her foremast and main topmast, but 
wanted no assistance. 

The "New York Herald" of May 31, 1848, had the following article on immigration, which 
would indicate that a great many families of the old world were attracted to America by the stories 
of its wonderful resources spread broadcast by the press and those who had prospered here: 

"The past four days are without a parallel in the number of immigrants that have arrived in 
this port from all parts of the old world; 15 to 20 vessels arrive daily, each averaging 200 passengers. 
Since Friday, up to last night no fewer than 14,500 arrived, mostly in good health and many in 
excellent circumstances. The "Scandinavian", a vessel from Hamburg, brought a number of these 
people, who it is stated were in possession of more than $250,000.00, which was sent for the 
purpose of purchasing land in the western country for those who are yet to embark for America." 

Mary Jane Soden and her cousins, Nellie Robinson and John Weir, carried letters of 
introduction to the Rev. Frederick Pilch, of the Bethel Mission, Newark, New Jersey. On the trip over, 
Capt. Smallman, of the "Agnes", having been captivated by the vivacious Miss Robinson, whom the 
writer has been informed, was a comely young lady of a bright and cheerful disposition; proposed 
marriage and was accepted, hence on arrival of the party in New York, they went direct to Newark, 
NJ, where they called upon the Rev. Pilch, who married Capt. Smallman and Miss Robinson, on June 
1, 1848, as the following record in his marriage register will show: "Married, June 1, 1848, Captain 
Robert Turner Smallman, of Dublin, to Ellen Robinson, of the same place. (signed) Frederick Pilch." 


Mrs. Smallman, nee Robinson, returned to Dublin as soon as the "Agnes" secured her 
Eastbound cargo, and settled in Covert Place, Dublin, in the home of Captain Smallman, who was a 
widower at the time of his second marriage. 

John Weir settled in Philadelphia, and married a Miss Morrow, who was a sister of Margaret 
Morrow, the first wife of William Soden, Sr., sixth child of Caleb Soden. 

On April 7, 1851, Mary Jane Soden married Robert Wakefield, third son of Edward 
Wakefield, of Aughrim, Ireland, who was born in 1827, came to America in 1839, and settled in 


Jersey City, NJ. He moved to Newark, NJ in 1849. (See "History of the Wakefield Family", by Homer 
Wakefield, M.D., of 411 East Washington Street, Bloomington, Illinois.) 

At the instance of Mary Jane Soden, her brother, John Soden, came to America in 1849, 
embarking from the port of Dublin, Ireland, on the British sailing vessel "Enterprise", Captain Lyons, 
entering the port of New York, Tuesday, October 16, 1849, after a journey of thirty-four days. The 
"Enterprise" carried a cargo of iron to J. B. Kitching, and 170 passengers to J. McMurrary, New York, 
the passengers being admitted to the United States on Thursday, October 18, 1849. 

John Soden went direct to Newark, NJ, where he engaged in business. He first settled at 90 
Warren St., and in 1856 moved to 48 Baldwin St.; in 1859 or 1860, he moved to Philadelphia; about 
1865 or 1866 he returned to Newark, and settled at 32 Spruce Street, and in 1869 he moved to 95 
Sherman Ave., where he died, January 12, 1903. On March 6, 1854, he married Anna King, of Mohill, 
Ireland, at Newark, NJ, of which union there were five children, as per detailed sketch herewith. His 
wife, Anna King Soden died October 10, 1901. On October 8, 1857, John Soden obtained his 
certificate of citizenship from the Court of Essex County, Newark, New Jersey. 

William Soden, brother of John Soden, came to America with his sister, Anna Soden, in 1850, 
embarking from the port of Dublin, Ireland, on the sailing vessel, "British Queen", Master, 
Christopher Conway, September 16, 1850, entering the port of New York, Thursday, November 7, 
1850, after a voyage of fifty-two days. The "British Queen" carried coal and 230 passengers to J. B. 
Kitching. On September 17, latitude 44:30, Longitude 49, they spoke the ship "Gallia", Richardson, 
from New York, bound for Havre, France; September 21, latitude 48; longitude 15:40, in a squall, lost 
her fore topmast and most of the sails and rigging attached. 

On arrival, William Soden and his sister, Anna Soden, went to Newark, NJ, to the home of 
their brother, John Soden, at 90 Warren St. Anna Soden remained with the family in Newark until 
her death in 1899. 

A few years after his arrival in America, William Soden moved to Philadelphia, Pa., where he 
met and married Miss Margaret Morrow, a sister of the wife of his cousin, John Weir, in 1854, at the 
age of 20 years. Of this union there were three children, as per detailed sketch herewith. In the Fall 
of 1855, William Soden returned to Newark, NJ, and settled at 112 West Street, where his daughters, 
Anna and Rebecca were born. 


On October 9, 1860, William Soden received his certificate of citizenship from the Court of 
Exxex County, Newark, NJ, of which the writer holds a duplicate, issued by the Clerk of Essex County, 
October 7, 1911, and which reads as follows: 

"At a Court of Common Pleas holden at Newark, in and for the County of Essex, of the term 
of September, in the year of Our Lord, One Thousand, Eight Hundred and Sixty, BE IT REMEMBERED, 
that, on the ninth day of October, in the year of Our Lord, One Thousand, Eight Hundred and Sixty, 
WILLIAM SODEN, an alien, personally appeared in open Court and prayed to be admitted to become 
a citizen of the United States, pursuant to the direction of the several Acts of Congress of the United 
States of America, and the supplements thereto, in such case made and provided; and the said 
applicant having thereupon produced to the Court such evidence, made such declaration and 
renunciation, and taken such oaths as are by said Acts required, IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED BY THE 
COURT, that the said applicant be admitted to all the rights, privileges and immunities of the FREE 
CITIZEN OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.

On August 10, 1863, William Soden volunteered for service in the Civil War, and on August 
17, 1863 was mustered in as a private in Company "F", 33rd NJ Volunteer Regiment, at Camp 
Frelinghuysen, Newark, NJ (Now Fourth Avenue, between Seventh Street and Roseville Avenue), and 
on October 9, 1863, was made Corporal of the same Company. He was mustered out May 12, 1865, 
being discharged at Trenton, New Jersey, on telegraphic instructions from the Adjutant General's 
office, Washington, DC, May 3, 1865. The writer holds a certfied copy of this discharge, issued by the 
Adjutant General of the State of New Jersey, Trenton, NJ, October 17, 1911. 

The Thirty Third New Jersey Volunteer Regiment, in Company "F" of which, William Soden 
was a Corporal, was organized July 11, 1863, with Headquarters at Newark, NJ; was mustered into 
service at Camp Frelinghuysen, Newark, NJ, August 17, 1863, by Joseph P. Ash, First Lieutenant, Fifth 
Cavalry, U.S. Army. It left the State September 8, 1863, embarking on transports lying in the Passaic 
River, en route to Washington, DC, having a full complement of men, Officers 39, Non- 
Commissioned Officers and Privates, 902; total 941. The regiment wore the Souave dress uniform 
and carried Springfield rifles. Soon after arriving at Washington, DC, it crossed into Virginia and 
proceeded to Warrenton, VA, at which place it went into camp and immediately began to fit itself 
for active service. At this point it was assigned to the 11th Army Corps. It remained in this vicinity 
until September 25, 1863, when, in connection with the Corps to which it had been assigned, broke 
camp, having been detached by order of the War Department for service in the West. It then 
became a part of the Army of the Cumberland, and entered upon an active career. It remained in 
this connection until the middle of November, 1864, when it joined the Army of General Sherman on 
his march through Georgia and the Carolinas. At different times during the years 1864 and 1865 the 
strength of the Regiment was increased by the joining from draft rendezvous, Trenton, NJ, of a large 
number of recruits, substitutes and drafted men. The regiment continued its organization and 
remained in active service until the close of the war, and those coming under the provisions of 
General Order No. 77, War Department, A.G.O., Washington, DC, April 28, 1865, were mustered out 
of service near Bladensburg, MD, June 1, 1865, by Reuben H. Wilbur, Major, 102nd Reg. Inf., NY Vol., 
Asst. Commissary of Musters, 2nd Div., 20th Army Corps. The remainder were mustered out of 
service by the same officer near Washington, DC, July 17, 1865, in compliance with Special Order No. 
160, Headquarters, Washington, DC, July 5, 1865. The Regiment was first attached to the 1st 
Brigade, 2nd Division, 20th Army Corps, and at the close of the war was attached to the Provisional 
Corps, Army of the Potomac.

In 1866, William Soden moved to North Carolina and purchased land in Rocky Mount, a 
small town in the Eastern-Central portion of the State, lying equally in Nash and Edgecombe 
Counties, where he remained until about 1878, when he returned to Newark, New Jersey, locating at 
51 Astor Street. 

On April 29, 1879 he married Miss Rachel Ann Van Voorhis, of New York City, and in ;1881 
again returned to Rocky Mount, North Carolina, where he died March 18, 1912. 

John Soden, mentioned above, was the nominal head of his father's business in Carrick-on- 
Shannon, Ireland, and by reason of his absence, and his father's ill health, Caleb Soden decided to 
bring the entire family to America, hence he sold all his possessions in Ireland, and embarked for the 
United States at the age of 56 years, from the port of Liverpool, England, having been unable to 
procure passage direct from Dublin, Ireland, on the British sailing vessel "Parsee", with his wife, 
Rebecca (46 years of age), son Robert (22 years of age), and his daughters Elizabeth (16 years of 
age), Rebecca (14 years of age), Margaret (12 years of age), Sarah (10 years of age), Eleanor (7 years 
of age), and Isabelle II (5 years of age), entering the port of New York, June 1, 1852, after a voyage of 
thirty-eight days. The "Parsee" carried merchandise and 411 passengers to Depperman & Alburtis, 
New York. 

They went direct to Newark, NJ, settling first at 90 Warren Street, near High Street, and later 
moved to 48 Baldwin Street, where Caleb Soden died, August 22, 1855 at the age of 59 years and 16 
days, having been in the United States only 3 years, 2 months and 21 days. 

The family then moved to 24 Crawford Street, and later to 38 Spruce Street, near 
Washington Street, Newark, New Jersey, where Mrs. Caleb Soden, Anna Soden and Isabelle Soden II, 
died.

CALEB SODEN, first child of John Soden, of Mohill, Ireland, was born August 6, 1796 at 
Carrick-on-Shannon, Ireland; died at 48 Baldwin Street, Newark, New Jersey, August 22, 1855, at the 
age of 59 years and 16 days; buried in Grave 3, Plot "G", Section 7, on Rose Path near Anemone 
Path, Fiarmount Cemetery, Newark, NJ. His tombstone is marked "FATHER". On March 2, 1824 he 
married Rebecca Robinson, daughter of James Robinson, an Architect, at Carrick-on-Shannon, 
Ireland, who was born November 18, 1806, and died at 38 Spruce Street, Newark, NJa, October 22, 
1891 at the age of 84 years, 11 months, 4 days. She is buried in Grave 4, Plot "G", Section 7, 
Fairmount Cemetary, Newark, NJ. Her tombstone is marked "MOTHER". 

At the age of 56 years, Caleb Soden came to America on the sailing vessel "Parsee" (Master, 
Akitt) with his wife and their children, Robert, Elizabeth, Rebecca, Margarat, Sarah, Eleanor and 
Isabelle Il, from the port of Liverpool, England, entering the port of New York, June 1, 1852, after a 
voyage of thirty-eight days. 

Caleb Soden and Rebecca Robinson had twelve children:

His son 
presented the Diary of Thomas Soden ,Provost, to James Soden , Toronto in the early 1970s. Isabella 
did a tapestry of the Soden Coat of Arms , now also in Toronto and also played the organ for many 
years in the Protestant Church of Ahamplish. She is buried with other members of the family in 
Moneygold graveyard . There is also a photograph taken of a picture of Grange Castle by her son 
which gives us a good idea of what it looked like. This was done from his memory of the Castle in his 
youth. 

She is recorded in the Griffiths Valuation of 1856 as sole tenant in charge of the Moneygold 
churchyard with another site nearby. 


She built a new home in Moneygold for the princely sum of £480 in 1857. There are quite a 
number of deeds and agreements where both Isabella Dodd Soden, mother , and Isabella Letitia 
Soden, her daughter are mentioned. in the late 19th century. 

She died on the 18th April, 1916 at 91 years of age. Her daughter ,lsabella, settled and died 
in Ballygihnen Avenue, Sandymount , Co. Dublin.

In this work were corroborated many hitherto uncertain details such as that Thomas Soden 
had a brother,Robert, or the existence of the Longford and Athlone family group with his 
transcriptions of the 1821 census for that area which is destroyed. 


Only someone deeply involved in Irish genealogy will really appreciate the importance and 
value of such a find.

1. THOMAS SODEN , 1594-1700 
THOMAS SODEN (1594-1700) 


Thomas Soden was born in the year 1594 in the village of Bourton-on- 
Dunsmore, Warwickshire, 

England,son of Robert Soden ,whose family can trace with certitude 
their origins back to Swalcliffe,Oxfordshire. Thomas and his brother ,Robert,are 
seen first in Sligo ,the part of Ireland which served as residence for the Sodens 
to the present day. 

Robert arrived during the Cromwellian period of 1649, and is first 
mentioned in Youghal as a member of Lt.Colonel Henry Smythicke 's company. 


The first official record of Thomas Soden is as 'titulado’ in Sligo in 1659. 
There he is in charge of the town of Grange on the Sligo/Ballyshannon road 
having been granted this land, formerly the land of Andrew Crean, as payment 
for services in the Cromwellian campaign in Ireland. These Sodens were 
Protestants in belief and Parliamentarians. 


He is seen again in the 1661/2 Act of Settlement and in the Hearth 
Money Rolls of 1665 he and possibly his son ,Thomas, are recorded as owning 
three hearths. Under the Act of Grace of 1668 they get more land in Lislahely, 
Sligo. Records show that a Thomas Soden had houses along with a John Sodon 
also in Sligo town as part of the Strafford Rentals in 1682. 


In the Chester list his companion is named Catherine and they have a 
child,whose name is not given. This child could easily be the 1 year old daughter 


, Jane, of Thomas Soden Junior taken to safety in Chester by her grandparents 
with Thomas Jnr. remaining in Grange,to defend the garrison against the forces 
of the Catholic King James Il. 


This Thomas Senior is remarkable as one of the main records of him is a 
stone plaque in the foyer of the Protestant church of Drumcliffe,Sligo stating 
that he died at 105 years of age in 1700. He is found again in a will abstract of 
1689 ,wherein is mentioned his brother,Robert,as well as in the List of Chester 
Refugees of 1689 just mentioned and most importantly in the Betham Pedigree 
Table of Ms. 469 in the National Library ,Dublin. Betham is the most faithful 
source of corroboration ,having access to all the relevant documentation of the 
time,these being lost in the fire of 1922. All corroborate his advanced age. 
Thomas Soden is buried in Sligo, probably in the cemetery of Moneygold,north 
of Grange where many other members of his family lie. 


According to records his wife is Anne Pretty or Ann Ellis,they had 2 
children,Joane and 

Margery/Margaret but it is from the Robert Soden, his brother that the whole 
Soden line 

in Ireland descends. However, in the Hearth Money Rolls of 1665, one finds 
mention to two Thomas Sodens,Snr. and Jnr. It may well be that Thomas Jnr. is 
either the son of Thomas Snr. or of the elusive Robert. According to the fFolliott 
pedigree prepared at the Genealogical Office with the benefit of a Betham Will 
Abstract, it is claimed that Robert is the main progenitor of the Soden family in 
Ireland. 


2: ROBERT SODEN (1591-1643?) 

ROBERT SODEN (1591-1643??) 

Robert Soden (Sodden) was born in Bourton-on- 
Dunsmore,Warwickshire in 1591, 

the son of ? Soden. He is first recorded in Ireland in the company of 
Lt.Col.Henry Smithwicke 

in 1651 as a private soldier and later mentioned in the Decree of 
Innocents , 

the Claims of Adventurers and the 1689 Will of his brother, Thomas 
Soden. 

According to the pedigree of Rosemary Ffolliott, Robert through his son 
James , 

is the progenitor of the Soden family ,though at this time there is a 
Thomas Soden Junior 

recorded in the Hearth Money Rolls of 1665 for Sligo. On the other 
hand,Ronald Soden 

in his work believes Robert died in Warwickshire in 1643, though he 
says little is known 

about the movements of the Sodens of Bourton at this time as a result 
of the Civil War. 

There is no recorded burial for Robert in Ireland. However in the the 


year 1691, 
Elizabeth Soden is born to Robert and Jeane in Templemore ,Derry City. 
The presence of a 
Robert may well indicate the grandson or grandnephew of Robert 
Senior,especially as 
this name occurs in Enniskillen,Co.Fermanagh later in 1732. 


3. CLOTWORTHY SODEN, 
CLOTWORTHY SODEN (1736 -1814) 


This man strikes one as being indeed a controversial character. The 
name 

Clotworthy came from his maternal grandfather,Clotworthy Gowan, 
and appears periodically 

in the family till the 1900's. He became a protestant clergyman ,the only 
one as far as | know 

among the Irish Sodens and an avid government supporter in his 
parishes as detailed by the 

Rebellion Papers. He had one son,Clotworthy ,who died young at 22. 

The unkind remarks of the duke of Bristol about Clotworthy give some 
indication 

of his standing among his contemporaries though the Torrens/Soden 
friction may go back to 

an earlier association between the two families in 1777 as church 
wardens in St.John's 

Abbey,Sligo. Clotworthy Snr. is buried at Kilcronaghan cemetery in 
accordance with the 

demands of his will. Major George Wensley Clotworthy Soden is the 
last person to bear the name. 


4. THOMAS SODEN ,PROVOST (1745 ? 1818) 

was Provost of Sligo from 1787 ? 1818 and it is from him that we 
have the Diary of the Thomas Soden ,dealing principally with affairs for 
the years 1809/10 , donated to the Sligo Archives, by James Soden ,Toronto, 
Canada and preserved by Gerrard Macklin Eccles ,;whose mother was 
Isabella Letitia Soden. By all accounts ,(see O Rorke , McTernan) Thomas 
Soden is regarded as a hard public official as illustrated by an article in the 
Sligo Champion written some 25 years after his death . 

He is recorded by Wood ? Martin as being a Free Mason in 1792 
and with his brother ,James, was Public Weighmaster for the town and in 
charge of the annual fairs. 

His son was James Nicholson Soden . 


EDWARD/EDMOND SODEN (1680-1757) 
4. 
was in all likelihood the brother of Thomas and Clotworthy Soden 


Surprisingly little factual information is known about his private life but more 
about his public life. 

He was a barrister ,although there is only reference to this but no 
actual proof. The records of King?s Inn, Dublin are destroyed and the other 
Inns have no record of Edward Soden, barrister. 

He is shown in a woodcut (Irish Ancestor , 1972) ;and there it is stated 
in an article by Rosemary Ffolliott that he is a barrister and remark is made 
upon his dress and hairstyle. 

He is also recorded as a sizeable landowner in Sligo, 
Monenean townland in the Wynne rentals. 


5. FRANCIS SODEN, (vivens 1824) 

Templevanny , Co. Sligo 

Francis Soden , a Catholic ,was the first recorded member of the 
Soden family to be a teacher. 

He was recommended by Fr. Richard Fitzmaurice , the priest of Keash 
for training in 1824. He had at this time the appointment for the school in 
Templevanny from Earl Kingston. 

He is mentioned 2 years later as being in charge of the pay school in 
Templevanny ,in the parish of Drumrat with scholars paying 1/3d to 2/9d per 
quarter . The school itself was a house built from lime and stone for between 
£80-£90.

6. JAMES NICHOLSON SODEN (1779-1833) 


James Nicholson Soden was born in 1779 

At 16 years of age he joined Her Majesty?s Service

2"* Appointment,11/7/1800 to the 85" Regiment of Foot as Captain 
without purchase

Sarah Mary, Anne, Matilda Elizabeth, Mary Rebecca, Letitia Isabella , 
Eleanor Rebecca 

Thomas and James. 

He was a magistrate for the county of Sligo with no annual salary and 
was resident in 

Mount Temple,Sligo. 

He died in 1833. 


(PRO , Kew, England./WO) 
qT. ISABELLA LETITIA SODEN (1825-1916) 


was the fourth daughter of James Nicholson Soden and Arabelle 
Nicholson. She was born in Sligo on the 6" October , 1825. She 
married Gerrard Macklin Eccles , a native of Tyrone . His son presented the 
Diary of Thomas Soden ,Provost, to James Soden , Toronto in the early 1970s. 
Isabella did a tapestry of the Soden Coat of Arms , now also in Toronto and 
also played the organ for many years in the Protestant Church of Ahamplish. 
She is buried with other members of the family in Moneygold graveyard . 
There is also a photograph taken of a picture of Grange Castle by her son 
;which gives us a good idea of what it looked like. This was done from his 
memory of the Castle in his youth. 

She is recorded in the Griffith?s Valuation of 1856 as sole tenant in 
charge of the Moneygold churchyard with another site nearby. 

She built a new home in Moneygold for the princely sum of £480 in 
1857. There are quite a number of deeds and agreements where both Isabella 
Dodd Soden, mother , and Isabella Letitia Soden, her daughter are 
mentioned. in the late 19" century. 

She died on the 18" April, 1916 at 91 years of age. Her daughter , 
Isabella, settled and died in Sandymount , Co. Dublin.

The Family of Peter Soden , Behy , Cavan and Glasnevin , Dublin 

(1878 1961) 

Peter Soden was born in 1878 in the townland of Behy,Cavan south of 
Cavan town. His father, 

Peter was a poor tenant farmer on 11 acres of land married to 
Catherine Magee (McGhee) . They had 7 children,4 
boys,Owen,Patrick,Bernhard,Peter and 3 girls,Katie , Alice and Bridget. 


Some of these children stayed on the land ,others ,particularly the 
girls went abroad to America Both Peter and Patrick remained in Cavan 
jthough Peter travelled to London and Dublin serving his time to the drapery 
business before returning to Cavan town to set up his own drapery business . 

He served his time to Fays Drapery in Pearse Street,Cavan , going to 
Arnotts in Dublin and finally to Snyders of London. After a number of years 


with these two prestigious companies he returned to Cavan to take over Fays 
in 1930. 

During this time he became deeply involved in the local social, 
political and ecclesiastical life of the area. He with Patrick was an urban 
councillor for a number of years,on the Cavan and Monaghan Hospital 
Boards.a member of the Ancient Order of Hibernians and the Stradone Gaelic 
Athletic Association. He was a passionate supporter of Clann na Gaedhal and 
James Dillon. 

He married Christina Coyle of Abbeyleix, a farmer?s daughter , in the 
Pro-Cathedral ,Dublin in 1915. 

Both Peggy and Josie became nursing sisters in Dublin, Mary was 
mentally handicapped but received a full secondary education from her 
parents, Christina (Ina) married and lived in England and both Seamus and 
Peter worked as commerical representatives in the Wine/Spirit trade. 

Peter Soden died in St. Mary?s Hospital,Dublin in 1961 at the age of 
83. Christina ,his wife,smy grandmother survived him by 6 years. Both 
Grandparents had a charm and attraction which earned love and respect from 
all their children and the grandchildren always recognising the great 
achievement that was theirs .

This family,of which | have found no trace prior to the transactions under the 
Acts of Settlement and Explanation , has since multiplied considerably. 

Thomas Soden thus obtained the lands of Lislakely in Co.Sligo at that time and 
immediately afterwards acquired the nearby Grange property from the grantee 
Thomas Park. Soden of Grange appears as a "titulado"in the 1659 - 60 "census" and 
James Soden of Grange was one of the Protestant gentlemen attainted under James II. 
Testamentary records fro Co.Sligo from 1699 show Thai persons of the name were 
extensive property owners in Co.Sligo up to the middle of the 18th century , after 
which they seem to have become less prosperous though more numerous. By 
1864,when general registration of births came into force,they were still found in 
Co.Sligo but were mainly located in or near Co.Cavan. In some places e.g. Kells,the 
name has been curiously equated with Saurin* which is a Huguenot name,originally 
Norman de Sauvergne. Reaney and Weekley agree that Soden is derived from 
Soudan,a corruption of Sultan,and is thus a surname of the nickname class.

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NOTE ON THE COAT OF ARMS ASSOCIATED 

WITH SODENS OF SLIGO (IRELAND) 


The first time | came across this coat of arms was when | visited 

the graveyard at Moneygold,Sligo where | discovered it on the newly- 
renovated grave of the Eccles family,which is the last family name 
associated with the Sodens in that area.Although the church is 

only a shell the Soden grave was the best preserved grave in the 
whole graveyard. 

| later received a photograph of the crest from James Soden,Vermont , 
which had been embroidered by Isabella Letitia Soden and given to 
her son.In March,1996 | received a professional opinion on this crest 
from Mr.Gerard Crotty,Co.Cork,an expert on Heraldry.These are some of 
his remarks:- 

oh You ask about the meaning and possible origin of the arms and 
crest. Very often, it is not possible to speculate about the reasons 

for choosing particular devices. In this case, however,one is 

tempted to guess,on the basis of the motto,'PALESTINE' and the 
scimitar in the crest,that the three mens' heads are meant to be 
saracens' heads. If this were correct it would suggest that the 

whole compostion alludes to the crusades. Many families have 
charges in their arms which are explained as referring to crusading 
ancestors. In a minority of cases there is a factual basis for this 

but many such stories are purely apocryphal. The arms in your 
photograph do not appear to be found anywhere in the medieval rolls 
of arms - as far as | have been able to discover - and the coat may 
therefore be of relatively late origin. 

Burke's 'General Armory' gives a red shield with a man's head,couped 
at the neck as the arms of SODEN or SODEY, but gives no indication 

as to where this family was settled. The corresponding crest is 'a 

stag lodged at gaze between two laurel branches proper.'

Another SODEN coat from Kent is a simple blue shield with three 
silver bendlets. This is also from the General Armory.

Of course,there is nothing unusual in finding different arms - or 
similar arms with different crests - borne by different families of 
the same name. Arms descend only to the legitimate male line 
descendants of the original grantee. In the case of more common 
surnames,one finds numerous different coats of arms. This shows the 
absurdity of the 'arms of your name' industry. Faced as we are with 
three different SODEN crests - 

a. Three heads; 

b. A single head 

c. Three bendlets 


It is entirely a matter of conjecture whether they were borne by 
related or unrelated families. It is even possible that (c) was an 
earlier coat discarded later in favour of one of the others.In the 
absence of further information one can only speculate. 

The Irish Sodens (Notes from a letter by Eccles,...) 


Crest:- in Fox-Davis' Book of Crests is given as the same as the 
English one. However , the crest and arms on the grave in 
Moneygold , Sligo is substantially different from that of the 
English one . And, of course , the German crest bears no relation 
to either the Irish or English one , there being two for the 
Northern and Southern German branches.Heraldry is treated 
under the chapter of that heading. 


THE HERALDIC ARMS OF THE SODENS IN ENGLAND. 

In the beginning armorial bearings were devices painted on the 
shields of military knights in armour as a personal mark of 
identification,whether in battle or at tournaments,and they were 
probably first used in England between 1135 and 1154. In the 13th 
century,instead of being confined to use by knights,they became the 
hereditary propertt of their male descendants,and therefore a symbol 
of their user's social status.The hereditary principle led to 
duplication,which necessitated regulation,at first by heralds who 
made the first grants of arms in 1389,and by the College of Arms in 
London from 1483,from which time they have kept a register of the 
arms they have granted and those whose use was already approved. 
Today no one can genuinely claim to possess arms unless they are 
able to prove direct male-line descent from an ancestor who is 
recorded by the College as being entitled to arms,or a new grant of 
arms has been made to them. 

The use of officially approved arms is today regarded by some as a 
mark of snobbishness,but armorial bearings are a very helpful 
means of establishing a family's descent and of unravelling that 

of families bearing the same name. 

Though the Warwickshire Sodens of the present day make no claim 


to having properly authorised arms,those of the same name did 
possess them from a very early time. 

Burke's General Armory (1884) gives the arms of Stephen Sodan of 
Kent (see Chapter 2) as having been 'Azure,three bends argent',and 
those of another Stephen Sodan as 'Bend of 6 argent and azure’, while 
the arms of Percival Sowdan who accompanied King Edward 1 to 
Scotland and France in 1300 was 'Argent,quarterly engrailed gules’. 
All of these different arms are said by the College of Arms to be 

of very early medieval date,as indicated by their appearance in the 
Roll of Arms,but the College has been unable to trace any family 
using them in their early records or the herald's visitations. 

Both Burke,and Papworth's Ordinary of British Armorials,show other 
arms for the Sodens of both England and Ireland: 

"Gules,a man's head couped at the neck argent',with a crest showing 
a stag,lodged at gaze,between two laurel branches proper’. 

These arms and the crest have been used by the Warwickshire Sodens 
at least for the past hundred years, but their origin and 

authorisation cannnot be traced. The use of the saracen's 
head,however,would seem to indicate its first use by one of the 
Crusaders.

THE SODEN COAT OF ARMS IN GERMANY 

The Soden coat of arms consists of one shield,which is divided 

into two equal fields,of which the upper red field contains a 
four-leaved white rose,and the lower white field contains a 

similar red rose. 

Up to the 16th century the field was divided on the bias,the 

roses upon the shield being five-leaved.The oldest coat of arms 
which has come down to us with the diagonally divided field,was 
attached about the 15th century,to a house in Hanover belonging 

to Merten von Zoide. Later on it was fastened to the present 

Leibniz house. Another coat of arms was found in the so-called 
Soden Kloster in Hanover,but has disappeared since this building 
was razed in 1887.The shield contained in the Saint Annes or 

Soden Chapel,shared the same fate,and was destroyed with the 
building. In later times,i.e., about the end of the 18th 

century,we find a shield which had been attached to the portals 

of the Wurzburgsstrasse Theatre. About this time this theatre was 
under the management of COUNT JULIUS VON SODEN,who among 
others,had his own plays produced on that stage.

The Sodens and the Rustebergs have in the common arms a 
double-armed Handlejug, the von Sothen family (a later patrician 


family in Duderstadt) on the other hand has a mussel,we two roses 
in our arms. 

This is however no counterproof of our close relationship, because 

at this time of heraldry family coats of arms had little standard so 
branches of families chose their own special signs,according to 
origin,possession and taste. The town arms of Allendorf in den Soden 
shows a flag and has the colours white and red - these are also the 
provincial colours of Hesse. Now we have ,and not just by chance, 
the same Arms colours. In these colours ,above white (silver), 

below red,Dietrich von Sode (Nr. 7d Family tree) had these brought 
to the choir window of the Aegidienchurch in Hannover. 

As helmet decoration also two small flags and our two roses could 
perhaps even be an indication of the home double town Sooden-Allendorf, 
right and left of the Werra.

(1) Soden Kloster 

We find in Hannover, the ?Soden Kloster ? , still today functioning as it was intended , 
that is , as an old people?s home. 

This was founded in the year 15?? By the generous bequest of Mauritius von Sode , 
wealthy burgher of the city of Hildesheim and of the Hannoverian family . Mauritius had this 
built for members of the Soden family and anyone else of advanced age , to cater for 9 men and 
9 women. This fine red sandstone building has survived the countless wars of German history 
since the mid 16" century. 


(2) Soden Strasse, North of the Post office 

Soden Strasse has been named after the von Soden family of Hannover ,whose 
connections go back to 1332.

(4) Soden Strasse , 
Bamberg , Bavaria , Germany 


This was named after Friedrich H. von Soden , baron , 
eccentric landlord ,theatre director and economist . 


He was a writer born on the 4" December,1754 in Ansbach and he died on the 30" 
July,1831 in Nurnberg. He was a Lawyer and Government Advisor He studied Law in 
Erlangen,Jena and Altdorf. He became a Brandenburg Government Adviser and Margrave and 
transferred then to Prussia in 1792 into the Prussian service whenClose Ansbach came under 
their control. He retired into private life in 1796. 

Theatre Director and Writer 

He lived on his estate in Sassenfarth near Bamberg and he managed , between the years 
1802 and 1810 , the Bamberg Theatre and , from 1804 , the Wurzburg Theatre. 

He moved in 1811 to Erlangen and in 1813 to Nurnberg. 

He became known as a writer of short stories,such pieces 

as Franz von Sickingen,written in 1808 and a considerable 
collection of dramatic works from among which we give the 
better known ones;Inez de Castro,written in 1784; 

Ann Bolyn,written in 1784;Dr.Faustus written in 

1797 and Virginia,written in 1805. Soden was translator as 
well of the works of Cervantes and Lopedevega as well as 
being a translator of economic and state matters. The most 
important of all his works is 

entitled the ?National Economy? written between the years 1805 and 1824 in Aarau,in 9 
volumes,and with this work he truly developed the science of national economics. 

The present Soden Strasse in Bamberg near the Staatarchiv is called after him.

Cambridge,Massachussetts 

One of the earliest Sodens was in Cambridge , Massachussetts , Thomas Soden , a 
farmer after whom is named a street south of Central Square . He was there in the early 1700?s. 
Soden Street was named after Thomas Soden the owner of The Soden Farm. This farm was 
bounded northerly on main Street and easterly on Pleasant Street and a large tract , bounded 
northerly on Main Street and westerly on Putnam Avenue.

is now better known as a leisure park but got its name from the flour mill owned by 
William T. Soden , 

whose sister Margaret died in New York in 1861 .

their grain and wait in the Grove in queues. It was just outside Emporia ,Kansas , where 
there is today also 

a Soden Road and a Soden Dam.

As a young boy Nigel went to the races with his grandfather and experienced the hustle and 
bustle of race ? going and often heard his grandfather making a bet on a horse by phone inthe 
coded language of the day, ?Hello, this is Smokey Two speaking?. 

Leonard was interviewed by the Oxford Mail in the late 1960s where he recalls his 
involvement in the racing, as well as the horse slaughtering, postal and chimney sweep business.

College Cranwell on appointment to commission in the Royal Air Force on 19" December,1936. 
On that day he was posted to No. 56 (Fighter) Squadron based at RAF North Weald in Essex. 
Involved in six sucessful enemy engagements in the 48 hours,late on 18'" May,1940 he failed to 
return from his fifth sortie of the day ,his Hurricane being reported shot down a few miles from 
Vitry. This at a time when the allied Forces were retreating to Dunkirk. 

On the outbreak of war,the squadron was engaged in defensive patrols until required to 
provide cover for the retreating forces at Dunkirk,in May,1940 when the officer was killed in 
action on the 18" of that month. 

He was posthumously appointed a Companion to the Distinguished Service Order,a rare 
reward to such a young officer and mentioned in Despatches in the London Gazette of 1 
January,1941.

This officers flight was ordered to France at short notice,and during the following two 
days he acted as leader in many combats against the enemy. He personally shot down five 
enemy aircraft,and possibly two more,whilst his flight destroyed a further seven. On one 


occasion he attacked,single-handedly, between fifty and sixty enemy fighters, destroying one of 
them. One evening in May, 1940, whilst the aerodrome was being heavily bombed, Flight 
Lieutenant Soden jumped from a shelter trench, climbed into the nearest fighter aircraft and, 
without knowing whether it was fully fuelled or armed, took off from the aerodrome which was 
covered in smoke. Many delayed action bombs were present. 

He thus left comparative safety to make a lone attack on a greatly superior force. This 
officer has displayed great personal dash and courage,and his personal influence has made his 
flight into a determined fighting unit.

He then 
transferred to the Middle East flying Tomahawks. 

It was during the return trip to England from Aden via Capetown that the troopship on 
which he was travelling was torpedoed by a submarine U156. The troopship on which he was 
travelling was the LACONIA (CUNARD WHITE STAR LINE) and was sunk in mid Atlantic 
on the 12" of September,1942 by U-Boat 156 . When Captain Hartenstein of U156 realised 
there were Italian prisoners aboard the Laconia ,he immediately rescued as many as possible 
and called other boats to the rescue. 

However,on the way home they were attacked by a American B-24 .The U-boats dived 
the survivors were picked up later by French vessels but this action by the Allies led to the 
Laconia Befehl of Donitz for his Uboats to cease rescuing crews of sunken ships . John 
Flewelling Soden is buried in the Military Cemetery in 

Alamein,Egypt and commemorated on Column 247.

He was born in Canada , educated at Woodbridge School , Suffolk and St.Johns 
College, Cambridge. 

He worked at Winchcombe Hospital , had a brother ,Group Captain Ormond Soden, 
DFC, a sister,Kathleen , an adopted daughter , Mrs.Cawood and lost 3 sons in World War 2. 


One of the many rewards one gets from the study of famly history is the chance to come 
upon the contribution and self-sacrifice of such a family as this,the Sodens of 
Wincombe,Oxfordshire. The selfless and generous effort made by them in their different roles 
during this very trying period in British history is exemplary and a source of considerable pride 
to those who bear the name. 


Dr.Wilfred Scovil Soden was born in Canada , came to England with his family,where 
he was educated He joined the Army Medical Corp and fought with distinction in the First 
World War. His medical career was distinguished by his work for the Wincombe hospital till his 
death in 1942 . This occasion was marked by all accounts with genuine grief at the loss of such a 
dedicated person,while remembering the great sacrifice made already by his 3 sons in the then 
raging Second World War. 

All three sons were lost in World War Two in various arenas, Ian Scovil Soden,DSO in 
France, John fFlewelling Soden ,on the ?Laconia? and Frank Graham Soden in Burma. There 
are short biographies to each in their respective sections. 

Their mother wa Martha Maud Graham Soden and served in the WAAF.They had one 
adopted sister,Mrs. Cawood. 

All 3 names are remembered on the monument in Wincombe,Gloucestershire

Another interesting Soden story is that of James Soden, born in Ireland in 1860, probably in 
Mohill area and his life and successful business career in Albury, NSW , Australia. 

Albury lies between Sydney and Melboure in Eastern Australia. When and how James got 
there is not known but he did serve his time there as the phrase goes and worked his way up 
through all facets of the hotel hospitality business. It seems this was in his blood and so no one was 
surprised when he purchased the 'Old Building’ as it was known, renovated it increasing the number 
of rooms from 15 to 60. At the beginning of the 20th century the hotel was ideally placed for those 
aficionados of horse racing to visit the Melbourne Cup . James Soden added on fine stables to cater 
for the high quality race horses that would be kept there as they passed through the area to the 
races. 

The biggest names in Australian Horse Racing both horses, owners, trainers and jockeys 
stayed at Sodens during these year. The horses stabled there were Melbourne Cup Winers such as

1912 Piastre 

1925 Windbag 

1928 Statesman 

1930 Pharlap

The hotel was also very popular with commercial travellers, shopkeepers and business 
people who came to inspect goods and place their orders. By all accounts James Soden ran ‘a tight 
shop', never lowering the price of beer and maintaining a very high service standard. 


James Soden died in 1944 aged 83 years at which point the hotel was put into the hands of 
George Carter who had started with the Sodens in 1907 as an apprentice.He ran it until 1966.He 
retired in 1968 and the hotel is still going strong. The stables are gone though the hotel caters for 
many events locally .

18th May, 1940 — June, 1940 

On this day because of his heroic spontaneous action Flight Lieutenant lan Scovil Soden 
earned the award of the Distinguished Service Order (DSO) from His Majesty the King, George VI. 

Flt.Lt. Soden in the last three days of his life was engaged in numerous attacks on German 
enemy aircraft. He personally shot down 5 enemy aircraft and possibly 2 more, and his flight 
squadron shot down 7. On one occasion when his aerodrome was being attacked he ran to his place, 
boarded it and took off through the smoke and past delayed action bombs into the sky and was 
never seen again. His plane crashed near Arras in NW France. 


IRELAND/ 
FREE MASON SODENS IN IRELAND 


22nd December, 1779 

Ist Free Mason Lodge in Mohill, Co. Leitrim was founded by Henry Soden of Hill Street, 
Mohill but a number of Sodens from the Church of Ireland community belonged at one time or 
another to the Free Mason Movement in several towns. 

The earliest on record was Thomas Soden of Sligo, a grandnephew of the first Thomas Soden 
of Grange, 1594-1705. He was enrolld in Lodge 530 in Sligo on 22nd December, 1779. This Lodge was 
cancelled in 1813. 

James Soden enrolled as a member in Sligo 989, this Lodge closed though in 1835. 

Edmund Soden joined Lodge 854 in Carrick-on-Shannon and in 1889 

John Henry Soden joined Lodge 76 in Longford. 

It was John Soden of Hill Street, Mohill who founded the 1st Free Mason Lodge , Lodge 495, 
in Mohill, this.

USA/ TEXAS 
THE BATTLE OF THE SABINE PASS 8TH SEPTEMBER, 1863 


In his book ‘Times to Remember’ Wayne Salisbury recounts how, William Soden of Oregon, 
was taken prisoner by the Confederacy in Texas during the American Civil , 1861-65. While prisoner 
William had to visit the death bed of a sick relative. Being a member of his local Masonic lodge, he 
approached one of the sentries, whom he suspected of being a Mason, and got his ok to leave for a 
few days and visit his family member. The agreement for his punctual return for a few days had to 
be adhered to. He returned within his time allowance. 


It is interesting to note that he was taken prisoner at the Battle of Sabine Pass, at which the 
Confederates successfully prevented the Union side from getting Texas. The Confederate leader at 
this engagement was Dick Dowling from Tuam in Co. Galway, Ireland. He owned a few pubs in 
Houston and at the outbreak of the Civil War he got command of the Davis Guard which with its 
expert use of artillery sank a number of Union ships and took over 350 prisoners. 


Will Soden was one of them. William married Harriett Louisa Hayes , and set up his own 
carriage making shop at which trade he was qualified. He served as a town clerk from 1888 to 1906 . 
He then resettled in Edgeley , North Dakota at the age of seventy , to be near his two daughters. 
William died on 31st May , 1917 at 79 years of age as the result of a stroke. Harriett, or ‘Hattie’ as 
she was known , died on 25th August , 1917. They were married for 51 years.

Robert Soden, 1591 — 1st Soden mentioned officially on the island of Ireland 
ROBERT SODEN (1591-1643??) 


Robert Soden (Sodden) was born in Bourton-on-Dunsmore,Warwickshire in 1591,the son of 
Robert Soden, born 1556, grandson of Gregory Soden, great-grandson of Thomas Soden. He is first 
recorded in Ireland in the company of Lt.Col.Henry Smithwicke in 1651 as a private soldier and later 
mentioned in the Decree of Innocents ,the Claims of Adventurers and the 1689 Will of his 
brother, Thomas Soden. 

According to the pedigree of Rosemary Ffolliott, Robert through his son ,James ,is the 
progenitor of the Soden family ,though at this time there is a Thomas Soden Junior recorded in the 
Hearth Money Rolls of 1665 for Sligo. On the other hand,Ronald Soden in his work believes Robert 
died in Warwickshire in 1643, though he says little is known about the movements of the Sodens of 
Bourton at this time as a result of the Civil War. 

There is no recorded burial for Robert in Ireland. However in the year 1691,Elizabeth Soden 


is born to Robert and Jeane in Templemore , Derry City. The presence of a Robert may well indicate 
the grandson or grandnephew of Robert Senior, especially as this name occurs in Enniskillen, Co. 
Fermanagh later in 1732.

HITLER, von DONITZ, SODEN and SHARP 


The pain and sufferings Hitler and the Germans brought upon the world in World War Il 
were tragic and inhumane, but with the death of Hitler, Admiral von Donitz was appointed his 
successor. He was considered a safe pair of hands, a Navy man, not a member of the Nazi Party. 
However after surrender at the Nuremberg trial the Allies attempted to indict him for war crimes in 
view of the German Navy’s treatment of prisoners. However this was unsuccessful as the American 
Rear Admiral Nimitz had to admit that the US Navy practised a similar policy in the Pacific. 


The Laconia , Robert Sharp and Flight Lieutenant Soden 

The Laconia Order (Der Lakonien Befehl) was issued by Admiral von Donitz after the prisoner 
of war ship SS Laconia was sunk off the coast of West Africa. The Laconia was under the command of 
Captain Robert Sharp and was bringing 1500 Italian prisoners of war with 300 Polish guards and 25 
aircraft to.a prisoner of war camp. They were torpedoed and sunk by U-156 .. When the German U- 
boat commander surfaced and discovered they were Italian prisoners of war , he proceeded to form 
plans to bring them safely to land. He radioed for assistance and other U-boats from the wolf pack 
Eisbar came to the rescue. There are dramatic pictures showing the prisoners standing on the deck 
of the U-boat as it heads for the West African coast. The U-boat and lifeboats were spotted by an 
American flying fortress and this bomber was ordered to attack the submarine by the American 
Commander Ralph Richardson. The plane attacked, the U-boats dived and the prisoners jumped into 
the sea. Some drowned , others were eaten by the sharks and the rest were picked up by nearby 
ships. One of the pilots of the 25 aircraft was flight Lieutenant Graham flewelling Soden. How he 
died is not known. He was returning to Britain after a campaign in Iraq. The captain of the Laconia 
that day was Robert Sharp, the same man who captained the S.S. Lancastria on 17th June, 1940 at 
Dunkirk. 

After the Laconia incident von Donitz ordered all German Navy units to never rescue 
survivors. This was to be used against him at the Nuremberg Trial. 


The S.S.Lancastria, Robert Sharp and Henry Ernest Soden 

Of the many terrible sea tragedies of the world, the sinking of the S.S.Lancastira is one of the 
most notorious. It occurred two weeks after the Battle of Dunkirk, in Northern France on 17th June, 
1940. Lancastria was evacuating men, women and children from that war-torn area. There is an 
estimate that nearly 5,800 were on board. 1,113 survived. Amongst the lost was one Soden, 
.Pte.Henry Ernest Soden. His body was buried in the military cemetery at Dunkirk. The Captain of the 
Lancastria on that day was Robert Sharp. 1,619 of the 2,732 died.

was born on 14th March,1917 , educated Woodbridge School and graduated from RAF 
College Cranwell on appointment to commission in the Royal Air Force on 

19th December,1936. On that day he was posted to No. 56 (Fighter) Squadron based at RAF 
North Weald in Essex. Involved in six sucessful enemy engagements in the 48 hours,late on 
18th May,1940 he failed to return from his fifth sortie of the day ,his Hurricane being 
reported shot down a few miles from Vitry. This at a time when the allied Forces were 
retreating to Dunkirk. 

On the outbreak of war,the squadron was engaged in defensive patrols until require to 
provide cover for the retreating forces at Dunkirk,in May,1940 when the officer was killed in 
action on the 18th of that month. 

He was posthumously appointed a Companion to the Distinguished Service Order,a rare 
reward to such a young officer and mentioned in Despatches in the London Gazette of 1 
January,1941.

This officers flight was ordered to France at short notice,and during the following two days 
he acted as leader in many combats against the enemy. He personally shot down five enemy 
aircraft, and possibly two more, whilst his flight destroyed a further seven. On one occasion 
he attacked, single-handed,between fifty and sixty enemy fighters,destroying one of them. 
One evening in May,1940,whilst the aerodrome was being heavily bombed, Flight 
Lieutenant Soden jumped from a shelter trench, climbed into the nearest fighter aircraft and 
,without knowing whether it was fully fuelled or armed, took off from the aerodrome 

which was covered in smoke. Many delayed action bombs were present. He thus left 
comparative safety to make a lone attack on a greatly superior force. This officer has 
displayed great personal dash and courage, and his personal influence has made his flight 
into a determined fighting unit.

John flewelling Soden is commemorated on the London Battle of Britain Monument. 

Served with 266 and 603 Squadrons during the Battle of Britain. August 16th, 1940 he force 
landed his Spitfire after being wounded in the leg during combat with Luftwaffe BF109s. He 
shared the destruction of a Heinkel 111 on 11/8/1940, claimed (confirmed) BF109. On 
30/9/1940,claimed (confirmed) BF109,30/9/1940. Wounded 25/10/1940. He then 
transferred to the Middle East flying Tomahawks. 

It was during the return trip to England from Aden via Capetown that the troopship on which 
he was travelling was torpedoed by a submarine U156. The troopship on which he was 


travelling was the LACONIA (CUNARD WHITE STAR LINE) and was sunk in mid Atlantic on the 
12th of September,1942 by U-Boat 156. When Captain Hartenstein of U156 realised there 
were Italian prisoners aboard the Laconia ,he immediately rescued as many as possible and 
called other boats to the rescue. However,on the way home they were attacked by a 
American B-24 .The U-boats dived ,the survivors were picked up later by French vessels but 
this action by the Allies led to the Laconia Befehl of Donitz for his Uboats to 

cease rescuing crews of sunken ships

One of the many rewards one gets from the study of famly history is the chance to come 
upon the contribution and self-sacrifice of such a family as this,the Sodens of 
Winchcombe,Oxfordshire. The selfless and generous effort made by them in their different 
roles during this very trying period in British history is exemplary and a source of 
considerable pride to those who bear the name. 


Dr.Wilfred Scovil Soden was born in Canada , came to England with his family,where he was 
educated. 

He joined the Army Medical Corp and fought with distinction in the First World War. His 
medical career was distinguished by his work for the Wincombe hospital till his death in 
1942 . This occasion was marked by all accounts with genuine grief at the loss of sucha 
dedicated person,while remembering the great sacrifice made already by his 3 sons in the 
then raging Second World War. 


All three sons were lost in World War Two in various arenas, lan Scovil Soden,DSO in France, 
John fFlewelling Soden ,on the Laconia and Frank Graham Soden in Burma. There are short 
biographies 

to each in their respective sections. 

Their mother was Maud Grahame and served in the WAAF.They had one adopted 
sister,Mrs. Cawood. All 3 names are remembered on the monument in Winchcombe, 
Oxfordshire, England

FRANCIS SODEN ,(2nd January, 1802 - vivens 1824)

Francis Soden , a Catholic ,was the first recorded member of the Soden family to be a 
teacher. 

He was recommended by Fr. Richard Fitzmaurice , the priest of Keash for training in 1824. 
He had at this time the appointment for the school in Templevanny from Earl Kingston. 
He is mentioned 2 years later as being in charge of the pay school in Templevanny ,in the 
parish of Drumrat with scholars paying 1/3d to 2/9d per quarter . The school itself was a 
house built from lime and stone for between £80-£90.

Francis Soden, the teacher mentioned above, was the great-great-grandfather of Mary 
Soden McNerney, now a resident in Leixlip, Co.Kildare on the banks of the River Liffey near 
Dublin and the Sodens of Templevanny, Co. Sligo , some of whom attended the Soden 
Reunion in 2000. 

Francis Soden was born in Reading, England and employed as a teacher in the schoolhouse 
at Templevanny, now a ruin. He died Mary believes in 1867. This means the Sodens of 
Templevanny would have experienced the full blow of the Great Famine and the 1867 
Fenian Insurrection. 


The Sodens of Coventry 


Henry Soden (1806 — 1888), ribbon manufacturer, Mayor of Coventry and philanthropist. 
‘The Mayor of Coventry never trots’. 


The full story of the Warwickshire and in particular the Soden families of Coventry is 
thoroughly researched by Ronald Soden of Arbewyswyth, Wales d. 1998 in the book ‘The 
Sodens of Coventry : A Warwickshire Family through Six Centuries’ 

There are a number of truly interesting stories related by Ronald of events in which Soden 
members were involved. This is a summary of one related to Henry Soden of Coventry. 


In 1832 Henry married Mary Ann Proof of Corley Hall, north of Coventry.her farm featured in 
‘Adam Bede’ , one fo the novels of George Eliot referred to as Poysers Farm. Henry lived at 
Much Park Street in Coventry. He then moved to Nr. 5. The Quadrant, Coventry , next door 
to his brother Thomas. 


Henry was ribbon manufacturer or ‘silkman’ and worked in partnership with two others as 
Soden, Slater and Green based at 18 Much Park Street. He was deeply involved in public 
affairs and was Mayor of Coventry twice, in 1859 and in 1873. He was a trustee of charities 


and was a shareholder in the Coventry Corn Exchange. He retired from business in 1861 and 
both he and Mary Anwin were childless. He was very generous in his will to his family, 
friends and local of the city. Both he and Mary Ann died in 1888. 


Henry is remembered for his remark, when as Mayor he was accompanying the Prince and 
Princess of Wales on a visit to the city, the Prince requested the procession to hurry up, to 
which Henry replied, ‘The Mayor of Coventry never trots’.

Cavan Cathedral [The Cathedral of St. Patrick and St. Phelim] 


Building started on this project in 1938 and was completed in 1942. It was dedicated in 
1947. Two members of the building committee were Peter Soden of Main Street, Cavan and Rev. 
Msgr. Patrick Soden in the Diocese of Kilmore. 

Construction costs were considerable at the time, over £209,000. 

The Cathedral is impressive, large, spacious, majestic with numerous side altars, in the pre- 
Vatican Il orthodox, neo —classical style, a building of proud generous proportions, worthy of a house 
of prayer for its time. Actually in this original site was the church where the famous sheriff, Jim 
Brady, , who was killed by Billy the Kid, was baptised.

Two Brave Germans 


With the German family of the same name Soden and von Soden no definite early link can 
be established with the English or Irish families. Certainly there are links for later in time in the late 
18th century in England and in the 19th century in the USA. Several members of the German families 
have distinguished themselves in a number of areas, politics, economics, the church and academia. 

| believe two in particular are worthy of mention for their bravery and self-sacrifice. 


Hans Freiherr von Soden, a German Lutheran Theologian [1881 — 1945] and the Roman 
Catholic priest, Fr. Carl Oskar Soden [1898 — 1943] 

In the midst of all the hatred , bloodshed and violence of the pre-war years, one fine 
moment in this story was the meeting of the Brown Synod in Berlin in 1938. Dachau concentration 
camp had been open five years by then for opponents of the Nazi regime. Both Protestant and 
Catholic clergy were housed together for hard labour and death in Baracke 44. They prayed 
together. The theologians Dietrich Bonhoeffer and Pastor Niemoller and others from the newly 
formed Confessional Church bravely objected to the use of the Aryan paragraph in the 1933 
Constitution of the Lutheran Church. Amongst these others was HANS FREIHERR VON SODEN. 

He was born in Dresden on the 4th November,1881. 

And Died in Marburg on the 2nd October,1945, 

was a German Lutheran Theologian, 

the son of HERMAN FREIHERR VON SODEN, 

a pupil of von Harnacks, 

Professor of Church History in Breslau and for 

Church History and New Testament,Dogma and Old Christian Art in 

Marburg. 

He was founder and head of the Confessional Church in Kurhessen 

and he was the compiler of the documentation against the use of the 

Aryan paragraph in the church in 1933. 

and 

Rev.Fr. Carl Oskar von Soden [1898 — 1943] was born raised and educated in Munich till his 
late twenties. He was a student of politics and philosophy, a journalist and finally studied theology 
becoming a Roman Catholic priest for the Diocese of Freising. 


In these troubled years of the thirties and the Nazi Party in Germany he was very aware of 
the pernicious influence being directed at the youth and so in all his parish work he specifically 
worked with the youth. The authorities had decided to move on him when with the advice of a 
friend, he escaped to Switzerland, then to Brasil into the United States. Even while in New York he 
worked with German ex-patriots in his similar situation on plans to frustrate the Nazi agenda. 
However, the stress and tension of the preceding years took their toll and he died of physical and 
mental exhaustion in 1943. His mortal remains were returned to the parish of Aufkirchen in 1986 
where he had worked previously. His book, ‘Das Falsche Reich’ was published posthumously in 1999. 


In this fine work we read the thoughts of a man who believed in the idea of the Social 
Contract which a government was duty bound to execute with its people. he saw this all demolished 
with the rule of this pagan, unchristian regime.

With their continued prosperity and increased social standing a number of the Sodens 
moved residence to Bath, in Somerset, England where they were engaged in the professions 
of law, the church and medicine. 


Thomas Spooner Soden, Barrister and Legal Author of Bath, England (1837 - 1921) 

Briefly stated, Thomas Soden, b. 1734/d.1809 was a weaver, trained later as a surgeon, 
became a FRCS member. He worked with army, the 79th Highlanders in Egypt, returned to 
practice in Coventry, married Elizabeth Burney and moved to Bath where after Elizabeths 
death, he remarried. The son of this union was Thomas Spooner Soden [Bath plaque], a 
noted barrister. 


River Soden at Cardigan Bay, Wales 

John Smith Sodens son from his second marriage, John James Soden, married Henrietta 
Williams of Berth-ddu, Lllaniman, Montgomeryshire, Wales. His second son, Athelaston, was 
bequeathed the estate on condition he change his name to Corbet Soden. And so it was that 
the River Soden was named to commemorate Athelaston and his father. 

The River Soden enters Cardigan Bay between Newport and Aberporth and is marked on the 
map at Cwm Soden. 

Athelaston had two brothers, Arthur who never married and Alfred who had a son named 
Alexander. When Alfred died his wife took young Alexander and his brother, John, to Vienna. 


Alexander and Baron Maximilian von Soden 

Young Alexander was sent by his mother to a Jesuit College in Vienna and afterwards began 
to study horticulture and forestry in Munich, Bavaria when WW1 broke out. He and any 
other British nationals were interned in the town of Ruhleben, Bavaria. His name came to 
the attention of the Minister of the Interior, Baron Max on Soden. Ronald relates that the 
Baron visited the camp and spoke privately with Alexander for more than an hour. They 
discussed the possibility of family connections but could establish none but remained friends 
and in close contact after the war with Baron von Soden offering him many kindnesses. 


Alexander was entertained many times at the Counts Schloss. Alexander related that after 
the Counts visit to the camp and conversation with him, as soon as the Count departed, the 
other prisoners believed him to be a spy and they dutifully beat the living daylights out of 
him.

Jim Soden of Canada 


On November 20th, 2009 , a great Soden passed on.James Arthur Soden, born October 20th, 
1922, passed away at the age of 87 in Toronto. James Arthur Soden was awarded the Order 
of Canada in May, 2003. 


Citation for the Order of Canada 


JAMES ARTHUR SODEN , Q.C. 
in the 1960s which pioneered the worlds first omniplex, Place Ville Marie, in Montreal, the 
bringing on stream of this and other developments across Canada. 


A man of integrity and vision in the world of commercial real estate, Jim Soden opened up a 
new era for real estate and Canadian economic development. Under his leadership, Canadas 
first public investment vehicle for real estate was born. During this period ,under Sodens 
stewardship, Canada was established as a world leader in the development of major urban 
multi-use complexes and investors from all over the world visited Canada to take note of 
these advances and called upon the Canadian development industry to undertake similar 
developments on their behalf. 


The revitalization of Montreal?s downtown core as well as those Soden led in other major 
cities of Canada, including Halifax, St. John, Toronto , Winnipeg, Calgary and Vancouver 
became a pre-eminent vehicle for national economic growth and development. For the first 
time individuals and companies , domestic and international , took a financial stake in 
Canadas architecture and in its economy through real estate, a new generation of world 
class developers received training and new synergies and a new culture for commerce 
emerged through the interplay of retail shopping , office and communal spaces. Sodens 
innovations in legal , financial and marketing strategies in real estate became the model for 


others and his advances in diversification of holdings grew the company under his leadership 
into Canadas and the worlds largest public estate corporation by the early 1970?s, heralding 
the coming of age of the real estate industry in Canada. 


Jim Soden saw the potential for lack of control and correspondingly the need for governance 
and standards if Canadians and their bankers were going to invest in this vast new frontier of 
publicly owned real estate. He became a zealous advocate for and finally the founder and 
Chairman of the Canadian Institute of Public Real Estate Companies (CIPREC now CIPPREC), 
to which all public (and later private as well) real estate companies subscribed, to ensure 
uniformity, integrity and confidence in real estate accounting practices. Enjoying to this day 
a reputation as Canada?s premier real estate accounting reference, the accounting 
guidelines of CIPPREC have been endorsed and used consistently since its inception in real 
estate audits by members of the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants (CICA). 


Soden ensured important financial support to a now regional health center in Ontario, sat as 
director of hospitals in Quebec and Ontario and pioneered the early development of 
Canadas most respected private nursing and retirement home chain. For over forty years , 
he always found time to do what he loved most ,to teach and to nurture generations of 
Canadian entrepreneurs , builders and developers, Quebec lawyers and notaries at the 
McGill University Faculty of Law and youth at every level of Scouts Canada.

About Jim Soden....[1922 -2003] 

Wherever you went in your investigations into our family history, you could bet Jim Soden 
had been there. A generation separated us but he in common with a small few, John Voorhis 
Soden (New York), Terence Soden (England) and Ronald Soden (Wales) pursued assiduously 
and thoroughly the multi-sided history of the Soden family. No greater pleasure was there 
for him than to talk about Soden members who had fought at the Battle of Waterloo or had 
explored the South Seas, or had been decorated in the World Wars. It was tremendously 
rewarding to know that someone else was enthralled with a similar aim, but even more 
gratifying to read what they had discovered. 


Chasing the facts on one occasion in his twenties he visited the firm of P.N.Soden, 
Vancouver, Canada, paint manufacturers. His quest was to establish if thre were any 
connection between the his branch in Cohoes, NY /Toronto and Vancouver. The reception 
from P.N Soden was not cordial, actually downright intimidating chastising him for such 
forwardness and who did he think he was anyway with his background. 


His tenacious pursuit of the family history brought him to Soden areas from Washington 
State through Ontario, Canada to Germany, England and Ireland. Any and every opportunity 
was used to learn more about our background. An essential pre-requisite for this was a 
profound knowledge of the social, political, economic and religious history of an area. This 
he acquired and applied not just through travel but through his voluminous reading.

Jim Soden besides being a lawyer , businessman, academic was an able raconteur. When we 


met for the first time in the Shelbourne Hotel in 1995 he told us of his first visit with some 
air buddies in Summer of 1945. Few pleasures were available at this time in England where 
he was based, so when they visited Ireland in May, 1944, they stayed at the Shelbourne 
Hotel in Dublin. The first morning they ordered breakfast they learnt they could have eggs,

One other extremely exciting element of his career was his time as a Pathfinder Pilot with 
the RAF. As a Pathfinder pilot he was based in England and flew over Germany in front and 
underneath the Allied Bombers. However, we will have to await the full details of that story 
from his daughter’s, Margaret Soden’s ,biography of her father next year.

Frank Ormond ‘Mongoose’ Soden, 1895 — 1961 — The Flying Daredevil 


Frank Ormond Soden’s life makes for excitement and adventure, the likes of which every 
young person would dearly look forward to. A Canadian by birth , Frank Ormond Soden was born 
1895 in New Brunswick, Canada. His family emigrated to England in 1899, they lived in Bath, 
Somerset, UK. Frank attended Woodbridge School in Suffolk , which was also the alma mater to his 
nephew , Frank Graham Soden. In 1914 he joined the British Army, followed over the years by 
service in the South Staffordshire Regiment, then the Royal Flying Corps, then 65 Squadron. At the 
end of WW1 he had 16 kills to his name, the most significant of which was the downing of Max, 
Ritter von Mueller in January 1918 accompanied on that mission by another British pilot, Major 
Chidlaw-Roberts. 

1919-45 

After WW1 he fought with the RAF in Murmansk, Northern Russia for the forces of the 
White Russians, then he took part in the campaign in Kurdestan, Iraq. For his participation in WW1 
and the mission at Kurdestan Frank Gordon received the Distinguished Flying Cross. 

Frank Ormond received many commands and missions between the two wars amongst 
which was command of Britains most important airfield at Biggin Hill. 

He retired in May, 1945 to Kenya during which time he married the popular socialite of the 
day, Wanda Holden. She was a popular and frequent participant on the London Social scene in the 
interbellum years. She died in Kenya in 1956 and Frank Gordon returned to London where he died in 
1961. 

[Note : Frank Ormond Soden was brother of Dr.Winfred Scovil Soden and uncle to John 
flewelling Soden,DFC, lan Scovil Soden and Frank Graham Soden. The three sons of Winfred Scovil 
Soden are commemorated with others on the War Memorial at Winchcombe, Gloucestershire, UK.]

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The Life and Times of Doris E. Soden [1892 - 1979] 
lowa and Kansas, USA 


It really is great to read the story of a happy and contented person, about their life 
experience and achievements. Such is the booklet entitled ‘History of Doris E. Soden’. 

Doris lived in lowa and Kansas all his life. | don’t know to which Soden branch he would 
belong, the German, the Irish or the British. So many of his friends and neighbours had very 
German, English and Irish names. Not too far away by American standards was Osaga 
country, which tribe was cared for by the German Jesuit Fr. Schoemaker and the Irish nun, 
Sr. Bridget Hayden. 


Doris’ family consisted of his parents, four boys and two girls. His father, Fred, was a cobbler 
and Doris himself was born 20th July, 1892 in Seymour, Wayne County, lowa. Doris’ 
schooling was basic by our standards and up to his late teens, Doris held many varied jobs to 
bring in the extra money needed for the family. He worked as a helper on a bee farm, a shoe 
shine, a cotton picker with his brother, a meat delivery boy. 


In 1906 when he was fourteen, the family moved to Goodland , Kansas, a bigger industrial 
town with the Goodland Electrical Plant and a large rail network situated there. It was here 
he had his first girlfriend and worked with his sister in the County Clerks Office. He also 
worked at the Rock Island Railroad where he learnt radio telegraphy as well as helping in his 
fathers shoe business. His most successful job however was the purchase and sale of mules 
at the outbreak of WW1, whereby he often tripled his profit. 


Doris mentioned few negative events in his life, the first being the train robbery in Hugo and 
the bloody shootout at the Bartholomew Farm nearby. Four people were killed altogether. 
He also suffered from the 1917 flu which he fortunately survived. And the incredibly cold 
winters they had sometimes down to -40C and the occasional sand and hail storms. 


It was soon after he met and married his wife, Nelle Stallgreen, in 1919 and they remained 
man and wife for 51 years. With married life Doris became involved in the insurance 
business culminating years later in his setting up the Kansas Savings and Loan League. He 
and Nelle were very much community people and amongst other activities Doris was 
involved in were such the Free Masons, the Elks and the Rotary Club. 


He recalled with great pleasure the hunting trips as a boy with his friends, collecting berries 
in the wooded country, fishing, hunting and spotting mountain lions, later to enjoying the 
family outings with Nelle and their friends on the Republican northwest of Goodland. 


His dear Nelle passed away on 14th December, 1971, they had been married for 51 years. 
Doris died in 1979. 


Ulrich Graf von Soden - Fraunhofen [1913 - 44] was of the southern German branch of von 
Soden. 

In WW2 he enlisted as a officer in the German Navy (Bundesmarine) and received eventually 
command of U624 and its 40 strong crew. This is an outline of his career till his death at sea.

Altogether with him as Captain the U552 
sank 184,244 tons of Allied shipping gaining him eventually the Knights Cross with Oak 
Leaves and Swords.

Reuben was with the eastbound convoy HX-156. 

Soden left the U-552 for Commander Training and command in May ,1942 of the U-624.

It really is great to read the story of a happy and contented person, about their life 


experience and achievements. Such is the booklet entitled ‘History of Doris E. Soden’. 

Doris lived in lowa and Kansas all his life. | don’t know to which Soden branch he would 
belong, the German, the Irish or the British. So many of his friends and neighbours had very 
German, English and Irish names. Not too far away by American standards was Osaga 
country, which tribe was cared for by the German Jesuit Fr. Schoemaker and the Irish nun, 
Sr. Bridget Hayden. 


Doris’ family consisted of his parents, four boys and two girls. His father, Fred, was a cobbler 
and Doris himself was born 20th July, 1892 in Seymour, Wayne County, lowa. Doris’ 
schooling was basic by our standards and up to his late teens, Doris held many varied jobs to 
bring in the extra money needed for the family. He worked as a helper on a bee farm, a shoe 
shine, a cotton picker with his brother, a meat delivery boy. 


In 1906 when he was fourteen, the family moved to Goodland , Kansas, a bigger industrial 
town with the Goodland Electrical Plant and a large rail network situated there. It was here 
he had his first girlfriend and worked with his sister in the County Clerks Office. He also 
worked at the Rock Island Railroad where he learnt radio telegraphy as well as helping in his 
fathers shoe business. His most successful job however was the purchase and sale of mules 
at the outbreak of WW1, whereby he often tripled his profit. 


Doris mentioned few negative events in his life, the first being the train robbery in Hugo and 
the bloody shootout at the Bartholomew Farm nearby. Four people were killed altogether. 
He also suffered from the 1917 flu which he fortunately survived. And the incredibly cold 
winters they had sometimes down to -40C and the occasional sand and hail storms. 


It was soon after he met and married his wife, Nelle Stallgreen, in 1919 and they remained 
man and wife for 51 years. With married life Doris became involved in the insurance 
business culminating years later in his setting up the Kansas Savings and Loan League. He 
and Nelle were very much community people and amongst other activities Doris was 
involved in were such the Free Masons, the Elks and the Rotary Club. 


He recalled with great pleasure the hunting trips as a boy with his friends, collecting berries 
in the wooded country, fishing, hunting and spotting mountain lions, later to enjoying the 
family outings with Nelle and their friends on the Republican northwest of Goodland. 


His dear Nelle passed away on 14th December, 1971, they had been married for 51 years. 
Doris died in 1979. 


Ulrich Graf von Soden - Fraunhofen [1913 - 44] was of the southern German branch of von 
Soden. 

In WW2 he enlisted as a officer in the German Navy (Bundesmarine) and received eventually 
command of U624 and its 40 strong crew. This is an outline of his career till his death at sea.

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The short but noble life of George Herbert Soden, 1920 — 62 
Royal Welsh Guard Fusilier 419403H 


George Herbert Soden was born on 4th April, 1920 in Wrexham, Wales. George was raised 
by his uncle, Thomas Soden and aunt, Biddy. During WW2 George Soden was based at Crumlin, 
Wales guarding the Rail Bridge against German attack. It was here he met his future wife, Margaret. 


George’s mother, Elizabeth Soden , was born with spinibifida and so was unable to rear the 
little baby. He was raised by Thomas and Biddy together with his cousins, Benny, who was blind, and 
Beaty. Elizabeth Soden died in 1929 in Wrexham. 


George enlisted in the Welsh Guards during WW2 and on return to civilian life sought work 
as a physiotherapist but as he could find no work in that field, he turned to mining and found work 
at the colliery in LLingithlow. 


He worked as a miner until the fateful day of the terrible accident at Llanhilleth. Cut into the 
sides of every tunnel there are cubby holes where miners can shelter in case of an explosion. On that 
teririble day in 1962 there was an explosion and George shoved first a fellow miner into the 
cubbyhole but did not have time himself to seek cover. He was killed immediately in the explosion. 
At 42 years of age he left his wife, Margaret (Hughes) and a boy, David , father of Richard Soden, the 
source of this remarkable story. His ashes were scattered in the rose gardens at Cwmbran Cemetery. 


Looking at his short life at a distance perhaps it is easier to understand his selflessness in 
serving his country in war and saving his friend in the mine, after his experience of the lifelong 


selflessness of his uncle Thomas and Aunt Biddy.

The Sodens through all their branches have been involved in many different professions and 


trades. 

Prominent in Ireland were farming and horticulture. In England horticulture , too, was 
common but the Church, Law, Medicine, the Military, both Army and Navy, Tanning, Abattoirs, 
Postal and the Chimney Sweep Business were the principle activities. 


Nigel Dudley’s great grandfather, Leonard Soden, and Nigel’s grandfather were involved 
with horses and greyhounds in the Oxford area at the turn of the 20th century. Their most successful 
greyhound was Witney Glitters. As a young boy Nigel went to the races with his grandfather and 
experienced the hustle and bustle of race — going and often heard his grandfather making a bet ona 
horse by phone in the coded language of the day, ‘Hello, this is Smokey Two speaking’. 


Leonard was interviewed by the Oxford Mail in the late 1960s where he recalls his 
involvement in the racing, as well as the horse slaughtering, postal and chimney sweep business. 


1835 - 2019 

Joseph Soden , born 1835, was the son of John (born 1802) and Catherine Soden and was 
the first to work as a chimney sweep mainly in the Jericho area of Oxford. He was followed by his 
son William Abraham Soden, born 1863, then by Leonard Soden, 1897, then by Richard Soden, then 
by Michael Soden and finally by Gary Soden, when the business ceased in 2019 to operate. [To be

SELECTED POETRY OF 
WILLIAM HENRY DRUMMOND (1854 — 1907) 


William Henry Drummond ( known until 1875 as William Henry Drumm), 

telegraphist, physician,poet, professor and public lecturer, was born 13.April,1854 

near Mohill (Republic of Ireland), son of George Drumm and ELIZABETH MORRIS SODEN; 
married 18.April,1894 May Isobel Harvey in Savanna la Mar,Jamaica,and they had three sons 
one of whom survived infancy,and one daughter;died 6.April,1907 in Cobalt,Ontario. 


The eldest of four sons born to an officer in the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, William Henry Drumm spent his early years in County 
Leitrim. He attended school in Tawley,where his parents had stayed 
shortly after his birth. Sometime in 1863-64 the family returned 
briefly to Mohill. According to May Isobel Drumond, after George Drumm 
was dismissed from the police force because of a quarrel with Lord 
Leitrim over ‘the Landlord system’ he had a ‘paralytic stroke from 
which he never really recovered.’ Disgusted with conditions in 
Ireland and worried about the family’s future,he and his wife decided 
to emigrate with their children to Lower Canada;they arrived in 
Montreal in the summer of 1864. 


In February 1866 Drumm died and his family, left without even his small pension,faced 
financial hardship. 


In order to survive,Mrs.Drumm opened a store in the front room of 
their house,the boys all sold newspapers and ,when he was 14,William 
Henry left school and became an apprentice telegraphist........ 

...In 1875,having been convinced by a cousin that ‘ the name 

Drumm was but a corruption of the name Drummond our ancient family 
name, ’he officially changed his surname and that of his mother and 
brothers to Drummond. 


William Henry Drummond graduated with an M.D. from McGill University in 1884 
and started practising in the eastern townships 
(along the St. Lawrence River) to which his dialect poems so often refer. 


In 1888 he moved to Montreal . it was ten years later, 

well after his marriage May Isobel that Drummond _ published his first book of poetry, 
the Habitant (1897) . He went on to publish five more books of poetry, 

Phil — o — Rum’s Canoe (1848); Johnnie Courteau (1901) ; the Voyager (1905); 

and the Great Fight (1908) and to become one of the most widely-read and 

loved poets of his nation . he ws made Fello of the Royal Society of Canada in 1899 
and received two honorary degrees ,the first from the University of Toronto in 1902, 
and then from Bishop’s University in 1905.

One remarkable story of great pride to the Soden name are the life and achievements of Br. 
Aloysius Soden (1907 — 1966) of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


Aloysius was born on 4th July, 1907 into a large family. He had one brother and four sisters. 
His brother , Martin, became a priest in Spokane Washington and three of his sisters became nuns 
with different religious orders. 


His education 

Education was an important element in his life. He attended Philadelphia Catholic High 
School transferring to the Marianist College in Beacon, New York. He would enter the Marianist 
Religious Order in Dayton, Ohio. He entered the University of Dayton studying Oriental languages 
and would later go onto manage their school , St. Joseph’s in Yokohama Japan. 


World War 2 

At the outbreak of war he was interned in Yokohama and repatriated in 1942. From 1942 — 
46 he worked as a US Navy officer as a chaplain and translator on the USS Missouri and the USS 
Portland. He was present at the Japanese surrender of the Mandated Islands on 2nd September, 
1945. He stayed with the US Navy in Tokyo till March, 1946 when he took over control of the 
Marianist College of St. Joseph’s , Yokohama till 1953. After spending some two years in Dayton, he 
happily returned to Japan to finish his work. However his health greatly deteriorated over the next 
few years and after returning to Dayton for medical treatment , he died on 2nd January, 1966. He 
was 59 years of age. He is buried in Beacon, New York. 


The photograph shows Lt. Aloysius Soden (far right standing) at the signing of the Japanese 
Surrender aboard the USS Portland at Truk in the Pacific, on 2nd September, 1945 at which event he 
was the translator. 


Br. Aloysius Soden saw a great opportunity to win the souls of the Japanese through the 
similarities between Buddhism and Christianity. His pupils had the utmost regard for him, a number 
became teachers at St. Joseph’s and a number proceeded after his death to establish an educational 
foundation in his name.

The Man who Started 'Gracelands’ 

When the King ‘Elvis Presley’ died on 16th August 1977, his immediate beneficiaries to his 
great fortune were his parents and his daughter, Lisa Marie Presley, who was only nine years old at 
the time. Priscilla Presley, his wife, got the house ‘Gracelands’, which though, of course, valuable had 
to be maintained. In general they faced a situation where unless managed correctly and judiciously 
the legacy that was Elvis Presley could dissipate far and wide. 


So, the Presleys enrolled the expert advice of Jack Soden, investment counsellor, from 
Kansas, Missouri. Jack Soden became Chief Executive Officer of Elvis Presley Enterprises, Inc.in May 
1990. He had been Executive Director of the Graceland Division since 1982. He was involved in other 
charitable such as The National Civil Rights Museum, Professional Advisory Board-St. Jude Children's 
Research Hospital, and the Society of Entrepreneurs. 


Within nine months Soden had put together a plan, which would maximise the full potential 
of the Presley legacy to the mutual benefit of family and fans worldwide. A trust was set up till young 
Lisa Marie came of age. Then the company Elvis Presley Enterprises (EPE) was founded which 
controlled and developed every aspect of the Presley legend. All promotional materials and in 
particular the development and maintenance of Elvis’ home, ‘Gracelands’, Tennessee were vital 
elements of the strategy. Soden started it in 1982 and a quarter of a century later; he was still at the 
helm and supervising one of the most successful entertainment promotions and legacies in the 
world. 


From Lavey, Co. Cavan 
Though the name might not suggest it, Jack Soden’s great ancestors hail from Co. Cavan. His 
great-great-great-grandfather, John Soden left the townland of Lattaghlohan, in the parish of Upper 


Lavey in 1854. The parish of Upper Lavey has been the birth-, marriage- and burial site of many 
members of this branch of the Cavan and Kansas Sodens since the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. After working in construction in his early years, he obtained a number of lucrative contracts 
for road building. John Soden was deeply involved in church matters and financed the construction 
of the main Roman Catholic church in Kansas, City, Missouri. 


The King is still alive’ 

So, over forty years after Elvis’ death thanks to Jack Soden and his 350 colleagues at EPE, the 
world could continue to experience the songs, singing and music of Elvis, his music and ‘Gracelands’. 
The magic and charisma of Elvis and the attraction of his music seems even greater among a 
generation, which has never had the unique experience of one of his live concert but relies solely on 
his exhilarating visual and sound-recordings thanks to the work of Elvis Presley Enterprises.

FR. FRANCIS JOSEPH SODEN, 1842 - 1906 

Francis Soden, the teacher , was the great-great-grandfather of Mary Soden McNerney, now 
a resident in Leixlip, Co.Kildare on the banks of the River Liffey near Dublin and the Sodens of 
Templevanny, Co. Sligo , some of whom attended the Soden Reunion in 2000. 

Francis Soden was born in Reading, England and employed as a teacher in the schoolhouse 
at Templevanny, now a ruin. He died Mary believes in 1867. This means the Sodens of Templevanny 
would have experienced the full blow of the Great Famine and the 1867 Fenian Insurrection. 


Rev.Fr. Francis Joseph Soden, 1842 - 1906 

Francis had at least one child, a son, Francis Joseph Soden, [1842-1906], who became a 
Roman Catholic priest and worked in England. The family in Keash, Co. Sligo had a framed picture of 
him. One of the parishes he served in was St. Mary’s, Euxton, England from which source his 
biography has been acquired. 


Fr. Francis Joseph Soden , descended in a direct line from Francis and Amy Soden of 
Rowington, Warwickshire, the same line as that of Kenneth Gould, whose grandmother was Alice 
Soden, the subject of Ken’s novel, ‘ Time and Time Again’ published in 2009. 


Francis Soden, the teacher in Templevanny, Co. Sligo was born in Rowington, Warwickshire, 
in 1802, the son of Francis and Amy Soden. 


Fr. Francis Joseph Soden, was born in Templevanny, Co. Sligo , the son of Francis Soden, 
national school teacher in the parish of Toomour. He was born in 1842 and died in England in 1906. 

He was educated in his parish and then entered All Hallows Seminary in Drumcondra, Dublin 
where he was ordained a Roman Catholic priest for the England mission on 24th June, 1865. 


He served in the 1860s in the Preston area, by 1870 he was serving at St. Patrick’s Liverpool 
and had moved to Wigan by 1875. In 1878 he became the priest-in-charge at Sacred Heart, Chorley 
and remained there till 1893 when he moved to Euxton. In 1896 moved to Mawdesley, Wigan and 
Southport till he was appointed priest-in-charge of St. Joseph’s Mission, Withnell in September, 


1904. His health had greatly deteriorated and he died on 24th June, 1906 at the age of 64, the 41st 
anniversary of his ordination. He is buried in the graveyard at St. Chad’s Whittle on 27th June, 1906.

Thomas ‘The Crank’ 
Poor old Thomas. Well, he probably wasn’t that poor but he certainly was old. All seemed to 
be agreed he made it over 100 years of age. 


The Lands at Grange, Co. Sligo 

Thomas Soden and Philip Sulevane were granted the lands at Grange, formerally the 
property of the O’Creans according to O’Harte. This was the main road from Sligo to 
Ballyshannon where there was also a military barracks and which they were to guard. 
Several stories have followed Thomas through history. Joe McDonagh in ‘Under the Shadow 
of Ben Bulben’ relates the story where Thomas Soden deceived the original recipient of the 
land by informing him of the uselessness of the land for anything. At which point Thomas 
obtained the land for almost nothing. This story in to be found in the local folklore of the 
parish and in the files of the Folklore Commission in UCD. 

The detail of the Cromwellian Settlement of Lands in Ireland as outlined by Prendergast in 
his book based on files from Dublin Castle does not lead to one to this conclusion. Even the 
Nazis copied the example of the Cromwellian Settlement of Land for their ‘Lebensraum 
Politik’ in Soviet Russia in the 1940s, so precise was it in its measurements and description. 
So it is very unlikely that land would be passed on in this cavalier manner. 


‘Its amazing the workings of a wheelbarrow.’ 


He is recorded in McDonagh’s book as an angry old man being transported around the 
parish in his later years by a servant in a wheelbarrow keeping order on matters. This story is 
again taken from local folklore. 


St. Molaise and Target Practice 

Stella Durand in her book 'Drumcliffe' writes that it was Thomas Soden who used the 
ancient statue of St. Molaise found on Inishmurray as shooting target practice from his boat 
as he neared the island. 

| have checked this out with the Director of the National Museum in Collins Barracks , Dublin 
where the statue can be seen today and he states there is no evidence of shooting on the 
statue, which means either the story is just another ‘tall’ story to discredit Thomas or that he 
was a terrible shot. 

The native Irish Catholic naturally wouldn’t have liked him and his confreres and the 
Established Protestant Church of Ireland might well have found a scapegoat in the form of 
one individual for the all the misery that they had heaped onto the local population though 
Thomas himself seems to have been of a truculent and bellicose nature. 


A Chester Refugee 

Towards the end of his long life we have an account of Thomas travelling in 1689 as a 
Chester Refugee from Sligo in NW Ireland to Chester in NW England. He was accompanying a 
young woman and child, who may well have been his daughter-in-law and grandson at the 
time. At this time the forces of the Protestant King William of Orange from Holland were in 
Ireland and would eventually win the Battle of the Boyne. This would be no time to be a 
Protestant trapped in NW Ireland by Catholic forces. 

At any rate King William won or ‘Billy’ as he was more popularly known, the English 
continued to rule Ireland and the Sodens carried on as landowners under the Settlement 
and in civic office. 


The Last Laugh 

As it turns out Thomas may have gotten the last laugh. His long life is recorded in the deeds 
for the land, the roll of the Chester Refugees and most impressively on the Plaque in the 
foyer of the Church of Ireland church at Drumcliffe, Co. Sligo. 


Requiescat in pace.

Roberta, who was born on December 21, 1920, died peacefully at her home in St. Bruno, QC., 
November 3, 2021. She lived to be 100 years old! Roberta was predeceased by her husband Stan in 
2016, and is survived by her four children, Stephen (Wendy), Joan (Fofana), Paul (Bess) and Philip; 
her four grandchildren, Kika (Dimitri), Jasper (Brigitte), Simon (Pam), and Maica (Mitch); and her two 
greatgrandchildren, Luca, and Vienna. She was predeceased by her brother James Arthur Soden. Her 
father, Robert Bowden Soden, was an Irish immigrant to Canada. Her mother, Violet McNamara 
Soden, grew up in Bedford QC. Roberta obtained her B.A. at Marguerite Bourgeois in 1941, and 
during the war worked at DIL, Marconi, and Ayerst. Roberta and Stan were both impacted by the 
years of the depression, the loss of two of her uncles in WWI, and by her own father’s health, which 
was affected by the same war. As a result, they were both led to create the Thomas More Institute, 
along with three other founding members in 1945. These were small group, discussion-oriented, 
university-level courses. They were designed particularly for returning veterans and later for diverse 
groups of business, labour, and seniors. Degrees were originally granted by the Université de 
Montréal and later by Bishop’s University. They served thereafter in a leadership capacity for more 
than seventy years and until recently Roberta held the position of governor. In 1956 Roberta and 
Stan received Hungarian refugees into their community and their home and taught them English. 
She was the first female School Commissioner in the Catholic system in Quebec (1960-72). She 
received the Order of Merit from the Catholic School Commission in 1967, and they both received 
the City of St. Bruno's Ordre du Merit in 1986. In addition, she and Stan were involved in the creation 
of St. Augustine’s parish in St. Bruno, for which they cared deeply. After she completed her B.A., she 
had the option of continuing her studies in the medical field but preferred to focus on education and 
family. Because of her rare appreciation for the humanities and natural sciences, Fr. Eric 
O’Connor, the director at TMI, asked her to lead the scientific based courses. She was also a member 
of TMI’s Research Institute and received certificates for her work in mathematics, Bernard Lonergan, 
and Eric Voegelin. Roberta was loved by many and returned that love with a life-long devotion to 
education. She will be greatly missed especially by her children for her love, sense of humour, and 
her very perceptive mind. After seventy-two years of marriage, we imagine that she will be happy to 
be reunited with the love of her life. She will also be missed by the hundreds of people whose lives 
she impacted, through the Thomas More, teachers, her church, and people in the community. In lieu 
of flowers, donations may be made to a charity of choice.

GERMANY : THE SODEN AND VON SODEN FAMILY NAME / 973 - 1945 


INTRODUCTION 


The Soden/von Soden name has been in Germany since 1323 ina 
variety of forms. Its origins are in Hannover,in North Germany later 
spreading to the south and in the process involving a change of 
religion to Roman Catholicism. 

There were so many attractive points for me to discovering a German 
link . Firstly , as a student | worked in my first job in Hanover , North 
Germany on the Messegelande , where incidentally Ute also worked 
as a Student.There is , of course , a strong Soden connection with Hannover. 
There is a Sodenstrasse ,north of the Central Station and an old 
people?s home in the Braunschweigerstrasse near the Aegidientor 
founded by the Soden family,called Kloster Soden. 


(Soden Strasse , Hanover, North Germany between the Central Train 
Station and the Main Post Office) 


There are at least 4 Bad Sodens in central and southern Germany . 

Some of these are connected with the family and others with the salt 
industry of the area.In the year 1500 , a German/Hanoverian burgher , 
Dietrich vamme Sode, is recorded as being alderman in London.Also, 

in 1549 some 1500 German mercenaries helped the Duke of Warwick 

in the suppression of the Ket revolt in Norfolk,as they were on their way 
to Scotland to fight for the king of England. 

Despite all these exciting coincidences which all showed great 

promise , there is no substantial historical link between 

either Ireland and Germany or England and Germany. 

The 2 above - mentioned historical events are primary possibilities and will 
be investigated in the coming years. The reality of an American / German 
connection is great and numerous _, but of course , of a far later date.

THE SODENS - AN OLD HANNOVERIAN PATRICIAN FAMILY 

The former General Chief of Staff of the 10™ Army ,COLONEL VON SODEN 
comes from the ancient and old noble Hannoverian family which can trace 
its history far back into the millenium.In the year 973 a Soden founded 
the well known salt works which is still thriving called Soden an der 
Werra near the town of Allendorf which was still in the possession of 

the family in the year 1300. The family then joined the Frankish 

Imperial Knighthood. Since 1341 the Sodens appear in documents in 
Hannover where they built the Leibnizhouse which had previously a 
Gothic brick facade. At the beginning of the 14" century we find 
HILDEBRAND VON SODEN as Mayor of Hannover.

MAURITIUS VON SODEN who in the year 1590 was in charge of the 
Cathedral at Hildesheim distinguished himself by the number of 

donations he made to charity and in particular with the foundation of 

the Citizens? Hospital in Hannover ,the so-called Soden cloisters. 


JOHANN HERMANN VON SODEN became Professor of Law in Erfurt in 1658 and was 
very welll known as an academic and a writer. 

A further branch of the family of JOHANN HERMANN was in the year 1702 a 
Government Advisor and Court Assessor in Churmainz and his son THEODOR who died in 
the year 1716 was the Lord and Captain at Gleidingen. 

From the latter came HEINRICH GABRIEL who was a Baron ,an Ansbacher 
Chamberlain and Major .He in turn had two sons.One was FRIEDRICH JULIUS HEINRICH who 
was born in 1754 and JOHANN CARL AUGUST. 

The older of the two brothers who died only in 1881 was until 1796 a Royal Prussian 
Advisor and a Minister in Frankish district of Nurnberg. As a dramatic poet and a writer 
and particularly in the area of economics and State affairs he is extremely well known. He 
is the inventor of the phrase ?National Economy? of which he treated in his nine volumed 
work, ?The National Economy?,a philosophical discussion on the source of national wealth 
and its use. 

FRIEDRICH JULIUS HEINRICH was elevated to the Imperial nobility by 

Elector Karl Theodor of Palatinate Bavaria on 24" September,1790 and became 

therefore the founder of the baronial line of the Sodens which has the title 
Hannoverian. 

He was involved also as the Head of theatre and died in the 1831. The 

Hannoverian line thrives today in the sons and daughters of BARON 


JULIUS VON SODEN,the great grandson of the founder and his wife, LOUISE 
nee BARONESS VON THURHELM. One of the sons,BARON ALFRED VON SODEN is 
well known after being decorated with the Order Pour le Merite as the 
defender of the German Embassy in Peking and is now Captain and 
Commander in Chief of the First Sea battalion in Kiel. 

The brother of the founder of the baronial line JOHANN CARL AUGUST was 

a Major in Wurzburg continued the baronial Franconian line which in 

contrast to the Hannoverian line is to a great degree Catholic. 


To this line belong amongst others, BARON HERMANN VON SODEN 

and the former Governor of German West Africa,BARON JULIUS VON SODEN, 
who is now the present Foreign Minister in Wurtemberg. 

The Sodens have in their coat of arms two golden lions and above, in red 
they have a silver rose and below, in silver they have a red rose. On 

the coat of arms there is the baronial as well as the count crown on 

which there are two helmets in red and silver.On the right helmet on 

the outside there are golden flag holders. These have two flags in red 

and silver and on the left side there is a crowned black eagle.

One reason for this is the very special way in which the former Chief 
of Staff of the 10" Army was honoured by the inhabitants,or the 
members of the Soden cloister with which the present members of this 
family during their stay in Hannover have always kept a close tie. 
Whoever is even engaged in such a small thing as a coffee circle has 
occasion to think of the name Soden in connection with the name of 
Broyhans, that famous drink which indeed is known not just all over 
Germany but beyond its borders.In the meantime, the name of the family 
Sode as also the old house with cloisters proves and also the article 

in the Sunday newspaper will prove, the name Soden is not just related 
with the southern German branch of the family,with the Bavarian 
baronial and Count family in Wurtemberg but also with the Hannoverian 
branch. 


To the heraldry expert who knows the coat of arms on the new Soden 
cloisters the difference will also be noticed in the description of the 
Coat of Arms. First of all in the baronial line the old Coat of Arms 
had a blue and red background on a red and white rose of five leaves. 
In the course of the centuries the name and the shield as with many 


families has changed.The southern German branch today is called SODEN. 


The Hannoverian, however, has still today its old name of SODE,something 
which was not touched on at all in the above-mentioned article. 


This last line is the oldest of the family whose nobility was confirmed 

on the 5" October, 1724 with special permission to name itself VON DER 
SODE, besides which they also obtained on the family crest two golden 
lions n a blue backgound. (The next note marked with two crosses is 
rather hard to make out.) It is an explanation with 4 different 

sections. Section 1 says,a red rose/Section 2 and 3 say a golden lion 

and Section 4 says a white rose. 

The family shield can be seen today on one of our nicest gable houses 

in the town, if | am not mistaken,on the Calenberger Strasse opposite the 
chief Prasidium. 

The Hannoverian line has property in Mecklenburg and had at the 
beginning of the 60s a house on the Cellerstrasse. This was called 
Sodenstrasse. On the 300" anniversary celebrations of the Soden 
cloisters in the Autumn of 1897 representatives of both lines,of the 
Hannoverian and South German, were guests at a function held by the city 
of Hannover.

THE ORIGIN AND FIRST APPEARANCE OF THE NAME VON SODE-N 


In Germany,family names developed gradually in the Middle Ages after 
theintroduction of Christianity in Lower Saxony,after the subjugation and conversion of 
the Saxons through Charles the Great and his successors,and were,without 
doubt, developed first in the Cities founded by him and his Bishops,such as 
Hildesheim,Luneburg, Goslar,etc.. 

In the early Middle Ages there were in Germany only Christian names,and family or 

surnames became more common only in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. 

The manner of spelling these names was very arbitrary,and therefore 

very different. 

Our name appears in numerous parts of Germany,but mostly in Latin 

documents, especially in the Cities of Luneburg, Salzwedel, Hildesheim 

and Hanover during the thirteenth anf fourteenth and ,the following 

centuries ,as follows: von Zoide,Zode,Sode,Sohde, Vamme byme 

Sode,and occasionally in the manner de Salina,de puteo prope,or 

apud fontem. Also the simple Christian name Johannes with the 

appendix von dem Sode or dictus prope Fontem,etc.... 

Sode is Lower Saxon ,and means well (puteus fons),which means 

especially a drawing well,and then again,a salt well (Salina). The 

appendage, von or as is occasionally used bei or the Latin 

de,a,or apud and prope, proves that it is an indication of 

origin,or of location rather that nobility. It might be added that 

the remaining Hanoverian,and other families with whom the Sodens 

have been closely related,such as the families of 

Anderton,Limborg,Rodewald,Windheim, Schaele, Bartels,von der Hoya, (a 

family which is often mentioned in Hanover,and is not to be 

confounded with the Count von Hoya) - bore no predicate of 

nobility,although they might have,in the course of time,acquired one. 

There were again,noble families who disdained to use the ?von?,such 


as the Schleppengrellen die Groten,etc,.... 

?Vamme, byme Sode,?therefore,mean nothing more than a man who possessed 

a ?sod?,i.e.,a well,or in fact,that merely such a well was in front 

of his house,or on his property,by virtue of which,in an age where 

the mere Christian name did not suffice to keep step with the advance 

of culture,it became necessary to specify one?s neighbour more 

particularly. 

Such a name was, originally,in all probability,only an individual one,but gradually 
here and there 

it was handed from father to son,and finally became a permanent famly name,a 
process which 

is yet to be found among all primitive people on their way from their natural state 
to civilisation. 

From the foregoing it is clear that one and the same name occurs in 

many different places for the most different kinds of people,and that 

for instance, everywhere where wells were to be found,there were 

also people to be found who were named ?by the well?,or?from the 

well?; in short,that it was a common name in itself,and that its 

occurrence is no proof of family cohesion of the people who bore it. 

An intimate relationship among the individuals who are to be traced in 

places widely separated during the 13 and 14" and succeeding 

centuries,who bore the name ?Soden?,is, therefore,not probable. 

Indeed,in the highest degree improbable. If Johannes von Sode, for 

instance,would have migrated around this period from Hanover to 

Luneburg,he would,in the latter place (where in all probability a 

prior ?Hanse von Sode? existed) be called ?Johannes de Hannovere?, 

for,as already mentioned, family names,were,for the greater 

part of the Middle Ages,never permanent , but served principally to 

distinguish persons from one another,and never played the role that 

they do in the present age. 

Perhaps the names of von Sothern and von Sulten (de Salina) which 

appear around this same period among the patricians of Duderstadt and 

Luneburg,may be traced to a similar origin, but it is not possible to 

prove their connection with our family; and ,also,our coat of arms 

differs from theirs. 


The production of salt and the trading in salt did not occur in 
Hanover,but,on the other hand,in the then more important City of 
Luneburg,and one might,therefore,be tempted to look for the origin of 
the name of the family in that City.Some Luneburg families came to 
great wealth through trading in salt,and especially through the 
ownership or leasing of saline properties. It is under just such 

families, however, that the name ?Sode? does not appear.

THE HOUSES OF VON SODEN 


A House or Real Estate Book for the City of Hanover was begun in the 
year 1428,with the names of the Real Estate owners and was continued 
up to the time of adoption of a new book of house inspection in 
1534.The second part of this book (from 1428 to 1477) contained the 
entries about the transactions in houses in the older part of the 

town. In accordance with one of the first entries in the book,in 


1428,a house situated in Osterstrasse, adjoining the house of 
Hartmans von Troetze,was transferred to Helmolde von der Sode. (Not 
named in the family charter). If these books contain any further 
information of interest to the von Soden family it is impossible for 
me to ascertain it at this time,since | have never seen these books. 
On the location where the present Leibnitz house is now 

standing, there was situated in Schmiedestrasse,a house, which in the 
middle of the 15‘ century was the property of the von Sode?s.At 
first,it belonged to the Burgomaster,Hans von Sode,then to his 

son, Burgomaster, Jurgen von Sode,who built,in the uear 1499,a new 
house on the same spot. In the year 1606 it was still in the 
possession of Gerhard von Sode,who them transferred it to the family 
of von Lude. 

This house,together with its present facade was,in the year 
1652,fashioned by the mason and sculptor ,Heinrich Alfers. In 
addition to this,there is also mentioned a house ?Drenkehane?, which 
after the changing of many hands,came into the possession of Jurgen 
von Sode in 1530,who then sold it with the attached estate to Hinrik 
von Sode. In the year 1482 there is mentioned a house belonging to 
Martin von Zoide,for whose construction the City supplied a certain 
kind of brick,and in this house there was the arms of the family of 
von Sode,made of clay,which,in the uear 1652,was attached to the 
Leibnitz house,but is said to be no longer there at the present 

time. 


A certain Dietrich,and later on his son,Hans von Sode ,owned a house 
in Leinestrasse,where in 1526,the Broyhan was brewed. In the year 
1740 this house came into the possession of the family of Hauss, but 
was later torn down in order to make room for the Royal Palace. This 
was the second house off Dammstrasse, lying opposite the Royal 
Palace, before the house of Caserotti (formerly Windheim) and 
Chamberlain Zeidler?s house. In the old city records we find the 
following: "A.D. 1482,the domicile of Hans Meggeholden;A.D. 1511 the 
domicile of Dietrich von Zode?s widow, who willed it to him in 
accordance with Jakob Sode,who owned a house in Marktstrase, opposite 
the ?Skriverie?,erected in 1493; and Cord von Sode owned ,in 
connection with others ,a house in Roselerstrasse by the Iron 
Gate,where,in 1740,was erected a Royal Post Office.

ENDOWMENTS BY THE VON SODE?S 


In the year 1362,Dietrich von Sode ,together with J.von Breckhusen 
and Dietrich von Neuhofen, founded the altar for the Holy Maria 
Magdalena in the Church of Saint Aegidii.A no longer existing 

massive wing formed the Saint Anne?s or Soden Chapel. This chapel was 
dedicated on the 14°" May,1411.Here there stood alongside the altar 
of the Holy Anna,another altar of the Holy Dorothea,endowed by 
Jurgen von Sode. 

..Among other historically valuable mementoes, this Chapel contained 
the story of the funeral,and the church window contained the coat 

of arms of the family of von Sode. The so-called Kloster was really 

a hospital or home for the poor,and was dedicated by Moritz von 
Sode,Canon of the Cross Church,and presiding official of the 


Nunnery,divae Magdalenae,in Hildesheim,the building of which was 
begun on the 14" July,1587...... Moritz von Sode intended the 

hospital for nine poor male and nine poor female citizens,among whom 
his relations of blood should be given preference. Each of these had 

a certain chamber and a sitting-room........ 

When the Minoritenkloster was changed into a Ducal residence and the 
Rathskloster and the Sodenkloster were transferred to the 

Gahrhofe,in the then so - called Klostergang, on the evening of 19" 
May,27 people who were resident in these hospitals, left their 

home in this Kloster. An old inscription,along with two Soden 
pictures,and the remnant of another inscription finished in the 
woodwork formerly contained in the Sodenkloster,were taken along 
into the new home.

THE SODEN COAT OF ARMS 


The Soden coat of arms consists of one shield,which is divided 
into two equal fields,of which the upper red field contains a 
similar red rose. Up to the 16™ century the field was divided 

on the bias, the roses upon the shield being five- leaved. The 
oldest coat of arms which has come down to us with the 
diagonally divided field,was attached about the 15" century,to a 
house in Hanover belonging to Merten von Zoide. Later on it was 
fastened to the present Leibnitz house. Another coat of arms 
was found in the so-called Soden Kloster in Havover,but 
disappeared when this building was razed in 1887. 


The shield contained in the Saint Annen or Soden Chapel,shared the same 
fate,and was destroyed with the building. In later 

times, i.e.,about the end of the 18™ century,we find a shield which 

had been attached to the portals of the Wurzburgstrasse Theatre. 

About this time this theatre was under the management of Count 

Julius von Soden,who among others,had his own plays produced on 

that stage.

THE RELIGION OF THE SODEN FAMILY 


In the year 1523 warnings were issued and prohibitions were issued against 
the doctrine of Martin Luther,which doctrines had gained many 
adherents among the citizens Guild and Communities,and had made 
great progress in Luneburg. Like everywhere else, however, the 
questions in Hanover were not exclusively about ecclesiastical, but 

also political and economic innovations. The citizen class 

represented the progressive and the Council families and the Feudal 
Lords ,the conservative standpoint. At first, there were many 

disputes, parliamentarianism and promises upon the part of that 
general concilium which was called by Kaiser Karl V,but in the year 
1533 the citizens being tired of the dilatory treatment, arose in 

public indignation,and demanded the introduction of the Lutheran 
Doctrines. 

Burgomasters and Councilmen fled from the City to Hildesheim; among 


them Hans von Sode,and turned to the Duke and outside help, but in 
the year 1534 the citizens elected over their heads a new Council 

at the head of which there was elected a certain Anton von 
Bergkhusen. 

This Council represented those who were faithful to the Evangelist 
?from the bottom of their hearts?. A new church constitution was 
introduced,which the members of the former Council had to recognise 
when they returned in the year 1534.The new Doctrine made good in 
spite of the reverses,and in the year 1536,on the 16" March, the 

City of Hanover joined the Schmalkalf Union. Duke Frederick was 
succeeded by his second wife,the Duchess Elizabeth,as the Guardian 
of her under-aged son,Erich II.She was publically a devotee of the 
new Doctrine,and in the year 1553 introduced the reformation in 
Calenburg-Gottingen (Hanover belonged to the Duchy of Calenbursg. ) 


Freedom of faith in those times,was of course, impossible for 

them all,in Protestant lands as well as Catholic,and as the 
patricians who had fled to Hildesheim were permitted to return to 
their homes only under condition that they accept the new 
Doctrine,so it is almost certain to assume that from this time,our 
family,although perhaps at first very slowly,and with much 
hesitation ,turned to the new faith and became Lutherans.An 
exception to this seems to have been Johann Heinrich von Sode, who 
in the year 1700 was of the Catholic faith,but shortly before his 
death found remorse,and ?in the shedding of many tears? recognised 
his sin,and returned to his old faith,as is proven by his 

clergyman, Johann Heinrich Gebhard, in Erfurt. His children did not 
turn Catholic,but remained true to the Lutheran faith.On the other 
hand,Johann Karl August von Soden,the writer of these lines and his 
brothers and sisters. Theodor von Soden,although he did not 
personally step over to protestantism,yet he allowed all his 

children to be brought up in this faith.

THE VON SODEN FAMILY 
A 


s stated in the beginning, this name appears in the 13" and 14 
centuries in documents of a number of cities of Lower Saxony,such as 
Hildesheim, Liineburg,Salzwedel; and,at the beginning of the 14" 
century ,in a number of cases in Hanover,certain 
Jacobe, Hildebrandus, Thydericus, Johannes, Hans, Hircius, Volkmar 
vamme,and bey dem Sode,and also de Sode,have their names appear as 
witnesses in the various minutes of legal cases,most of them with 
the distinction "Borghere",or "Civis to order in Hanover". 

According to the chronicles of the City of Hanover,the name von Sode 
and ?Hildebrande von deme Zode? appears in a document dated 25" 
February, 1341,wherein the family of von Sode are selling to the City 

of Hanover,various pastures and woods in the neighbourhood of 
Misburg and Lahe (District of Hanover) 

There this name appears for the first time together with the names 

of Corde von Alten,Ghyseken von Lubecke and other good people.I|n the 
Citizen?s Book from the years 1303 to 1369,of the City of 


Hanover,we find in 1355,a certain Arnd biceme Zode,as a Burgensis. 
We find in certain documents dated 1332 that the brothers von Jlten 
sold certain property to Johanne vamme Sode.Finally,we find in the 
so-called "Red Book",the name Hildebrandus de Zode cited in the year 
1358 among the names of the Councilmen.|t is also known that 
according to a decree of the Hanover Aldermen, issued in the uear 
1347,only such could become members of the Concil who were right 
and honorably born,and could point to at least four ancestors. 
Judging from the foregoing,we can conclude that there must have 
been quite a line of ancestors to which Hildebrandus von Sode could 
point in order to claim his full rights as a citizen in order to 

attain the office of Consul. 

The relationship of the family of von Sode to the well-born 
Hanoverian families is hereby sufficiently proven,and these proofs 
may be supported in nearly all cases by authorised documents and 
records of the municipal authorities. A.W.Bahrdt says in his 

"History of the Reformation of the City of Hanover",that no matter 
how full of faults the early history of this City may be,as handed 
down to us, yet it is certain that only a very small circle of 

families were seated on the chairs of the Council and the judiciary 
bodies and that in these families the names of 
Lynnborch,Sode,Meyjr, Ydense,Anderter and Stille are found in the 
ranks of the Concil prior to the year 1534. Dr.O.Jurger says the 
same in the essay which has for its topic "Classes in the Grand 
Duchy of Luneburg during the 14" century.” 


It is to be regretted that the Church records of the City of 

Hanover run back only as far as the beginning of the 17°" century 

yall the older ones having been destroyed through a very extended 

line of circumstances. In a manuscript found in the archives of 

Hanover are certain extracts from a church record called the 

"Market Church Record of Hanover”. According to this record 

,Dietrich vamme Sode and Bertholde Dorhagen were appointed Coroners 

in the year 1485,and in 1599,Geverd von Sode was appointed a Church 

Deacon; on the 13" January, 1623,a certain Geverd von Sode,son of 

Anthony,drowned himself in the canal. 

As in other German cities, it is to be presumed that in Hanover the 

so-called first-line families came out of the wealthy and property 

owning merchant class, and it is highly probable that the von Sode?s 

belonged to these families,and reached their positions as patricians 

through their favours as merchants. In a document without date,the 

brothers John and Hildebrandus von Sode,as well as a certain 

Thieleke von Sode are mentioned as paying their initiation fee for 

membership in the Merchants ?Guild. It is not improbable that these 

brothers are identical with the ones above - mentioned among those 

who had sold certain property in the year 1338. 

On the 16" January,1477,Kopman Corde von de Sode (the leader in Market 
Street); 1486,Jurgen von de Sode; in 1504 Hans von Sode; in 1533 Heinrich von de Sode are 
named in the family tree.In all probability this refers to the ceremonious entrance of 
these members of the von Sode family into the Merchants Guild.It is also found that a 
certain Mauritius von Sode endowed the Merchants Guild,and also named members of this 
Guild as patrons of the Soden Kloster. Finally,we find that a certain Dietrich von Sode has 


been mentioned as Alderman in London about the year 1500,where,as is well 
known,certain German merchants, prior to the time that England itself stepped into the 
rank of a commercial power,had their settlements with far-reaching manipulations of 
trade.In most documents in which the name von Sode is mentioned, it is found that they 
are either referred to as such as Burgomasters, Councilmen, Jurymen, 
Chamberlains,Appraisers of Weights and Measures,and Masters of Wage. We note further 
,that,with the exception of the records of the Guild,these von Sodes had never been 
referred to as merchants .Of course,the same is true of other Hanoverian families. 

From court records it is not possible to find the social standing of the 

von Sode?s, but is has been ascertained that most of those court cases 

were based on loans,mortgages, pledges and securities. Members of this 

family also belonged to the clergy,but it has been ascertained definitely 

in one case,viz.,that of Mauritius von Sode,who presided at the 

Hildesheim Cathedral about the middle of the 16" century where he 

made a good name for himself on account of his generous endowments and 

charities.

It has also been ascertained that one of our ancestors 

conducted a brewery,or at least owned a house in Hanover which had been 

leased to a party for the business fo brewing. Then we also find that in 

the year 1525 a certain kind of beer had been brewed for the first time 

in the house of the patrician Cord Broyham of Stocken,of Hanover,and that 

as a result of this innovation,the commerce of Hanover was promoted. 

Even though it did not happen often in those warlike and insecure times that 

the landed aristocracy invaded the protected cities and mixed with the patricians, 

or married into their families,there is nothing to show that this was the case with 
our family. 

The connection of our family with the family of Allendorf on the Werra,as 

my uncle, August von Soden claims in his family tree, which was 

constrducted in the year 1844,is highly improbable. His opinion is based 

on the mistaken understanding of an old document found in the archives of 

the Duke Heinrich von Hessen,which is now to be found at Allendorf. There 

we find the name ?in den Soden? as given in the salt works of von 

Allendorf mentioned for the first time. They are called 

?Gebuhren?,?Geburtschaft?,which is synonymous with the term 

?Pfanner?,?Pfannerschaft?. The name ?in den Soden?is not a personal 

name, but is an indication of locality. 

That the family of von Sode is of the Hanovarian patricians since the 

earliest times,and indeed was instrumental in the founding of the city,we 

might almost look upon as a proven historical fact. The family in the 

15" and 16‘ centuries had their own coat of arms and seals,which are 

certain privileges not granted to the common citizens. 

The direct proof of membership of the family, based on any official 

document is,of course,impossible, for patricians were not elected or 

made,but developed in the course of time and with the existing 

circumstances, just as is the case with the higher nobility. To claim that 

these patricians were the social equals of the other nobility,is ,of 

course, a matter of taste,and to dispute over which there is no good 

reason. 


The liberties of these free citizens were always a very limited one,and 
the measure of their liberties as well as their importance should never 
be cited as the importance of the families themselves. The citizens of 
Hanover never declared their full independence of the Dukes of Luneburg 
and Braunschweig,but always recognised their servitude within the 
aforementioned limits,but that makes no change in the quality of the 
citizens and the patricians. In the inner politics of the city of Hanover 
we can find record of the same disputes and strife that are found in all 
free cities,and they always ended in the same manner,i.e.,the gradual 
weakening or downfall of the patricians,and the final voluntary or 
enforced subjugation of the city under a Grand Duke. 


BAD SODEN AM TAUNUS 


This is an summary from the ?Historical Lexicon of the German 
Provinces? by Ko"bler, pages 522/523. 


Title : SODEN 


Since 1947 this is known as BAD SODEN am TAUNUS. It is an imperial village. 
1035 

Conrad II gave to the abbey Limburg an der Hardt the Royal 

Court at Sulzbach with parts of the area in the villages of 
Altenheim, Neuenheim,Schneidenheim and Soden.These parts belonged 
later to the precincts of Sulzbach. The free peasants were not 
affected by this arrangement. 

1191 

Soden-am-Taunus is mentioned for the first time. 

1282 

The free citizens and farmers of Soden and Sulzbach placed 
themselves under the protection of the town of Frankfurt and 
committed themselves to joining the imperial army. The villages 
of Neuenheim,Altenheim and Schneidenheim then came under the 
protection of the precinct of the Abbey of Limburg namely,under 
the protection of the Lords of Epstein,later the Baron of 
Stolberg-Konigstein. 

1415 

Soden and Sulzbach because of a loan which they obtained from 
Frankfurt came under the control of Frankfurt as also did the 
Abbey at Limburg. 

1561 

When Limburg fell to the Palatine-Kurphalz, Frankfurt lost 

Limburg then to the Palatinate. 

1613 

Soden and Sulzbach, after paying back 800 Gulden, freed themselves 
from the control of Frankfurt. 

1650 

The Palatinate transferred Sulzbach to Mainz. 

1653 

Frankfurt and Mainz eventually agreed on the control of Sulzbach 
and Soden.

Sulzbach and Soden went over to Nassau

SUMMARIES OF THE WASKENBOK 


This a translation of a piece from the famous Waskenbok. It is entitled 

?0n the Genealogy of Hannoverian Burgher Families? by Dr.K.F.Leonhardt. 

The Waskenbok has formed for centuries now an indispensable source on 
misunderstandings of 

genealogical anomalies. The planned re-publication of this in the year 1923 by 
Georg Nahusen 

unfortunately did not materialise and so a critical reworking of the Waskenbok still 
remains to be 

fulfilled at this time. The date of this publication is 1936/37. 

The noble family of vam Sode,which originates according to the Waskenbok 

with a Jacob/No.1,who married one of the three daughters of Volkemar van 

Anderten and had two sons Jacob and Volkmar.Both these brothers are 

mentioned in many subsequent documents. They owned jointly up to 

1444 their father?s house (L 320 at the Aegidien Tore) which Volkmar 

then took over on his own. This man was for many years the elder of the 

Marienne Chapel at the Tore and was a Consul between 1467 and 1469. 

He had only one son,Chise,who was mentioned once in 1455 but he must 

have died before him because in 1473,Jacob II inherited the property. 

In 1489 Jacob?s sons, Didert (WB 420),and Jacob III (WB 411) obtained the 

house. The father ,Jacob II, was Alderman at the Aegidien Church from 

1441 to 1462 and he belonged to the City Council between the years 1460-65 

He was dead by the year 1484. He had taken over in the year 1444 

the house M 53 (as the younger brother took over the father?s house) and 

settled ,jhowever,13 years later in the home of his second wife M 20. 

She was the widow,Ermengard of a Reineke Nagel. She was the daughter and 

sister of a Hans Rodewold. This marriage brought him four stepchildren, 

the brothers Uludolf and Hans Nagel and two sisters, from whom one 

Margaret became the wife in 1484 of Diderit van Andert and the 

other,however, had married her already widowed stepbrother, Diderit van 

Sode.The last mentioned and his brother ,Jacob,in the year 1484 gave the 

house M 20 to the brothers Nagel. 

Jacob !111 (WB 411) obtained the house M 10 bei dem Piepenborn in 1498 and 
founded a line of the 

family named after this. This can be seen on the family tree. This line became 
extinct in 1673. 

Diderit married for the second time in 1480 Adelheid, the daughter of Hans 
Lathusen with whom 

he had four children according to WB 420. The only surviving son,hans,who went 
into business in 

1503 and who inherited the house M 72 in 1504 and at that time certainly must 
have been married . 

The older Diderit took over in 1461 the house L 294 from the Meigenvelds ,which 
became famous 

in 1526 because of the invention of Broyhans,and in 1507 the younger Diderit got 
the house according 

to reference (WB 422) and when this man died in London in 1511,his 
brother, Hans, took it over.

Besides this Jacob line which has just been treated and the thriving 

line that there is today there were at the time of the publication of the 
Waskenbok not less than three other lines of the family which can be 

joined just as well as this one with certainty to the older generations 

and about whose common origin there can be no doubt. 

The oldest mention of the family comes from the year 1332.At that time 

the three brothers Johann, Diderit the First and Hildebrand vamme Sode 
bought the number 10 at Empelde (WB 219). They were already citizens in 
Hannoverand even though their acceptance is not marked in the Citizen?s 
Book, with all probability they were the sons of Burghers. On the other 

hand, Hildebrand,who was now made a Town Councillor in 1358,had a son 
,Diderit the Second,the very one whom we have come to know already for 

his participation in the memoirs donation of 1362 for the eldest Johan 

van Berkusen and ,whose probable son-in-law he was. The assumption of 

bail in the year 1360 as the result of an inheritance allows one to 

guess even more that he was the son of a sister of the Burgher Gotfried 

van Luneborch. 

In 1373 Hildebrand left behind two underage children called Hildebrand and Hille 
who at that time stood to inherit all along with their uncles, Johan and Degenhard. 
The final split took place in the year 1384 between Hildebrand and the old Johan. 
Apparently, Degenhard and Hille were no longer alive. 

20ld Johan? was Town Councillor until 1394He was first 

mentioned in 1378.He married Margarete van Anderten,the daughter of 
Diderit and the sister of Diderit ,the Cathedral official. In 1420 he 

left his widow with four children to whom the uncle, the Cathedral 

official ,gave an allowance. There was a son,Johan the Fourth,who took 

this allowance until 1462 and there were three daughters who went into 

the abbey at Eschede. Johan the Fourth was a Town Councilor from 1446 to 
1450 and was the owner of the house L 268 until 1437 which he then 
exchanged at that time with L 278. He was married to one of the many 
daughters of Bertold Limborg. They survived their two sons, Diderit and 
Cord,who died in 1481. Of the two daughters Anna married Hans van 
Wintheim (WB 325).Geste like her father?s sisters went into the convent 

at Eschede. The widow of Cord took a small allowance from the family 

which then was contested by Marten vam Soden who was also a co-heir of 
Johan the Fourth in 1481. On that account Marten must then be considered 
as another brother of Cord. Between 1487 and 1500 he was the senior 
member in the family. He married before 1481 Adelheid who was the widow 
of Hans Rodevold whose house O 278 he took over. His son,Waltmar,was 
certainly dead before 1532 when his widow,the ?the Hamelmensch? as she 
was Called,was burnt as a heretic. He son, Jurgen vam Sode,left the town 

and died in 1441 in Minden as the last of this line . 

A third son of old Johan the Second appears to have been Jacob the First who 
like Johan the Third was mentioned for the first time in 1378 and was dead by 


To this generation belongs the last and the most prestigious of the vam Sode line. 
He is Helmold,a very unusual name,the son or grandson from the Turkish side who 
made a trust for the Aegidien Church use of which was made only during his 
lifetime. 

The reason for this may have been the death of his first wife,who was indeed an 
Idensen. 

He inherited in 1427 apparently through his second wife the Krevenbergsche house 


O-175: 

He was dead by 1457 and left two sons,Cord the older and Hans. Cord married 
Ilsebe Huch, 

the widow of Diderit Volger the Older,whose house M 26 he took over in 1408. His 


only 

daughter, Mettehe, probably from this marriage,married Hermen van Wintheim (WB 
327).Hans , 

otherwise known as Johan the Fifth 1441,was the cousin of Johan the Fourth ,was 
mentioned 

in 1467 as a cousin of Volkmar and is expressly mentioned as the son of Helmold.He 
was 

a Town Councillor from 1454 to 1483,thirty years,and was married with Adelheid 
Krevet. 

He died some time between 1484 and 1487. His daughter,Grethe,married by the 
year 1463 

Diderit Volger the younger. His son ,Jurgen (WB 430) was the builder of the house 
M115 

the Leibnizhouse which was taken over and is well known for the artistic frieze 
which has 

appeared several times in the arms of the family and his memory has been kept 
over the 

centuries even when the family had left their original home territory. Jurgen in 
1486 entered 

the Burgher community ,was Town Councillor in 1493,Mayor in 1504,and died in 
1540.It has 

already been mentioned that all his issue disapearred by the year 1673. 

For the connection of this line to the oldest branch there are only 

three possibilities. Helmold can either be the son of one of the two 

younger Hildebrands or of the first Jacob. The latter possibility 

corresponds more to the tradition of the Waskenbok. 

All in all,there is up to now no documented evidence of a connection 

between the vam Sode of the 14" century and with those of the 15" 

century.However, the fact of a genealogical connection because of the 

layout of things cannot be brought into doubt but as against that it 

must be said that attempts to link the oldest vam Sode with the 

Eichsfeldischen van Sothens or to link them with any noble family which 

takes its name from the well known place Sooden bei Allendorf an der 

Werra,any attempt to bring these together,must be regarded as not 

credible. The following table which is taken from the Almanach de Gotha, 

a book on noble German families, provides the surest facts on the matter.

advisory council in Victoria, and sent Puttkamer and Krabbes to study Mt. 
Camerooon always urging 

a steady and gradual examination of the colony unlike others who wanted a speedy 
exploration 

programme. He also set up the first courts and stopped ?dashing? ,the system of 
giving native girls 

to colonialists as presents and the Botanical Gardens at Victoria. 

1885. The Postal System was established by him. He also wanted the 
Basler Mission to take care of education 

in the colony but they did not want to takep part. So,he approached the French 
Catholics to bring Catholicism 

to the Cameroons on the stipulation they were not to interfere with the 
Protestants. 

The Telegraphic Communications were introduced , he also insisted that the 
American missionaries 

present should use German in their work. He also established a council at Victoria 
but his 

later disappeared.

Moritz von Soden is marked out by an especial social involvement.he comes 
from the old and respected Council-and Business family of Hannover and was also 
Provost of the Magdalenacloister. 

Born in 1527 the son of Hans von Sode (d. 1552 in Hildesheim). 

His birth lay at the beginning of the Reformation in Hannover, 1533/34. 

It is doubtful if he like other members of the family who remained in Hannover 
turned over to Lutheranism. On a conversion to Catholicism there is 

nothing known. Also the exact date of his enry into the Abbey is not known. 
1563 he is mentioned for the first time in a bill of his brother Jurgen von Sode 
as Canonicus to the Holy Cross church. He was then a rich man. 

After a debt write-off in 1591 he had lent the Hannover Council 4500 Reichstaler 


and 2000 Gulden. 

1571 he gave 300 Gulden to the Michaeliscloister,1581 50 Reichstaler to the 

Cross Abbey. 

1587 he founded a Poorhouse on the grounds of the Minoritencloister in 

Hannover fur 9 poor men and 9 poor women, the so-called Sodensche Cloister, 

which to this day is still inhabited. (Note by Felix Soden: This is the next 

street to Menschingstrasse,where your mother,Ute Hoefer ,resided as a student.) 

For the poor people there he donated 3000 Reichstaler,for poor students in 

Hannover 2000 Reichstaler. 

1604 he erected with a amount of 3000 Talern a further foundation for poor 
?studiosi?. 

The Collegium Saxonum founded by von Brandtis received 1200 Reichstaler. 8 
different Hospitals 

in Hildesheim enjoyed his patronage. But also he set aside amounts for altars and 
spiritual jobs 

in the churches of Hildesheim or for the improvement of paths in the area of the 
city. For the two 

figures of the apostles and patrons of the Abbey,Peter and Paul, he laid aside 172 
Reichstaler . 

They stand on the steps of the west side. 

1604 he founded a further curacy,die vicaria tertia dominorum sue Petri et Pauli. 

1607 he died.

All three sons were lost in World War Two in various arenas, lan Scovil Soden,DSO in France, John 
fFlewelling Soden ,on the [Laconia] and Frank Graham Soden in Burma. There are short biographies 
to each in their respective sections.

The U-552 carried out 10 patrols for 298 days up to August ,1942 

Its Captain was the charismatic Erich Topp. Altogether with him as Captain the U552 sank 

184,244 tons of Allied shipping gaining him eventually the Knights Cross with Oak Leaves 
and Swords. 

Soden was watch officer on the U552 when Topp was commander and when the USS 
James Reuben 

was sunk. He served from October,1941 to March,1942. During this time his boat patrolled 
the North-, and West Atlantic,the New Foundland Bank and south of Nova Scotia. Between the 
25th October,1941 and 

25th November, 1941 the U552 accompanied the 'Stortekecker',sank an 8000 tonne 
British Steamer patrolled west of Gibraltar and sank the USS Reuben James 

This happened some 6 weeks before the Americans declared war on the Germans and this 
was the first American ship to be sunk,though many had been damaged. 100 of the crew of 144 
perished. This happened on 

31.October,1941 at 0525 hours while the USS James Reuben was with the eastbound 
convoy HX-156. 

Soden left the U-552 for Commander Training and command in May ,1942 of the U-624.

On the outbreak of war,the squadron was engaged in defensive patrols until require to 
provide cover for the retreating forces at Dunkirk,in May,1940 when the officer was killed in 
action on the 18" of that month. 


He was posthumously appointed a Companion to the Distinguished Service Order,a rare 
reward to such a young officer and mentioned in Despatches in the London Gazette of 1 
January,1941.

One 
evening in May,1940,whilst the aerodrome was being heavily bombed,Flight Lieutenant Soden 
jumped from a shelter trench,climbed into the nearest fighter aircraft and ,without knowing 
whether it was fully fuelled or armed,took off from the aerodrome which was covered in smoke. 
Many delayed action bombs were present. He thus left comparative safety to make a lone attack 
on a greatly superior force. This officer has displayed great personal dash and courage,and his 
personal influence has made his flight into a determined fighting unit.

John flewelling Soden is commemorated on the London Battle of Britain 
Monument. 

Served with 266 and 603 Squadrons during the Battle of Britain. August 16", 1940 he force 
landed his Spitfire after being wounded in the leg during combat with Luftwaffe BF109?s. He 
shared the destruction of a Heinkel 111 on 11/8/1940, claimed (confirmed) BF109. On 


30/9/1940,claimed (confirmed) BF109,30/9/1940. Wounded 25/10/1940. He then transferred to 
the Middle East flying Tomahawks. 

It was during the return trip to England from Aden via Capetown that the troopsip on 
which he was travelling was torpedoed by a submarine U156. The troopship on which he was 
travelling was the LACONIA (CUNARD WHITE STAR LINE) and was sunk in mid Atlantic on the eg 
of September,1942 by U-Boat 156 . When Captain Hartenstein of U156 realised there were Italian 
prisoners aboard the Laconia ,he immediately rescued as many as possible and called other boats 
to the rescue. However,on the way home they were attacked by a American B-24 .The U-boats 
dived ,the survivors were picked up later by French vessels but this action by the Allies led to the 
Laconia Befehl of Donitz for his Uboats to cease rescuing crews of sunken ships

One of the many rewards one gets from the study of famly history is the chance to come 
upon the contribution and self-sacrifice of such a family as this,the Sodens of 
Wincombe,Oxfordshire. The selfless and generous effort made by them in their different roles 
during this very trying period in British history is exemplary and a source of considerable pride to 
those who bear the name. 


Dr.Wilfred Scovil Soden was born in Canada , came to England with his family,where he 
was educated 

He joined the Army Medical Corp and fought with distinction in the First World War. His 
medical career was distinguished by his work for the Wincombe hospital till his death in 1942 . 
This occasion was marked by all accounts with genuine grief at the loss of such a dedicated 
person,while remembering the great sacrifice made already by his 3 sons in the then raging 
Second World War. 


All three sons were lost in World War Two in various arenas, lan Scovil Soden,DSO in 
France, John fFlewelling Soden ,on the ?Laconia? and Frank Graham Soden in Burma. There are 
short biographies 

to each in their respective sections. 

Their mother was Maud Grahame and served in the WAAF.They had one adopted 
sister,Mrs. Cawood.

Lt. Aloysius Soden 

This is a short biography of a remarkable member of the Soden family. Lt. Aloysius Soden, 
USNR JLS SM who died in 1967. 

BR. ALOYSIUS SODEN (1922-67) 

was born in Cincinnati, Ohio and was a member of the Marianist Order of Teaching Brothers 


based in Dayton ,Ohio. He spent a long time on the Japanese mission and was a prisoner 
of war during World War 2. 

He taught at the Marianist School in Yokohama and was respected greatly by his pupils , 

to such a degree that after his death they founded the Soden Memorial Foundation in his 
memory to help the school in Yokohama. 

At the end of the war because of his fluency in Japanese ,he was one of the 6 interpreters 
used by the Americans to negotiate the surrender with the Japanese .He was assigned to 
the Captain of the USS Missourri ,itself since re-commissioned for the Gulf War in 1991.He is 
seen in official photographs at the signing of the truce at Truk [Chuck Lagoon] in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

He died in Dayton , Ohio in 1967.

3. GUY BELDEN SODEN ,1875 - 1902 

The Story of Guy Belden Soden 

This letter was apparently written by Sarah S. Soden before her marriage in 1902 as she 
signed it with her maiden name. It was among some things that Sarah Subrina Soden Mathys had 
written about her family during her younger years. It gives some information about her brother Guy 
Belden Soden and is in Sarah's handwriting. It gives several facts about the Soden family which are 
quite interesting and will aid us in tracing the family roots in years to come. 


GUY'S STORY 

"Guy Belden Soden, son of Thomas Soden and Kate Belden Soden, was born July 25, 1875 at 
the Village of Dunkirk in the township of Dunkirk Dane County, Wisconsin. He was named Guy after 
Guy giant (Ghent or Gaunt?), the owner of the Warwick Castle at Warwickshire, England. His 
grandfather Benjamin Soden was raised near the castle. 


Young Guy and his family lived at Dunkirk until April 1877 when they migrated to Kansas, 
crossed the Missouri River the 4th day of May, 1877, landed in Kansas in June, 1877, the year of the 
flood. . .the largest flood ever known in Kansas. 


They settled at Eagle Township, Sedgwick, Kansas and remained there until July 23rd, 1887 
when we left Kansas and came to the west. We lived near Portland in Oregon a short time and then 
we went to Washington and settled near Ridgefield and Guy's parents have been there ever since. 


Guy made one trip to Astoria, Oregon and several times went to Silverton hoppicking. Guy 
enlisted at Vancouver Barracks on June 26th, 1896 and when the war broke out Guy, with his 
regiment, the 14th W.S. Infantry regulars, left Vancouver on May 7th, 1898. Guy was made Corporal 
May 23rd, 1898 at Presidio; left Presidio May 24th, 1898 for Manila. 


He left Honolulu June 4th, 1898; left Guam Island June 23, 1898 and landed at Manila July 
1st, 1898. 

His first engagement with the Spanish was August 5, 1898. And captured Manila August 13, 
1898. He was wounded in the battle of August 5 and again Feb 5th, 1899 in a battle with the 
Insargents. He died of his wounds Feb 6th, 1899 at Manila and was buried at Manila Feb 6, 1899. His 
remains were taken up and brought back to Vancouver and buried Feb 8th, 1900 in the Soldier's 
cemetery at Vancouver Barracks, Clarke County, Washington.

Thomas Belden Soden was born 15th March, 1841 in Otsego County, New York 
Of British parents from Warwickshire, England , his father was Benjamin Soden 
and his mother was Sophia Emery Soden.He married Kate Rose Belden on 
28th February , 1866 in Stroughton ,Wisconsin and he died on 9th September , 1918. 
They had 8 children : 
Benjamin Lewis Soden , Elmina Alverda Soden Edmonds ,

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William Soden of Wisconsin 

WILLIAM SODEN ( 1837 - 1917) , OREGON , WISCONSIN 


William Soden was born in Butternut , New York in 1837, 

the son of Thomas and Sophie Emery Soden, of Warwickshire, 
England . William moved to Fulton , Wisconsin in 1845, where he 
farmed with his father. He enlisted at 25 on 24th July , 1862 asa 
2nd Sergeant in company E, 23rd Wisconsin volunteer Infantry in 
Oregon , Wisconsin 


On 1st April, 1863 he was promoted to First Sergeant. He became 

ill during his army service and kept a diary of his experiences. 

He fought in .Kentucky , Mississippi , Tennessee, Arkansas , Missouri 

and Louisiana. He was eventually taken prisoner after the battle of 

the Sabine Cross Roads and released on 17th May , 1865 after 13 months. 


He mustered out as a Second Lieutenant on 24th June, 1865. 

An interesting little story in Wayne’s book about William Soden was 

that William while a prisoner had to get out to see a sick relative. Being 

a member of his local Masonic lodge, he approached one of the sentries, 
whom he suspected of being like he a Freemason, and got his ok to leave 

for a few days and visit his family member. The agreement for his punctual 
return a few days had to be adhered to. He returned within his time allowance. 


It is interesting to note that he was taken prisoner at the Battle of Sabine Pass, 

in which the Confederates successfully prevented the Union side from getting Texas. 

The Confederate leader at this engagement was Dick Dowling from Tuam in 

Co. Galway, Ireland. He owned a few pubs in Houston and at the outbreak of the 

Civil War he got command of the Davis Guard which with its proven experience of artillery 
sank a number of Union ships and took over 350 prisoners. William Soden was one of them. 


William married Harriett Louisa Hayes , and set up his own carriage making shop 


at which trade he was qualified. He served as a town clerk from 1888 to 1906 . 

He then resettled in Edgeley , North Dakota at the age of seventy , to be near 

his two daughters. William died on 31st May , 1917 at 79 years of age as the 

result of a stroke. Harriett, or 'Hattie' as she was known, died on 25th August , 1917. 
They were married for 51 years.

Wherever you went in your investigations into our family history, you could bet Jim 
Soden had been there. A generation separated us but he in common with a small few, John Voorhis 
Soden (New York), Terence Soden (England) and Ronald Soden (Wales) pursued assiduously and 
thoroughly the multi-sided history of the Soden family. No greater pleasure was there for him than 
to talk about Soden members who had fought at the Battle of Waterloo or had explored the South 
Seas, or had been decorated in the World Wars.It was tremendously rewarding to know that 
someone else was enthralled with a similar aim, but even more gratifying to read what they had 
discovered. 


His tenacious pursuit of the family history brought him to Soden areas from Washington 
State through Ontario, Canada to Germany, England and Ireland.

His incisive memory, legal 
analytical mind and lively willingness to never be hindered by political correctness led him to ask 
questions of one about the past which only served to clarify matters more honestly with an open 
mind rather than taking an easier a priori approach preferred by many in family history. 


He did not suffer spoofers, reviled at those who saw family history as a chance to wallow in 
imagined glories and aristocratic phantasies, and always appreciated the work, sufferings and 
sacrifices of his Soden ancestors.

Soden History in Mt Beppo 


Robert Dawson and Mary moved their family to Mt Beppo where they applied for a government 
selection in 1885. 

(Three years before Henry Plantagenet Somerset came to the area and secured 20,000 
acres at Mt Stanley, 

The Caboonba Homestead). The Sodens Selection registered in Ipswich Portion 154 Parish 
of Cressbrook, 

County of Cavandish,7008 selection of 160 acres. The land was rich scrub land and had to 
be cleared 

and built on in just a couple of years. They grew corn and Lucerne . Had cows for milk, 
butter, cream 

and meat, chickens for eggs and meat and grew vegetables. 
In 1894 Robert Dawson took on the mail contracts around Cressbrook, Mt Stanley, and Mt Beppo 
district 

and also established a Receiving Office on the corner of his property on Mt Beppo Road . 
He also donated 

some land for a community hall. Which held Dances and other social events. 


Most religious services in those days were held in in the homes of the Sodens as well as the 
Somersets 

x xwhen a travelling minister came around possible once a month .To cater for the 
growing Protestant community 


The Sodens and the Somersets organized and built the Caboonba Church an 
undenominational Church 

for all to use.. It was finished being built in Nov 1905, Robert Dawson died on the 3rd 
January 1905 so was buried 

in the cemetery before the church was built but sadly he was not the first Soden buried 
there. Richard aged 2yrs 

son of Edward William and Minnie (Nofz) died in 16.8.1904. 
The first rail could be removed so that Mrs Mary Soden Snr could be wheeled off a buckboard in a 
wheel chair 

and enter the church. 
There has been a Soden family member on the board of Trustees since 1905 and still has a four 
generation 

Soden is Treasurer at the moment.

Another interesting Soden story is that of James Soden, born in Ireland in 1860, probably in 
Mohill area and his life and successful business career in Albury, NSW , Australia. 

Albury lies between Sydney and Melboure in Eastern Australia. When and how James got 
there is not known but he did serve his time there as the phrase goes and worked his way up 
through all facets of the hotel hospitality business. It seems this was in his blood and so no one was 
surprised when he purchased the ‘Old Building’ as it was known, renovated it increasing the number 
of rooms from 15 to 60. At the beginning of the 20th century the hotel was ideally placed for those 
aficionados of horse racing to visit the Melbourne Cup . James Soden added on fine stables to cater 
for the high quality race horses that would be kept there as they passed through the area to the 
races. 

The biggest names in Australian Horse Racing both horses, owners, trainers and jockeys 
stayed at Sodens during these year. The horses stabled there were Melbourne Cup Winers such as 

1909 Prince Foot 

1912 Piastre 

1925 Windbag 

1928 Statesman 

1930 Pharlap 

1932/4 Peter Pan 

1947 Hiraji 

1949 Foxami 

1951 Delta 

The hotel was also very popular with commercial travellers, shopkeepers and business 
people who came to inspect goods and place their orders. By all accounts James Soden ran ‘a tight 
shop’, never lowering the price of beer and maintaining a very high service standard. 

James Soden died in 1944 aged 83 years at which point the hotel was put into the hands of 
George Carter who had started with the Sodens in 1907 as an apprentice.He ran it until 1966.He 
retired in 1968 and the hotel is still going strong. The stables are gone though the hotel caters for 
many events locally .

1. BR. ALOYSIUS SODEN (DIED 1967) 

was born in Cincinnati, Ohio and was a member of the Marianist Order of Teaching Brothers 
,based in Dayton ,Ohio. He spent a long time on the Japanese mission and was a prisonerof war 
during World War 2. 

He taught at the Marianist School in Yokohama and was respected greatly by his pupils ,to 
such a degree that after his death they founded the Soden Memorial Foundation in hismemory to 
help the school in Yokohama. 


At the end of the war because of his fluency in Japanese ,he was one of the 6 
interpretersused by the Americans to negotiate the surrender with the Japanese .He was assigned 
tothe Captain of the USS Missourri ,itself since re-commissioned for the Gulf War in 1991. 


He died in Dayton , Ohio in 1967.

3. GUY BELDEN SODEN ,1875 ? 1902 


The Story of Guy Belden Soden 

This letter was apparently written by Sarah S. Soden before her marriage in 1902 as she 
signed it with her maiden name. It was among some things that Sarah Subrina Soden Mathys had 
written about her family during her younger years. It gives some information about her brother Guy 
Belden Soden and is in Sarah's handwriting. It gives several facts about the Soden family which are 
quite interesting and will aid us in tracing the family roots in years to come. 


GUY'S STORY 

"Guy Belden Soden, son of Thomas Soden and Kate Belden Soden, was born July 25, 1875 at 
the village of Dunkirk in the township of Dunkirk Dane County, Wisconsin. He was named Guy after 
Guy giant (Ghent or Gaunt?), the owner of the Warwick Castle at Warwickshire, England. His 
grandfather Benjamin Soden was raised near the castle. 


Young Guy and his family lived at Dunkirk until April 1877 when they migrated to Kansas, 
crossed the Missouri River the 4th day of May, 1877, landed in Kansas in June, 1877, the year of the 
flood... .the largest flood ever known in Kansas. 


They settled at Eagle Township, Sedgwick, Kansas and remained there until July 23rd, 1887 
when we left Kansas and came to the west. We lived near Portland in Oregon a short time and then 
we went to Washington and settled near Ridgefield and Guy's parents have been there ever since. 


Guy made one trip to Astoria, Oregon and several times went to Silverton hoppicking. Guy 
enlisted at Vancouver Barracks on June 26th, 1896 and when the war broke out Guy, with his 
regiment, the 14th W.S. Infantry regulars, left Vancouver on May 7th, 1898. Guy was made Corporal 
May 23rd, 1898 at Presidio; left Presidio May 24th, 1898 for Manila. 


He left Honolulu June 4th, 1898; left Guam Island June 23, 1898 and landed at Manila July 
1st, 1898. 


His first engagement with the Spanish was August 5, 1898. And captured Manila August 13, 
1898. He was wounded in the battle of August 5 and again Feb 5th, 1899 in a battle with the 
Insurgents. He died of his wounds Feb 6th, 1899 at Manila and was buried at Manila Feb 6, 1899. His 
remains were taken up and brought back to Vancouver and buried Feb 8th, 1900 in the Soldier's 
cemetery at Vancouver Barracks, Clarke County, Washington.

4. WARD STEPHENS , CONCERT PIANIST (born 1869) 
Son of Joseph Harris Stephens and Rebecca Soden 


William Ward Stephens, born September 9, 1869, at 114 Brunswick Street, Newark, NJ; died 
September 1940 in New York City and is buried in Fairmount Cemetary, Newark, NJ. Married Ida 
Mae Pierpont, September 11, 1904, in New York City. He is known professionally as Ward-Stephens 
and is regarded as a conductor of great virility and strong personality; a musician and teacher of 
renowned reputation. At the age of 5, he was playing in public, entirely by ear and at the age of 16, 
he was a well known pianist. He absorbed a fine college education and then went to Europe, where 
for twelve years he studied with some of the greatest musicians, including Leschetizky, Rosenthal, 
DePachmann, Moszkowski, Dreyshock, Sauer, Breitner, Massenet, Saint-Saens, Widor and Navratil. 
While in Europe he Russianized his name at the suggestion of Sibyl Sanderson, and to this day he is 
known in European countries as "Stefanski". Emily Sauer writes about him in his book called "Meine 
Welt", and speaks of him as a young man of very great talents. Studied at 680 Madison Avenue, 
New York City.

5. WILLIAM SODEN , Union Soldier (1834 ? 1917) 

WILLIAM SODEN, born August 4, 1834, at Carrick-on-Shannon, Ireland; died at 443 South 
Main Street, Rocky Mount, North Carolina, 7 p.m., Monday, March 18, 1912, at the age of 77 years, 
7 months, 14 days; is buried in Pine View Cemetery, Rocky Mount, NC. At the age of 16 years, he 
came to America with his sister, Anna (25) on the sailing vessel "British Queen" (Master, Conway) 


from Dublin, Ireland, entering the port of New York, November 7, 1850, after a voyage of fifty-two 
days. 

In 1854, he married first, Miss Margaret Morrow, at Philadelphia. 

William Soden and Margaret Morrow had three children (Table VI-A). 

On October 9, 1860, William Soden received his naturalization papers from the Court of Essex 
County, Newark, NJ, and on August 10, 1863 he enlisted for service in the Civil War. 
(See War Record of William Soden). 

On April 29, 1879, William Soden married second, Miss Rachel Ann Van Voorhis, of 405 West 
32nd Street, New York City, at 51 Astor Street, Newark, NJ, the Rev. Isiah B. Hopwood, of Calvery 
Presbyterian Church, 80 Pennsylvania Ave., Newark, NJ, officiating. Rachel Ann Van Voorhis 
was born at 87 Christopher Street, New York City, November 28, 1844; died at 443 South Main 
Street, Rocky Mount, NC, 7:30 a.m., Saturday, April 7, 1917; buried in Pine View Cemetery, Rocky 
Mount, NC. William Soden and Rachel Ann Van Voorhis had six children. (See Table VI-B).

6. WILLIAM SODEN ,Emporia, Kansas , USA 


Margaret Soden, a native of Sligo , who died in Moores Fork, New York, on 4" October : 
1861 was the daughter of William and Angelina Soden.She had a brother William T. Soden ,who as 
an infant came to America with his family, and at 19 years of age ,went to Kansas. In Emporia , 
William T. married Frances McCormick and they had one child . 

Both mother and child died at birth and were buried in Soden?s Grove William T. married 
Jane Esty and ,her sister, Sarah Jane Esty married Charles Weaver.-There are 2 streets in Emporia 
named after Charles Weaver and William Soden respectively. (Sarah Jane and Charles were the 
great-great-grandparents of Alicia Williams from whom | acquired this lineage.) 


"Soden's Mill, one of Emporia's earliest industries, flourished for many years on the 
Cottonwood River at the dam just north of the bridge on South Commercial Street. In the belief 
Emporia would grow, W. T. Soden built the grist mill in 1860 to fill a need for flour and cereals. It 
provided a market for farmers of the area until it burned in 1944. Changing transportation and 
marketing procedures had already indicated the mill would be uneconomical and it was not rebuilt." 

"If they were alive today my grandfather would be 140 and my mother, 107" Mrs. 
Brockhouse calculated. " He moved from Moore's Ford, New York, at the age of 19 after arriving in 
the United States when an infant with his family from Ireland. He and his brother stopped in 
Missouri, but grandfather wasn't satisfied and left his brother there, pushing farther west." 

"Mrs. Brockhouse explained that Mr. Soden liked the looks of the brand new community of 
Emporia and first located about seven miles west of town working for Joel Hayworth, who had a grist 
and saw mill on the cottonwood near the Patty's Mill Bridge. He preempted (homesteaded) the first 
of his two farms in this area and married Frances McCormick. His wife died in childbirth and she and 
the baby were buried in the Hayworth Cemetery about nine miles west of Emporia. Mr. Soden 
erected two shafts at their graves. "It was a tragedy caused by the poor transportation and 
medication of the time." Mrs. Brockhouse said." 

"Not long after, Grandfather took his savings and bought the ground south of Emporia 
including what is now Soden's Grove. On the east side of Commercial the land ran north past our 
house (Brockhouse home), and west of the Street it included the land where the mill was built and 
the lot where he built his home." 

"The mill manufactured flour and ground corn chop for chicken feed and made a form of 
cereal later marketed by the Teichgraeber Mill under the brand name "Old Glory". The mill produced 
more than could be sold in this area and grandfather owned some ground by the railroad tracks on 
the west side of Merchant Street. Large, heavy wagons hauled the flour and meal to a storage shed 


to await shipment. There also was a storehouse on the edge of the grove. Across the river on the 
west side, there was a furniture factory." 

"Mr. Soden employed a cabinet maker to run the furniture factory, Mrs. Brockhouse 
explained, which made all types of furniture mostly from walnut. As houses in those days did not 
have closets, walnut wardrobes were a big item. The stairs in the Brockhouse home today were 
made in the factory." 

"In about 1867, Mr. Soden married Jane Weaver. Their children were Justin R. Soden and 
Hallie Soden, Mrs. Brockhouse's mother who was born in 1869. Jane Weaver came from a family of 
six boys and six girls whose parents arrived from Illinois in 1857 and started a farm east of town. 
Weaver Street was named after the family and today, the Soden and Weaver cemetery lots lie side 
by side in Maplewood." 

"Mr. Soden built his home just east of the mill and after his marriage added a mansard roof, 
wrought iron railings, and a cupola. The old home was traded by Justin Soden, who had moved in in 
1906, to Tom Cox for his home at 1501 Berkeley. Today the old Soden home has been converted to 
apartments. The Grove was purchased by the city of Emporia and in the early days of Emporia it was 
used for the old-time Chautauqua meetings." 

"Before the first bridge across the river, Mrs. Brockhouse explained, there was a ford located 
just south of the bridge and many people camped on the west bank. The first bridge was an iron 
structure that as moved to the Neosho River when the present bridge was built. This original bridge 
on North Prairie at the water works, was destroyed recently when it collapsed from the weight of a 
heavy truck." 

"Mrs. Brockhouse told another bit of history concerning her grandfather's sister. It seems 
she was ill with ‘consumption’ and the family thought the climate here in Kansas would be beneficial 
for her compared to Moore's Ford New York. The journey west proved too strenuous for Mr. Soden's 
sister and she died soon after arriving.

7. PETER SODEN ,Kansas (born 1829) 

1829 June 24, 

Birth of Peter Soden, Beaghey, Cavan

8. WILLIAM SODEN ( 1837 - 1917) , OREGON , WISCONSIN 
William Soden was born in Butternut , New York in 1837, 

the son of Thomas and Sophie Emery Soden , of Warwickshire, 
England . William moved to Fulton , Wisconsin in 1845, where he 


farmed with his father. He enlisted at 25 on 24th July, 1862 asa 
2nd Sergeant in company E , 23rd Wisconsin volunteer Infantry in 
Oregon , Wisconsin 


On ist April , 1863 he was promoted to First Sergeant. He became 

ill during his army service and kept a diary of his experiences. 

He fought in .Kentucky , Mississippi , Tennessee, Arkansas , Missouri 
and Louisiana. He was eventually taken prisoner after the battle of the 
Sabine Cross Roads and released on 17th May , 1865 after 13 months. 
He mustered out as a Second Lieutenant on 24th June, 1865. 


He married Harriett Louisa Hayes , and set up his own carraige making shop at which trade 
he was qualified. He served as a town clerk from 1888 to 1906. He then resettled in Edgeley , North 
Dakota at the age of seventy , to be near his two daughters. William died on 31st May , 1917 at 79 
years of age as the result of a stroke. Harriett, or 'Hattie' as she was known, died on 25th August , 
1917. They were married for 51 years.

9. Harold Robert Soden , New York (1908-1998) 
by Bruce Soden, Syracuse , New York 


Harold Robert Soden (11/17/08 - 3/23/98) was the only child of Emma Yetto and John Henry 
Joseph Soden (son of John and Anne Soden of County Letrim) was born in Cohoes, New York. Harold 
was educated at Cohoes High School; The Manlius School; Colgate University and Albany Law School. 
In 1936, he and his wife, Eunice E. Gilbert Soden, moved to Lake Placid, New York. His son, Bruce G. 
Soden, and daughter Marcia E. Soden Kola, were born there. Two of his grandsons, Matthew and 
Mark, attended the Soden Family Reunion in Sligo in 2000. 


Harold R. Soden became a pre-eminent trial attorney in Northern New York. 

At the urging of local friends, he entered politics. He served as District 

Attorney for Essex County then as Supervisor for the Town of North Elba 

(Village of Lake Placid is encompassed by the Town) and was elected to two 

14-year terms as New York State Supreme Court Justice starting in 1960. He served as Justice 
with distinction becoming the Administrative Judge for his district while discharging his duties as 
Trial Judge on the circuit, which 

extended from Saratoga Springs and historic Johnstown, New York on the south to 
Plattsburgh and St. Lawrence, New York on the north. Harold served as the head of Law 
Enforcement for the 1980 Winter Olympics in Lake Placid, New York and was active in many civic 
affairs. 


Upon his retirement from the Bench, Harold resumed trial practice and was an active trial 
practitioner once again. He ended his days as a respected senior in Lake Placid where everyone 
continued to call him "Judge" Soden.
